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The Institute of Government at the University of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill is devoted to research, teaching and service in the fields of state and 
local government. For more than thirty-five years the Institute has conducted 
schools and short courses fer city, county, and state officials. Through 
guidebooks, special bulletins, and a monthly magazine, in addition to consultation 
by phone and letter, assistance and advice are offered to public officials and 
agencies across the state. The Institute has served as the research agency for 
numerous study commissions of the state and of local governments. The Institute's 
professional staff in Chapel Hill now numbers thirty-one. They are also members 
of the University faculty. Most of them are trained in law; other staff members 
are in such disciplines as psychology, political science, planning, social work and 
economics. . 


During sessions of the General Assembly, the Institute maintains a Legislative 

Reporting Service with an office on the ground floor of the Legislative Building 

in Raleigh, Each day four or five members of the professional staff travel to 
) - Raleigh to provide various services from this office. Chief among them is 

compiling the DAILY BULLETIN, containing a digest of each bill introduced in the 
House or Senate that day and a summary of all legislative action taken on the 
floor of each chamber. This Daily Bulletin is mailed each evening to about 1,600 
city and county officials across the state, is delivered to a number of state 
offices in Raleigh, and is placed upon each legislator's desk. Other legislative 
reports are also prepared and distributed, including a WEEKLY BULLETIN OF LOCAL 
LEGISLATION, a WEEKLY LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY (a discussion and analysis of noteworthy 
legislation), and a variety of end-of-session reports and analyses. 


The DAILY BULLETIN consists of a bill digest section on blue paper, followed 
by a calendar section on white paper. All Senate and House actions are combined 
in one listing for public bills and one for local bills in the calendar section. 
The digest section is divided into public bills (Senate bills first, then House) 
and local bills. It includes the bill's short title and the General Statutes 
chapters affected (or counties affected, if a local bill). A digest of all 
amendments and committee substitutes adopted will be included in the Bulletin 
near the end, of the blue sheets. 


In order to provide effective cumulative information on bill status, the 
Institute, in cooperation with the Office of State Systems Management of the N.C. 
Department of Administration, administers a computer-based BILL STATUS AND HISTORY 
SYSTEM. It provides legislative information via video and typewriter terminals 
in the Legislative Building. This same system compiles the Calendar Action section 

of the DAILY BULLETIN.

(4) representing a client before State agency. When official action would affect 
official's financial interests, requires him to file written statement of conflict 
of interest with immediate superior and with State Ethics Comm'n. Requires annnal 
filing of statement of economic interests with Ethics Comm'n for elected officials 
and for appointed officials with annual salary of at least $20,000 or per diem or 
consulting fees in excess of $2,500 annually. 

Establishes seven-member State Ethics Comm'n to accept and file required 
information, issue procedures for filing statements required by act, report suspected 
violations of law to Attorney General, and to issue advisory opinions. Three 
members Comm'n appointed by Governor, two by Lt. Gov., two by Speaker of House, 
originally for varying terms, thereafter for 5 years each. Sanctions provided by 
art include: make violation a misdemeanor ($5000 fine and removal from office), 
voids contracts in violation of act, and authorizes recovery of losses by State 


from violator. Authorizes counties and municipalities to enact’conflict of interest 
ordinances.

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SUMMARY OF LEGISLATIVE AND BUDGET MESSAGE OF GOVERNOR 


Delivered at a Joint Session of the General Assembly of 
North Carolina at 3:00 p.m., Wednesday, January 17, 1973 


Governor James E. Holshouser, Jr. today presented to the General Assembly the 
broad outlines of his legislative program and budget recommendations. The principal 


topics of the 12-page message, and the specific recommendation thereunder, were as 
follows: 


Budget and taxes: Generally, states expectation of budget reforms being instituted 
by next year and recommends General Assembly examine this year's budget closely. 
Notes largest gross dollar increase in availability of funds in state's history 
(from surplus, revenue sharing, and expected revenue increase for next biennium) 
and says that presents opportunity to meet needs never before considered. Recom- 
mended changes from Advisory Budget Comm'n budget are mentioned under specific 
categories below. 

States that Governor's recommendations plus those of Advisory Budget Comm'n 
include over $210 million in non-recurring expense items. Recommends repeal of 
medicine tax ($8 million revenue) and urges consideration of other limited tax cuts. 


Executive branch: Promises to send recommendations on reform and reorganization, 

including Highway Comm'n reorganization and executive dep'ts ethics bills. Notes 

efficiency study to be made of state gov't; suggests leg#¥slature question whether 

adequate space exists for budget's recommended 5,000 new positions in state gov't. 
Endorses veto for governor beginning in 1977. 


General Assembly: Commends early appointment of committees and endorses electronic 
voting, committee staff, ethics code, annual sessions, and annual review of biennial 
budget, but leaves to General Assembly proposals for legislation. 


Education: Endorses statewide kindergarten program, including funding of first 
phase of State Board of Education five-year program.

retention of Superior Court Judges. Justice or judge in office on January 1, 1975 con- 
tinues to serve for remainder of term for which elected. Continuance in office there- 
after subject to approval of voters, as provided for retention of judges appointed by 
Governor.

Terms © 
of members are four years, with initial terms overlapping. Members who have served four ~ 
years cannot be reappointed until lapse of two years. Members, other than chairman 
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(Supreme Court member) may not hold public office, and no member may hold office in any 
political party. No member, other than chairman, eligible for appointment to judgeship 
during his term of office on JNC and for two years thereafter. Members of State Bar 
Council cannot be members of JNC. Members of JNC entitled to same per diem and allow- 
ances as state board members generally. JNC meets or holds hearings anywhere in state, 
after reasonable notice to each member. Elects own acting chairman and secretary. Adopts 
such rules as it deems necessary, keeping in mind its sole purpose, which is to select 
most highly qualified nominees for each judicial vacancy. It may publicize vacancies in 
judicial office, and solicit declarations of availability from potential nominees, but 
may not nominate person who has not filed written declaration of availability. Names of 
nominees made public when submitted to Governor. 

For each vacancy in Appellate Division, JNC to submit three names. For each va- 
cancy in a trial division, JNC to submit two or three names. All nominations are by 
majority vote, with chairman voting only in case of tie. Names to be submitted to Gover- 
nor within 60 days after vacancy arises. Governor must appoint from list within 30 days, 
if he fails to do so, Lt. Gov. makes appointment from same list. Term of office of judge 
appointed by Governor is to December 31 following next general election which occurs more 
than one year after appointment. Regular term of office of appellate or superior court 
judge is eight years; of district court judge who takes office after effective date of 
act, six years. All terms begin January 1. Term of district court judge in office on 
effective date is extended from first Monday in December of his last year in office to 
last day of same month. 

Judge who desires to continue in office beyond his current term must file with 
State Board of Elections 4 to 6 months before expiration of his term. Failure to file 
creates vacancy at the end of term. The ballot bears no party designation, only the 
question whether judge shall be retained in office. If vote is "no", a vacancy is 
created at end of term. For retention in office of justices and judges of appellate 
and superior court divisions, qualified voters of whole state vote; for retention of 
district court judges, voters of respective districts vote. Incumbent judges on effective 
date of act continue in office until end of their terms, and may seek successive terms 
as set forth above. No justice or judge, no person who has declared his availability 
for nomination for judgeship, and no nominee for judgeship shall directly or indirectly 
make any contribution to or hold any office in a political party or organization, or 
take part in any partisan political campaign between opposing candidates. 

Article applies to special superior court judges, whose terms, after being retained 
in retention election, are eight years. Voters of entire state vote for special judges.

"To rewrite Article 11 of Chapter 90 of the General Statutes relating to 
vetertnartans." Rewrites GS Ch. 90 regulating the practice of veterinary medicine. 
Revamps duties of NC Veterinary Medical Board. Duties include: (1) examining and 
determining qualifications of applicants for veterinary license, (2) issuing, renewing, 
revoking and suspending licenses to practice veterinary medicine, (3) setting minimum 
standards for continuing education as condition of license renewal, (4) inspecting 
places of treatment to determine compliance with applicable health regulations, 

(5) adopting such regulations as are necessary to carry out its functions, and 
(6) providing registration of various assistants supervised by veterinarians. 

Prescribes qualifications of those who may apply for license (21, graduate of 
accredited school, good moral character) and requires Board to hold at least one exam 
annually. Continues licenses of vets holding license on effective date of act so long 
as licenses comply with other provisions of bill. Authorizes Board to grant reciprocity 
to vets licensed in other state, those who have passed the nat'l boards or are graduates 
of foreign schools. Foreign grads may be required to sit for exam. Board may grant 
temporary permits to applicants qualified for exam who work in interim under licensed 
Weiler. 

Board to be composed of 5 members appointed by Governor to 5-year terms upon 
expiration of terms of present members. Members must have been licensed to practice 
veterinary medicine in NC for 5 years prior to appointment. Those having commercial 
dealings with veterinary suppliers may not serve on board. 

Establishes special registration provisions for various classes of veterinary 
assistants. All types of assistants required to work under licensed vet and may receive 
no remuneration other than salary paid by vet. Assistants may not work in clinics, 
branch offices, etc. unless vet is present. Defines scope of work of all classes of 
assistants to perform outside limit set. 

Act also (1) proscribes procedure for disposition of animals abandoned in care 
of vet, (2) establishes "vets lien" on animals in possession (for services rendered) 
and establishes preference, (3) provides for disciplining of licensees who violate act, 
(4) prohibits practice without a license, (5) requires corporate practices to comply 
with professional corp. act, and (6) provides that partnerships shall consist only of 
licensed vets. 

Effect of bill is to make these substantial changes from present law: (1) defines 
the status of veterinary ass'ts and clarifies their role in the delivery of veterinary 
services, (2) establishes continuing education as a requirement for renewal of license, 
(3) clarifies means of handling abandoned animal problem, and (4) establishes lien

Grants $300 reduction in 
appraised valuation to any individual required to list and makes reduction applicable to 
any category of personal property, not merely to household effects, etc. (10) Repeals

S 137 No-fault auto insurance (Iden. H 180) Goi205 6 555, 004 
Introducers: Allen and others Sent to INSUR 


| "To be known as the North Carolina Motor Vehicle Accident Reparations Act." 

Generally, establishes compulsory modified no-fault automobile insurance system for 

state (resembling Florida law). Basic characteristic of system is provision for 

motorists to receive payments up to certain set limits for personal injuries and 

vehicle damage from own insurance company without regard to who was at fault in causing 

injury or damage. For losses above those set limits, termed "thresholds" here, motor- 

ist may choose to sue person who was at fault in causing accident, with no limit on 

recovery. Each motorist required to maintain "security" on automobile (usually insur- 

ance, but person allowed to qualify as self-insurer as are gov't agencies) to guarantee 

payment for damages up to threshold amounts and is also required under Art. 9A, GS Ch. 20 

to carry personal liability insurance for injuries or damages caused by him for which 

tort claims still allowed. Provisions apply to virtually all motor vehicles operated 

in state but motorcycles have different security requirements and are permitted to 

choose to exclude coverage, such as for injuries sustained while on tracks and bike 

trails (but Comm'r of Insurance may make election of exclusion subject to conditions). 
Required security must be shown in order to register automobile, and registra- 

tion certificate and plates must be surrendered upon failure to maintain security. 

Deems every liability insurance contract (other than for excess coverage), regardless 

of contrary provisions, to include basic reparations benefits coverage and to qualify 

as security. 
Personal Injury. Each person injured in maintenance or use of motor vehicle 

in North Carolina entitled to recover, without regard to fault, "basic reparation 

benefits" (payments for losses) up to $5,000 per person per accident. If accident 

causing injury occurs outside state, those entitled to recover include persons insured 

for basic reparations, driver and occupants of secured vehicle, and their survivors 

(unless vehicle used for hire or owned by governmental agency other than state of NC). 

Categories of economic losses for which benefits are to be paid include: medical expenses, ! 

loss of wages (but only up to 85% of gross income if benefits are held not to be taxable 

income), replacement services, survivors economic detriment, and funeral expenses (up 

to $750). Insured may purchase optional added reparation coverage to receive benefits 

from his insurer over $5,000. Benefits payable reduced by amount received from workmen's | 

compensation. No benefits provided for pain and suffering except to extent results in | 

economic loss as given above. | 
Right to sue person at fault for injuries limited in accordance with above pro- 

visions: cannot sue for economic losses less than $5,000; may sue for those over 

$5,000. Recovery for pain and suffering and other general damages in tort also precluded | 

unless medical expenses of injured person exceed $1,000 or he suffers significant 

permanent injury or the injury results in "death, permanent serious disfigurement, loss 

of a body member, permanent loss or serious impairment of a body function (including 

but not limited to sight, hearing, taste and smell), permanent total or significant 

permanent physical or mental impairment, or more than six months of complete inability 

of the injured person to work an occupation."

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Policy to cover insured and family members residing in household in in-state 
and out-of-state accidents. Other occupants of car, if not so covered, covered by 
security on vehicle in which they were riding. Pedestrian and other non-occupants 
covered by security on any involved vehicle. 

Assigned claims plan. Act provides for assigned claims bureau to be organized 
and maintained by insurers (or if insurers do not organize, by Comm'r of Insurance), 
subject to regulation by Comm'r of Insurance. Each insurer required to participate in 
bureau, with costs to be allocated fairly. Benefits from assigned claims plan to go 
to person (other than owner or registrant of auto without basic reparation security) 
who is entitled to basic reparation benefits because of. injury covered by this act. 
Benefits obtainable if basic reparations insurance not applicable to injury, or appli- 
cable insurance cannot be identified, or if insurance inadequate to provide contracted 
for benefits, or if claim is rejected by insurer for reason other than person is not 
entitled to benefits.

Vehicle damages. Owner may sue person causing accident only for damage to 
vehicle in excess of $500 (damage to property other than vehicle remains subject to 
tort law). Owner responsible for self-protection up to $500. Owner has three options 
available for covering vehicle damage: (1) full collision coverage for his vehicle, 
(2) coverage entitling him to compensation only if other driver is at fault, (3) no 
coverage. : 

General. Collision insurance deductibles authorized not exceeding $100. 
Prompt payment of claims by insurers by lump sum or installment required within 30 days 
of notice upon penalty of 1 1/2% per month interest. Subrogation among insurers 
permitted for bodily injury (with intercompany arbitration) but subrogation right 
provided for vehicle damage. 

Augments but does not replace present financial responsibility law.

Amends 
Art. 36, GS Ch. 105 (Gasoline Tax) by adding new GS 105-446.4 providing that Dep't of 
Natural & Economic Resources to receive 1/8 of 1% of net proceeds of gasoline tax 
imposed by GS 105-434. Funds to be earmarked for Division of Commercial & Sports 
Fisheries for carrying on its duties.

Establishes six member Board of 
Ethics, all serving two-year terms. Of six members, two to be from Senate (one app'ted 
by President pro tem, one by minority leader), two from House (one app'ted by Speaker, 
one by minority leader), and one each app'ted by Governor and party chairman of party 
other than Governor. Duties of Board are to render advisory opinions concerning Act, 
investigate complaints (notice, hearing, counsel provided), publish reports, make 
necessary rules, and administer disclosure provisions of Act. Penalty for malicious 
filing of false charge with Board is $500 and/or one year imprisonment. : 

Activities restricted by Act include: (1) lobbying by legislator if compensated; 
(2) legislator accepting extra compensation for performing duties; (3) person offering 
compensation for same; (4) any public official using confidential job-related infor- 
mation for financial gain for any person. Legislator may accept private contribution 
for expense related to duty but must disclose to Board. Penalty: fine up to $500. 

Establishes rules of conduct for legislators which forbid the following if 
purpose is to influence official action by legislator or if private legislative inter- 
est stands to benefit: acceptance of gift or services worth more than $100 (exception: 
"pyolitical contribution"); acceptance of economic opportunity; charging excessively for 
property or service; disclosing confidential official information; acceptance of 
"representation case"; using of improper means to influence State agency's action 
affecting client. Board to investigate breach of rules but only legislator's house may 
take disciplinary action. 

Ethical principles are provided for legislators and persons with legislative 
interest or economic association with legislators. Objectives are preserving independent 
judgment of legislators and ensuring that public rather than private interest is served. 
No penalties for breach, but Board can investigate and communicate findings. 

Disclosure provisions require statement of economic interest from legislators, 
other state officials, and candidates for those positions, to be filed with Board as it 
prescribes. Statement to cover interests of filing person and family (exemption: bank 
accounts and minor equity interests). Statement to include all offices or positions

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held by filing person with entities having legislative interests, all entities to which 
filing person provided services valued at more than $1000, and other interests which 
could create conflict. Failure to disclose adequately carries penalty of up to $500 
fine. Statements subject to public inspection. Statements of legislator must be re- 
ported to his house by Board, and must be published in journals. Statements may broad- 
ly define interests rather than giving specific values of interests and specific names 
of entities. 


S 156 Extend atty-client privilege GS 8 
Introducer: Coleman Sent ‘to JUDEC 2 


"To amend Chapter 8 of the General Statutes by repealing G.S. 8-52 concerning 
conmunteations between attorney and client." Repeals GS 8-52 which provides that 
attorney-client privilege does not apply in cases where fraud upon state is charged. 


S 157 Capital punishment for murder-4 GS 14 
Introducer: Gudger Sent to JUDIC 1 


"Mo anend G.S. 14-17 to eltminate jury discretion upon conviction of first 
degree murder and change the puntshment for second degree murder." Amends GS 14-17 
by eliminating jury's discretion to recommend life imprisonment for lst degree murder 
so that only punishment is death (leaves definition 1st degree murder same). Provides 
that punishment for conviction of 2d degree murder is imprisonment for 3 years to life

"Repealing Chapter 20-279.34 of the Insurance Laws of North Carolina relating 
to the North Caroltna Automobile Insurance Plan." Repeals GS 20-279.34 (assigned risk 
plan for automobile insurance) and substitutes Reinsurance Facility Plan, purpose of 
which is to guarantee access to automobile insurance market for every licensed motorist 
in-state. Insured to be able to use agent and company of his choice and should receive, 
under plan, the product and service provided for all voluntary market risks. Each in- 
surer operating in-state required to join Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility, which is 
to provide reinsurance pool to which any insurer may transfer a standard amount (not to 
exceed 90%) of coverage on any insured mototist. Facility must accept insurance to 
currently legislated limit and may provide additional insurance. Facility administered 
by nine-member Board of Governors, plus Insurance Comm'r who serves ex officio and 
without vote. Board runs facility, with responsibility to establish and maintain 
Reinsurance Plan. Board to assess member insurers proportionate costs of operation of 
Facility, giving credit for insurance written in voluntary market for risks reinsured 
in previous year by Facility. Board must establish rules for administration of plan 
and take’ all necessary steps to maintain "a readily available" insurance market for 
eligible risks. To achieve this, Board may direct certain insurance carriers to appoint 


licensed agents and may allow facility to accept 100% of certain "difficult to place" 
risks. 
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Board members serve three-year staggered terms, except for intial terms which 
are to be as follows: 2, at large public members by Governor, for 1 and 2-year terms; 
1, by Carolina Assoc. Mutual Insur. Agents, for 2-year term; 1, by Independent Insur. 
Agents of NC, for 2-year term; 1, by American Insur. Assoc., for 3-year term; 1, by 
American Mutual Insur. Appliance, for 3-year term; 1, by National Assoc. of Independent 
Insurers for 3-year term; 1, by all other stock insurers unaffiliated with above groups, 
for l-year term; 1, by all other non-stock insurers unaffiliated with the above groups, 
for l-year term. Board to call organizational meeting within 30 days after effective 
date of act and prepare plan of operation within 60 days after organizational meeting. 
If no plan filed with Comm'r of Insurance within 90 days after organizational meeting, 
Comm'r shall prepare plan of operation for a reinsurance facility, Board decisions | 
subject to judicial review. Effective Jan. 1, 1974. | 


S 160 Newsman's source privileged-3 GS 8 
Introducers: M. Smith and others Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To amend Chapter 8 of the General Statutes by adding a new sectton to be 
destgnated Sectton 8-53.5 concerning communteattons between news reporters and thetr 
informants." Adds new GS 8-53.5 providing that no newsman shall be competent to testify 
in any legal proceeding as to identification of persons supplying reporter with infor- 
mation if it was entrusted to reporter in professional capacity. Reporters stil] re- 
quired to testify to matters witnessed and are not relieved from liability for defamation, 
Act applies to information disclosed prior to effective date (ratification) as well as 
after.

Provides that fraud or misrepresentation on ID 
application is misdemeanor, punishable by $500 fine and/or 90 days imprisonment.

"To provide for untform general election ballots." Rewrites GS 163-140(a) and

general elections. Sets out 6 kinds of election ballots: (1) presidential, (2) US Senate 
and House of Representatives, (3) statewide (4) state district (State representatives 
and senators; solicitors and district court judges), (5) county, and (6) constitutional 
amendments and other propositions submitted to voters. Requires each of 6 ballots to be 
separate color to be designated by State Board of Elections. Sets out how ballot 
arranged, generally consolidating provisions found now in GS 163-140(b). Provides that 
political parties appear on ballot in following order from left to right: Democratic, 
Republican, American, any other party, independent candidates (now, no order required). 
Amends GS 163-141 with respect to sample ballots to require color of sample ballot to 
be designated by State Board of Elections (now, different color required but no specific 
agency to designate). Effective July 1, 1973. 


H 192 Handicapped in public schools GS 115 
Introducers: Messer and DeBruhl Sent to EDUCATN 


"To amend GS 115-200 to specifically tnelude educational facilities in the public 
schools of the state for the phystcally handtcapped." Amends GS 115-200 by substituting 
the words "physically and mentally handicapped and crippled persons" for the words "the 
handicapped" in those portions which require the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 


tion to supervise a program of special courses of instruction for handicapped indivi- 
duals requiring it. 


H 193 Vocational Rehabilitation funds APPROPRIATION, GS 153 
Introducers: Messer and DeBruhl Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds to supplement the state appropriation recommendation for 
vocational rehabilitation in the budget recommended by the outgoing Governor and the 
Advisory Budget Comnisston." Appropriates $2,599,127 from General Fund for 1973-75 
biennium to Department of Human Resources, Division of Vocational Rehabilitation as 
addition to all other appropriations by 1973 General Assembly. Purpose (preamble of 
Act) is to meet unfilled demand for program, which is said to benefit the physically 
disabled, mentally ill, mentally retarded, alcoholics, drug addicts, and juvenile and 
criminal offenders.

Introducer: Hiatt Sent to RULES

clusive in the absence of timely motion by defendant. Expands venue for all pretrial q 
proceedings (except probable cause hearing) to entire judicial district embracing county | 
where trial venue lies for cases in original jurisdiction of superior court. Upon 
transfer of venue, solicitor where venue originally lay is to prosecute unless other 
prosecutor consents to do so. Attorney enters criminal proceeding upon (1) filing notice 
of entry, (2) appearing in proceeding, (3) accepting assignment to represent indigent, . 
or (4) filing waiver of arraignment. Upon entry he becomes responsible for subsequent 
representation of defendant, unless he filed notice of limited appearance and may with- 4% 
draw only upon showing of good cause. Cisrk must note in records entry of attorney into 
case. 

Inquest. Provides inquest into suspicious deaths in counties where no coroner ; 
is active. Superior court judge may order inquest upon request by chief medical ex-— 
aminer, district solicitor, or petition by 25 registered voters. Judge's order to desig- 
nate district court judge to preside, solicitor or other member of bar to examine : 
witnesses and present evidence, and jury of seven. Examiner may obtain assistance in 
investigating death and subpoena witnesses. Proceedings held in public place designated 
by judge. Following evidence, jurors must, if five agree, submit written report om cause 
and manner of death, whether death was criminal homicide, whether there is probable 
cause that an identifiable person caused homicide, and the identity of that person. Ex- 
aminer, witnesses, and jurors to be compensated. 

Stop and frisk. Authorizes officer to stop person upon reasonable suspicion that 
he has committed or is about to commit or has escaped from custody for a felony or danger- 
ous misdemeanor, and stop is necessary to identify person, account for his presence or 
conduct, or determine whether to arrest. Stop may continue no more than 20 minutes and 
may not be repeated. Non-deadly force may be used to retain person in officer's presence. 
Officer may (1) frisk person so stopped when reasonably believed necessary to safety; 
and (2) question stopped person if questioning preceded by warning of rights of counsel 
and against self-incrimination. Person so stopped need not identify himself, give infor- 
mation, or answer any question, and officer is to notify person that, unless arrested, 
he is free to go within 20 minutes. 

Consent search. Provides for search of persons upon their consent (or if under 
16, by consent of parent or guardian), vehicle search upon consent of person in apparent 
control, and premises search by person apparently entitled to give consent. Officer must 
inform consenter of right to refuse and that anything found may be used in evidence. 

One in custody must be informed of right to consult attorney before consent. Provides 
for withdrawal or limitation of consent at any time. 

Search warrants. Recodifies search warrant law. Required affidavit for warrant 
may be replaced by recorded oral statement, certified and filed by issuing official. 
Probable cause for warrant may be based only upon information in affidavit or recorded 


; 
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or contemporaneously summarized in record or on warrant. Search warrant may be author- 
ized by radio or telephone. Warrant must be executed within 48 hours of issuance, but 
may be executed without notice upon probable cause that notice would endanger life or 
safety or with order authorizing non-notice execution. Order for non-notice execution 
may be issued by judge upon probable cause that notice will endanger life or result in 
destruction of items subject to seizure. Ready destructability of items does not alone 
constitute probable cause for likelihood of destruction. Copy cf warrant must be left 
at premises when no one present to receive service of it. Inventory of items taken must 
be left also. Persons present in premises during search may be frisked upon reasonable 
belief that frisk required for safety. Persons present during search may be detained 
during search and subsequently searched should search of premises not reveal items sought. 
Clerk may order seized items held in custody of court or in custody of perscn applying 
for or executing warrant. 

Questioning. Provides that no one detained may be questioned unless first given 
"Miranda warning.'' Requires recording of warning when feasible. 

Nontestimonial identification. Provides that judge upon request of solicitor may 
issue order to subject person to evidentiary and identification procedures, such as 
fingerprinting, lineups, and fluid samples. Order must be based on affidavits estab- 
lishing reasonable grounds to suspect person of offense punishable by over one year 
imprisonment and that results of procedure will aid in determining whether person com- 
mitted offense. Order may normally require attendance of person at procedure no earlier 
Miaie/2 hours alter service of order. Extraction of fluid at procedure may be done only 
by member of health professions. Detention for procedure may be no longer than six hours. 
Statements during procedure inadmissible unless lawyer present at time of statement. 
Person entitled to copy of results and may obtain destruction of all products of proce- 
dure if no probable cause that committed offense. Arrested person may obtain non- 
testimonial identification procedure for his own benefit upon showing it will aid in 
determining whether he committed offense. 

Exceptional action. Authorizes law enforcement officers to take reasonable and 
constitutional action when necessary to save life or deal with other extraordinary cir- 
cums tances.

Warrant 
for arrest and summons both require accompanying affidavits or records of probable cause 
justifying issuance. Provides general procedures for service, return and filing of pro- 
cess and gives protection against civil liability to officers serving process valid on 

its face. 

Arrest. Generally recodifies present law of arrest, expanding to explicitly per- 
mit arrest by officer on the basis of a warrant not in his possession, and arrest without 
warrant for misdemeanors out of officer's presence when officer believes suspect must be 
_ arrested to avoid flight, physical injury, or damage to property. Requires notice upon 
making arrest and authorizes use of reasonable force to effect arrest, prevent escape 
from custody, or for defense. Limits use of deadly force to protection from other deadly 
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force or to prevent escape or effect arrest of one using deadly weapon or presenting 
threat of death or serious injury or to prevent escape from custody of felon. Permits 
entry of private property when officer entitled to arrest someone and he reasonably be- 
lieves person in premises. Reasonable force may be used in making such entry. Arrest 
jurisdiction of officers is as follows: city officers within the city and its territory 
and one mile outside of limits; county officers within counties and anywhere in the state 
outside the county for felony committed within the county. May arrest outside of terri- 
tory for either when in hot pursuit. Authority given to officers from outside state to 
arrest suspects pursued into state. Private persons may detain for felonies, breaches 
of peace, crimes involving physical injury, theft, or destruction of property within 
person's presence. Detention may continue until turning suspect over to officer, whom 
detaining citizen must contact immediately upon detention. Private citizen may assist 
officers upon request and enjoy officers' benefits when assisting. 

Duties on arrest. Requires arresting officer to inform arrested person of charges 
against him, to perform police duties without unnecessary delay, to take arrestee before 
judicial official without unnecessary delay, and to permit him to communicate with counsel 
and friends. Officer may take person for identification before going to judicial offi- 
cial, Fingerprints and photographs may be taken only when person is arrested or committed 
to detention facility or committed to imprisonment on conviction of crime. No finger- 
prints or photos of those arrested for motor vehicle offenses with penalties of not over 
$500 fine or 6 months imprisonment. 

Initial appearance. Provides procedures for "initial appearance" before magistrate 
immediately following arrest. Magistrate to inform arrestee of charges and rights to 
communicate and to pretrial release. Must release if no probable cause for arrest found 
following arrest without warrant; to draw "magistrate's order" as charging instrument if 
probable cause found. Order of commitment must be issued for anyone to be held in custody 
pending proceedings and used during processing of defendant. 

Bail. Provides several alternatives for pretrial release of defendant (1} written 
promise to appear; (2) unsecured appearance bond; (3) supervision by third party; (4) pre- 
mium-secured appearance bond. Official must apply one of first three listed above unle“s 
he determines it will not reasonably assure appearance or will pose other danger. Pre~ 
mium-secured appearance bond may be effected through deposits of 10% of amount of bond, 
90% of which is refundable upon appearance. Right to release on bail given for defen- 
dants convicted in superior court and awaiting sentence or appeal. More comprehensive 
procedures provided for forfeiture of bond. 

First appearance before judge. Provides "first appearance before district court 
judge" for anyone charged with offense in original jurisdiction of superior court. 
Appearance to be within 96 hours of arrest or at first regular session of district court. 
Judge to warn defendant of right against self-incrimination and take steps to assure 
counsel, and to determine if bonded and sufficiency of charge. Judge at appearance must 
schedule probable cause hearing unless waived by defendant represented by counsel. 

Probable cause hearing. Provides procedures for probable cause hearing where 
witnesses testify under oath and are subject to cross-examination. Permits admission 
at hearing of technical reports when technician is absent, reliable hearsay to prove 
certain uncontested elements of offenses, and illegally obtained information. Judge may 
accept plea of guilty or no contest for lesser included offenses in district court juris= 
diction, try offense immediately with consent of both parties, or order case for Cae 
inv districtveourt . 

Grand jury and indictment. Reduces grand jury panel to 16 and restricts grand 
jury's duties to considering indictments and making presentments. Presiding judge limited 
to excusing individual jurors rather than entire panel. Presiding or convening judge is 
legal advisor of the grand jury. Permits resubmission of bill of indictment found not 
a true bill only upon authorization by superior court judge. Codifies provisions for 
indictment, information, presentment, and procedure for waiver of indictment. Establishes 
procedure to conceal fact of previous conviction of offense from jury when the previous 
conviction is element of offense for which defendant being tried, if defendant chooses 
to admit previous conviction. 
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Speedy trial. Authorizes judges to order trial within a period of not less than 
30 days from order when: (1) person has been confined awaiting trial for 60 days; (2) de- 
fendant has been confined 30 days and files petition requesting prompt trial; (3) de- 
fendant has been awaiting trial, in jail or out, for 90 days; or (4) defendant has been 
awaiting trial, in jail or out, for 60 days and files a petition requesting prompt trial. 
Failure to try case within period ordered can result in absolute discharge of case or 
release of defendant upon his own recognizance. 
; Subpoenas, depositions. Codifies use of subpoena to obtain presence of witnesses 
and evidence at criminal trials. Procedure provided to control material witness pending 
trial by maintaining in custody or granting secured release. Voluntary protective 


custody of witnesses provided, as are procedures to secure attendance of imprisoned 
witnesses. Procedures given for taking depositions of witnesses unlikely to be available - 


at trial. Depositions for indigent defendants will be at state expense. With consent 
Ge parties in-court, recording of deposition may be edited for use at trial to exclude 
material as to which an objection has previously been sustained. Deposition may be used 
at trial if witness is unavailable because of death, illness, or beyond jurisdiction of 
court and not obtainable by reasonable diligence, or if witness persistently refuses 

to testify despite order by judge. Permits use as deposition of testimony in previous 
proceedings when certified. 

Discovery. Provides new discovery procedure applicable to cases within original 
jurisdiction of superior court. Defendant, after seeking voluntary discovery from state, 
may obtain from state statements by defendant, statements of codefendants, defendant's 
prior record, documents and intangible objects material to preparation of defendant's 
case which are to be used as evidence or were obtained from defendant; reports of ex- 
aminations and tests; and list of witnesses for the state. Upon defendant's obtaining 
discovery, state may obtain discovery of defendant's reports of examinations and tests 
and list of defense witnesses. Once discovery order is made, party is under continuing 
obligation to disclose new material within scope of order. If order is violated, judge 
may take action, including exclusion of evidence, necessary to counteract violation. 

Pleadings and joinder. Permits trial on citation in misdemeanor cases, unless 
defendant objects, and trial on other criminal process in misdemeanor cases. Amendment 
of criminal process by "statement of charges" provided for at any time prior to arraign- 
ment. Procedures given for joinder of offenses and defendants and for severance of joined 
offenses. Solicitor may dismiss case at any time by oral statement in court or by 
written notice with clerk. 

Arraignment and motions. Requires solicitor in counties with 20 or more weeks 
of criminal superior court to calendar nothing but arraignments or other matters not 
requiring jury on first day of every other week. Procedure allowed in other counties. 
Motions practice requires that in superior court motions to continue, for venue change, 
for special venire, to dismiss, and various motions addressed to the pleadings must be 
made before arraignment. Motion may, with consent of parties and judge, be heard before 
trial in district court. Enumerates instances when cases must be dismissed. Notice 
required by defendant to solicitor of intention to rely either upon insanity defense or 
upon alibi defense, the latter on motion of the solicitor. Establishes motion to suppress 
evidence when required by Constitution or when evidence obtained is result of substantial 
violation of code. State must notify defendant of intention to use (1) statement by 
defendant suppressible if obtained in violation of Constitution, (2) evidence obtained 
by search without warrant, or (3) evidence obtained by search warrant when defendant not 
present. Permits challenge on grounds that testimony to establish probable cause not 
in good faith. When challenging good faith testimony, defendant entitled to know identify 
of informant involved unless evidence seized under search warrant or incident to arrest 
with warrant or there is substantial corroboration of informant's existence and 
reliability. 

Incapacity to stand trial. Clarifies law on determination of mental incapacity to 
proceed to trial. Court may commit defendant for period not over 60 days to determine 
Capacity. Results of examination to be used at hearing on incapacity. If found in- 
capable at hearing, judge refers for civil commitment proceedings. Defendant may be 
secured during period of incapacity to assure return for trial. Dismissal of charges 
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permitted when defendant unlikely to regain capacity, when defendant has been deprived 
of liberty for a period of time equal to maximum confinement for crime charged, or after 
five years in cases of misdemeanors and ten years in case of felonies. 

Plea arrangements. Substitutes plea of no contest for plea of nolo contendere, 
and establishes procedures for negotiated guilty pleas in superior court. Defendant and 
state to submit terms of proposed plea arrangement to judge prior to plea and judge to 
indicate whether he will concur in proposal. Judge to accept plea of guilty or no contes 
only after advising defendant of rights, of effects of guilty plea, and of possible 
sentence as a result of plea. Judge may accept plea only upon determination that plea 
is product of informed choice and that factual basis for plea exists. Requires disclosur 
to judge of agreements regarding sentence. Judge must inform parties if he will accept 
recommendation; if not, he must refuse to accept plea. Plea may be withdrawn if judge 
imposes sentence more severe than provided in arrangement. Requires verbatim record of 
proceedings in which defendant enters plea or of judge's preliminary consideration of 
plea arrangement. Noncompliance with plea negotiation provisions precluded as basis of 
collateral attack. 

Immunity. Provides that witness who asserts privilege against self-incrimination 
may be compelled to testify upon granting him immunity for anything he testifies to. 

No testimony obtained after grant of immunity may be used against witness in later case 
except prosecution for perjury. Order to testify and granting immunity to be made by 
superior court judge upon application of solicitor after informing AG or his designee; 
similar procedures for testimony before grand jury. Solicitor may recommend sentence 
concessions or reduce charges upon agreement by suspect to provide truthful testimony; 
defense counsel to be given notice of such arrangement. 

Miscellaneous provisions. Requires jailors to furnish list of jailed defendants 
to clerks and clerks to report on status of those defendants to judges. Authorizes 
clerks to determine indigency and appoint counsel. Establishes penalty of fine not more 
than $500 and/or imprisonment not more than 6 months for misdemeanor of "unlawful arrest 
by officers from other states." Establishes new violation of "communicating threats" | 
(as replacement for repealed peace warrant procedure) with fine not more than $500 and/o 
imprisonment not more than 6 months. Establishes procedures for revocation or driver's 
license for failure to appear in response to a citation, summons, or arrest warrant for 
a violation of GS Ch. 20. Provides for notice from clerk to DMV of failure to appear 
and subsequent revocation until appearance. Repeals sections of GS Ch. 15 replaced or 
recodified by bill.

"To enhance enforcement of the Controlled Substances Act." Adds new sections 


GS °90-95.2 through -95.5 to Art. 5 of GS Ch. 90 to affect enforcement of Controlled 
Substances Act as follows: (1) Allows witnesses to be compelled by judge to testify 
in drug prosecutions of others despite self-incrimination but grants immunity from 
use of testimony or evidence derived from it; makes refusal to testify on order of 
judge punishable as for contempt; solicitor requests order to testify and cannot 
delegate authority to request. (2) Makes laboratory reports of chemical analyses 
of controlled substances made by State Bureau of Investigation laboratory or FBI lab 
or Charlotte Police Department lab admissible as prima facie evidence at preliminary 
hearings (now, reports objectionable as hearsay).

S 222 Administration of estates (Iden. H 289) GSi2G.eZoA fee 
Introducers: Kirby and others Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To revise the General Statutes relating to the administration of decedent's 
estates." Repeals GS Ch. 28 (Administration) and replaces it with new GS Ch. 28A, 
Administration of Decedent's Estates. Current GS Ch. 28A (Estates of Missing Persons) 
redesignated Ch. 28B. Generally new act revises administration of decedent's estates; 
leaves jurisdiction of probate and administration in clerk of superior court but gives 
more discretion to personal representative and less supervisory control to clerk. 

Jurisdiction and venue. Clerk has jurisdiction of administration of decedent's 
estates but if clerk has interest in particular estate, jurisdiction vested in senior 
resident superior court judge. Proper venue is county where decedent had domicile at 
time of his death or if no domicile in NC, county where left any assets or property. 
Senior resident superior court judge of county in which proceedings first begun resolves 
any conflicts with regard to proper venue. Imporper venue waived if not raised within 
three months after issuance of letters to personal representative. 

Appointment of executor and personal representative. DPisqualifies from serving 
as executor or personal representative person who (1) is under 18 years of age, (2) is 
judged incompetent, (3) is convicted felon, (4) is nonresident who has not appointed 
resident agent to accept service, (5) is corporation not authorized to act as personal 
representative (6) is alien disqualified by law, (7) has lost rights as provided by 
GS Ch. 31A (Acts Barring Property Rights), (8) is illiterate, (9) is found otherwise 
unsuitable by clerk, or (10) has renounced office. 

Letters testamentary granted to executors named in will unless disqualified 
person. If disqualified, clerk grants letter of administration. Letters of adminis-— 
tration granted to persons in following order: (1) surviving spouse, (2) any devisee 
of testator, (3) heir of decedent, (4) creditor of decedent, (5) person of good character 
residing in county, and (6) any other person of good character. 

Provides procedures for renunciation of rights as personal representative. 
Required form of application for appointment as executor or personal representative is 
set out; letters in most instances may be issued without notice (but notice required to 
persons not appointed who have equal or higher priority). Any interested person may 
challenge appointment and authorizes clerk to conduct hearing on challenge, with appeal 
as in any other special proceeding. All personal representatives, except resident 
executor, nonresident executor with resident co-executor, or bank, must post bond, 
amounts of which generally follow present law. Grounds and procedures for revocation 
of letters and resignation of personal representative set out. 

Collectors and public administrator. If delay in appointing personal representa- 
tive, clerk authorized to appoint collector who serves until letters issue for personal 
representative. Collector given limited powers with regard to administering estate. 
Appointment of public administrator as in present law except that (1) administrator 
appointed by clerk, with written approval of senior resident superior court judge (now, 
no. approval by judge required); (2) administrator required to post $5,000 bond (now, 
$4,000); and (3) procedure set out for his removal (now, none).

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Powers of representative. General duty of representatives is to settle estate 
as expeditiously and with as little sacrifice of value as is reasonable under circum- 
stances. Set out is list of 32 powers of representative, including power to take 
psssession and control of real property as well as personal property, to sell or lease 
property, to vote shares of stock, to borrow money for paying claims and to advance his 
own money for protection of estate. Powers broader than present law. 

Assets of estates. Provides that all real and personal property, both legal 
and equitable, are assets available for discharge of claims against estate. Represent- 
ative need not exhaust personal property before selling real property, but rather may 
sell assets on judgment of what would promote best interests of estate. Specific 
devisee takes property subject to encumbrance; use of other assets in estate to dis- 
charge encumbrance prohibited. Sets out order in which shares of devisees and heirs 
abate. Representative, when needed to satisfy claims, authorized to acquire assets 
from following sources created by decedent: tentative trusts in savings accounts, gifts 
causa mortis, joint deposit accounts with right of survivorship, and joint tenancies 
with right of survivorship in investment securities. 

Sale or lease of personal or real property. Authorizes representative to sell 
or lease personal property at \public or private sale without court order (now, need 
order for private sale). Real property may not be sold, leased, or mortgaged without , 
petition to clerk and act sets out procedures for sale, lease, or mortgage of real 
property. 

Claims against estate. Bars forever claims arising before death of decedent not 
presented within six months after general notice given to creditors. Claims arising 
after decedent's death barred if not presented within 6 months after performance due 
or after claim arises. Claims of creditors who received notice by personal service 
barred if not presented within 3 months of service. Sets out order of payment of claims 
and allows satisfaction of claims other than by payments, making no significant 
changes from present law. Disputed clains to be referred to disinterested persons 
for arbitration. 

Inventory and accounting. Reyjuires representative to file inventory within 
3 months after his qualification; failure to file may result in representative's 
removal. Representative may hire appraisers to assist in determining fair market 
value of assets. Representative to file annual account; act sets out what account 
must contain. Final account for settlement must be filed within 1 year of qualification 
unless extension granted by clerk. Final account after 6 months permitted if all 
debts are paid. 

Distribution and settlement. Sets out rules for making distribution, of estate, 
including distribution of shares to after-born children (generally same as present 
law) and manner of proceeding against unknown heirs. Distribution to nonresident 
trustees prohibited except when nonresident hug appointed resident agent. Provides 
for manner of discharge of representative upon settlement and includes present fee 
schedule for personal representative. 

small estates. Sets out new procedure for handling estates not exceeding 
$10,000. After 30 days from date of death, heir of decedent may file affidavit 
(form set out in act) in office of clerk in county in which decedent had domicile. 

Using the affidavit as credentials, heir may collect debts owed to and personal 
property of decedent, including transier to heir of title to auto, ownership rights 
of savings account, and ownership rights of stocks.

vehicle under GS 20-309 and furnished in accordance with Art. 9A of GS Ch. 20 (Motor 
Vehicle Safety and Financial Responsibility Act of 1953) shall, in addition to coverage 
necessary under those laws, provide coverage benefits in event of motor vehicle accident: 
(1) medical and hospital expenses over $50 incurred within 12 months of accident up to 
aggregate of $1500; (2) income disability of 80% of loss of income from work during 
period from 3 days after accident up to 26 weeks (but sets maximum of $150 per week); 

(3) funeral expenses not to exceed $600. Benefits cover person operating insured motor 
vehicle involved in accident and any others injured in accident except occupant of 
another vehicle. Occupants of vehicles not covered by insurance or pedestrians struck 

by such uninsured vehicle may recover benefits from owner of vehicle. Insurance arrange- 
ments with respect to motorcycles authorized to provide no payment for first $1000 of 
benefits otherwise due to owner or passenger of motorcycle involved in accident. Insurer 
may exclude benefits to any person who intentionally causes injury to himself. Act 
requires reduction of benefits (other than funeral expenses) by amount of benefits re- 
ceived under governmentally administered plan (medicare, workmen's compensation, railroad 
retirement, etc.). Right to benefits to exist regardless of tort liability on part of 
owner or operator of motor vehicle. Tort liability expressly retained. Provides for 
subrogation of insurer to rights of recipient of benefits to extent of benefits paid. 
Injured person to have exclusive right to enforce tort liability if proceeds within 24 
months of injury; personal representative exclusive right in case of death if proceeds 
within 12 months of death or 24 months of injury, whichever is later. At end of that

period, if injured person or representative has not brought action, insurer may do so, 
injured party to give notice of action to insurer, which then has option to not have it 
subrogation interest included in proceedings or to assign its interest to own attorney.

Requires that every person discharging industrial or other wastes (other - 
than household wastes) to system owned or operated by county, municipality or other 
public agency shall file with designee of that body report containing information 
required by that body, to contain at least following: (1) Average 24-hour discharge 
of industrial and other wastes; (2) Average content and concentration of industrial 
wastes and other wastes; (3) Average total dissolved solids, suspended solids, 
BOD, color, and alkalinity or acidity, expressed as pH; and (4) Estimate of 
increase or decrease in volume or change in content or concentration of wastes discharged 
projected for 12 months from filing of report. Requires every person discharging wastes 
as of Jan. 1, 1974 to file certified report by July 1, 1974; and that person desiring 
to begin discharging wastes after Jan. 1, 1974 file permit application with report 
estimating future discharges, with subsequent filing of report as to actual discharges 
within 60 days of beginning of same. Provides every person discharging covered wastes 
after Jan. 1, 1975 file annual certification of any measured waste change in previous 
year and estimate of changes to occur during the next year. 

Permits required: (1) When person discharging wastes as of Jan. 1, 1974 desires 
to increase discharge by more than 10%; and (2) when person desires to begin discharging 
waste after Jan. 1, 1974; permit to prohibit discharge of wastes exceeding by greater 
than 10% discharge as estimated in application for permit. Directs governmental unit 
to adopt procedures for issuing of permits; considerations in issuance to include but 
not be limited to: existing capacity of system; planned increases in capacity of 
system; effect of applicant's wastes on system; and effect of wastes from system on 
waters of State. Permit void when issued in violation of law or when causes violation 
of water quality standards pursuant to GS 143-214.1 (State Water & Air Board). 

iss Requires person discharging waste to monitor by measurement sufficient to assure 
variation not greater than 10% of reported levels. Authorizes governmental unit to 
require of person discharging waste such measurement or analysis as unit seems necessary; 
and requires unit semi-annually measure discharge of all persons required to report 
with unit permitted to charge back costs of measurement. Provides for failure to file 
report, civil penalty of maximum $250 daily; for violation of permit requirements 
maximum civil penalty of $5,000 daily; and for knowing filing of report with alae 
information, maximum civil penalty of $2,500.

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S 244 Sedimentation pollution control (Iden. H 300) GSehi3, RISA 
Introducers: Staton and others Sent to CONS&DEV 


"To establish a program for the control of pollution from sedimentation." 
Establishes state program to control water pollution caused by soil erosion and stream 
sedimentation. Land-disturbing activities regulated by Act are residential, industrial, 
and commercial development, and highway and road construction and maintenance. 

Direction and authority to develop program of sediment control given to Sec'y 
of Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources. Sec'y directed to develop regulations and 
procedures, according to certain standards, to implement the sediment control program. 
He is empowered to control certain classes of land-disturbing activities through 
general regulations and others through use of permit system, requiring submission 
of erosion control plans by developers. Sec'y also directed to assist local gov'ts 
in developing and enforcing sediment control programs, including drafting of model 
ordinance and preparing and distributing publications dealing with erosion control 
techniques. Sec'y given exclusive jurisdiction over land-disturbing activities 
conducted by State, US, persons having power of eminent domain, local gov'ts, persons 
licensed by US, or financed in whole or in part by US. He has concurrent jurisdiction 
with local gov'ts over all other land-disturbing activities. 

Local gov'ts authorized but not required to develop sediment control programs 
for land-disturbing activities conducted within their jurisdictions. They must meet 
state standards established by Sec'y, and must include provisions for approval of 
erosion control plans before certain land-disturbing activities may be commenced. 

Enforcement procedures and penalties provided by Act are same for Sec'y and 
local gov'ts. Maximum civil penalty is $100 a day for each day of violation of Act 
or regulations. Criminal penalties for knowing or willful violations of Act or 
regulations are imprisonment not to exceed 90 days and/or fine not to exceed $5,000. 
Additionally, injunctive relief may be obtained against any person violating or about 
to violate Act. 

Any citizen injured by violation of Act or regulations is given standing to sue 
person causing his injury. Such suit may seek damages or injunctive relief, and if 
damages sought they are to be awarded in amount that is 3 times amount of actual 
damages as found by court or jury. Also, any person may bring civil action against 
Sec'y or any local gov't for failure to perform action required by Act.

"To provide for the protection and conservation of the natural resources of the 
State of North Carolina through regulatton and control of sources of otl pollutton." 
Adds new Art. 53 to GS Ch. 143--the Oil Pollution Control Act of 1973--providing for 
oil waste controls and requiring State permits for oil terminal facilities. 


Provides for oil waste controls as follows: (1) Prohibits discharging (or causing 


to be discharged) oil in harmful quantities into any waters, tidal flats, sewers, drains, 
beaches or lands in NC regardless of fault, except for discharges authorized by regula- 
tions of Board of Water and Air Resources (hereafter "Board") or caused by act of God, 
war, sabotage, governmental negligence, or 3rd party acts or omissions. (2) Requires 
permit from Board for any proposed discharge of oil onto land or waters, under regula- 
tions of Board. (3) Requires person responsible for prohibited oil discharge into waters 
to collect and remove the oil or (if not practicable), to take measures to contain, treat 
and disperse it without detriment to the environment, and to notify Office of Water and 
Air Resources (OWAR) of the spill and_measures to contain and remove. Authorizes Board 
to take steps to investigate, remove, contain, treat, or disperse oil spilis. Requires 
State Highway Comm'n, Dep't of C & D, Wildlife Comm'n and other state agencies to co- 
operate with OWAR in coping with oil spills, and in establishing plans and procedures 
therefor. (4) Makes persons responsible for oil spills (unless excuse.) liable to the 
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State for cost of cleanup and for damage to fish, animals, vegetation and other public 
resources and spells out procedures for recovery of damages by Attorney General. Estab- 
lishes Oil Pollution Protection Fund under Board as revolving fund to defray expenses of 
coping with oil spills, and consisting of appropriated funds plus fees, charges, penal- 
ties or other recoveries by Board under this Article. Authorizes use of Contingency and 
Emergency Fund for cleanup costs if 0il Pollution Protection Fund inadequate to defray 
cost. (5) Provides also for civil penalties for violations of Article, (maximum $50,000 
per violation, in discretion of Board), criminal penalties for intentional or willful 
discharges (misdemeanor, with maximum 6 months' imprisonment and/or $50,000 fine), 

lien on vessel from which oil spilled for penalties and costs, and civil liability withou 
fault for damage to persons or property. 

Prohibits initiation of operation of oil terminal facility (capable of trans- 
ferring, transporting, storing, processing, or refining oil, with storage capacity in 
excess of 500 barrels), or pipeline facilities after 1/1/74 without operating permit 
from Board. Authorizes Board to adopt regulations governing oil terminal design, 
construction and operation, and concerning reporting, inspection, discharge reports, 
procedures for removal of oil pollutants, and safety requirements for vessels and vehi- 
cles. Provides for fee system to finance oil terminal facility permit program; sets 
maximum annual "take"! of fees at $100,000 and maximum individual fee at $200. Provides 
for civil penalties (maximum $10,000) and criminal penalties (misdemeanor, up to 3 months 
and/or $5,000) for violations of this paragraph. 

Contains general and special severability clauses. Effective Sept. 1, LOT.

"To authorize publie agenctes providing water services to recover damages 
from person polluting the water supply." Authorizes public agencies owning or 
operating water systems to recover as damages any additional costs incurred in providing 
water supply as the result of violation by another of water quality standards or 
violation of any other State law concerning pollution of waters. Sets out procedure 
for written demand for payment of damages to be made to polluter within 6 months of 
time damages were sustained, with continuing violations being subject to demands from 
time to time, and authorizes suit in superior court for county in which agency located 
(or, at agency's choice, in superior court for county where violation took place) if 
payment not made within reasonable time. Establishes measure of damages as being any 
costs of purification, etc. which would not have been sustained but for the pollution 
violation, including cost of additional facilities and equipment (it being also pro- 
vided that the cost may be apportioned if it is excessive with regard to the nature 
and extent of the violation), and provides that if several polluters are involved 


they are jointly and severally liable. Does not apply to claims that accrued prior 
to ratification. 


S 247 Effluent limitations (Iden. H 299) GS 143 
Introducers: Staton and others Sent to CONS &DEV 


"To amend Article 21, Chapter 143, North Caroltna General Statutes by adding 
deftnittons and providing for the establishment of effluent standards and limitations." 
Amends Article 21 of GS Ch. 143 (Dep't of Water and Air Resources; GS 143-211 through 
-215.69) as follows. Adds new subdivision d to GS 143-213(18) (definition of "waste"') 
to define "toxic waste" as those wastes which, if ingested or otherwise taken in by any 
organism, directly or through food chains, will cause death or other infirmities to the 
organism or its offspring. Rewrites definition of "water pollution" in GS 143-213(19) 
to mean man-made or man-induced alteration of chemical, physical, biological, or radio- 
logical integrity of state waters, including alterations resulting from concentration 
or increase of natural wastes caused by man-related activities. Adds definitions to 
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GS 143-213 as follows: (1) "effluent standards" or "effluent limitations''--any restric- 
tions pursuant to Art. 21 concerning concentrations of chemical or other constituents of 
water pollutants which are discharged from any outlet or point source to state waters; 
(2) "point source''--any discernible, confined, and discrete conveyance from which wastes 
may be discharged to state waters, including pipes, wells, rolling stock, etc. 

Adds new GS 143-214.2 (effluent standards and limitations) to direct Board of 
Water and Air Resources to develop and modify effluent standards as necessary to control 
water, pollution. States standards may provide, without limitation, controls for point 
sources and toxic wastes, and may provide pretreatment standards for wastes discharged 
to any disposal system subject to effluent standards. Requires standards to be pro- 
mulgated by official regulations and to be adequate to limit effluents discharged from 
point sources to state waters to extent necessary to preserve natural integrity of waters 
and otherwise serve public interest and protect private and public property. 

Rewrites GS 143-215.1(a) to prohibit following after water quality standards 
under -214.1 or effluent standards under -214.2 established unless permit obtained: 
(1) make outlets into state waters; (2) construct or operate sewage system; (3) alter 
existing sewage system; (4) increase quantity of sewage or other wastes discharged or 
processed in sewage system beyond standards set by Board; (5) change nature of sewage or 
other wastes beyond standards set by Board; (6) cause or permit any waste to get into 
state waters contrary to water quality standards or effluent standards (except as 
otherwise authorized by Board). Requires actions by State Board of Health before permits 
granted with respect to disposal of waste into waters used as public water supply. 
Limits term of permits to no more than 5 years. Further amends GS 143-215.1 to set 
forth application and renewal procedure for permits, including provision for notice to 
interested agencies and parties and for public hearing. Provides for appeal from denial 
of permit. 

Fifective Oct. 1, 1973. 


S 248 Septic tank regulation (Iden. H 302) GS 130 
Introducers: Staton and others . Sent to CONS&DEV 


"To protect the publte health by regulating the tnstallatiton of ground 
absorption sewage disposal systems." Amends GS Ch. 130 by adding new article regulating 
the installation of septic tanks. Requires issuance of improvements permit, showing that 
land is suitable for septic tank use, from local board of health before beginning con- 
struction of dwelling or before locating or relocating a mobile home (except within 
mobile home park). Requires issuance of a second permit--certificate of occupancy-- 
showing that septic tank has been properly installed before septic tank system may be 
covered or dwelling or mobile home may be occupied. No other housing construction or 
improvement permit (electrical, plumbing, etc.) may be issued until after certificate 
of occupancy is granted. Provides for appeal from local board of health dep't's denial 
of either permit to the local board of health. Appeal from local board of health is to 
appropriate superior court. 

Authorizes and directs local health dep'ts to offer, through a variety of 
contractual and cooperative arrangements, a training course of not more than 16 hours 
_to professional septic tank installers. Content of the course to be prescribed by 
State Board of Health but everyone desiring to attend must be admitted and everyone 
attending required number of hours is to be granted certificate of attendance. From 
and after two years of effective date of act, all professional septic tank installers 
are required to have certificate of attendance. 

Directs mobile home dealers to furnish copy of this law to every purchaser of 
a mobile home and to conspicuously post prescribed notice of effect and existence of 
this law on sales lot. Directs State Board of Health to furnish necessary copies of 
law to mobile home dealers, 

Exempts those developing land in areas not served by community sewer systems 
if such persons present acceptable plans for installation of community sewer systems 
and certify that such systems will be installed before permitting occupancy. Provides 
penalty of $200 fine for violation. 
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S 249 Publish septic tank laws-funds (Iden. H 302) | APPROPRIATION, GS 130 
Introducers: Staton and others Sent to CONS&DEV 


"To appropriate funds for publication and dissemination of changes in state law 
regulating installation of septte tanks." Appropriates $15,000 from General Fund to 
State Board of Health to supply mobile home dealers with copies of "Ground Absorption 
Sewage Disposal Act of 1973" for delivery to purchasers of mobile homes (cited act is 
identical S 248, H 296, digested above). 





S 250 Animal waste pollution control (Iden. H 301) GSeli3 ols x 
Introducers: Staton and others Sent to CONS&DEV 


"To control pollutton from animal and poultry production untts." Enacts Animal 
Waste Pollution Control Act of 1973, effective 1/1/73 containing the following principal 
provisions: (1) Requires that, beginning 1/1/75, a permit be obtained from Board of 
Water and Air Resources (BWAR) for construction or operation of an "animal or poultry 
production unit" (hereafter referred to as "unit", and defined as area designed or used 
for confined feeding or holding of animals or poultry, i.e., any species of bird or 
any species of food, or pleasure animal). Provides for permits to control water 
pollution problems (violations of water quality standards), and, consistent with 
practicable technology and waste management, to control odor and pest problems.(2) States 
intent of controlling environmental impact of operations of such units consistent with 
practicable technology and management, and of minimizing probability of litigation against 
permittees. (3) Specifies: procedures for permit applications (including 180-day overall 
time limit for BWAR action on applications); 5-year fixed term for permits; BWAR 
authority to suspend or revoke permits for stated causes, subject to permittee's right 
of hearing and right of appeal to Superior Court. Authorizes BWAR to adopt rules 
exempting specified classes of producers, taking into account (among other factors) 
size and location of units and method of waste disposal. Authorizes issuance of research | 
and demonstration permits and of voluntary permits to persons not strictly required to 
obtain permits. (4) Requires that, prior to establishing permit system, BWAR shall 
conduct preliminary l-year survey of animal waste disposal problems in NC with aid of 
Advisory Committee to consist of: five permanent members (Chairman of BWAR, Comm'r of 
Agriculture, State Health Director, Chairman of NC Soil & Water Conservation Comm., and 
Chairman of Wildlife Resources Comm'n) or their designees; four faculty appointees of 
Dean of NC State Univ. School of Agriculture & Life Sciences, representing soil science, 
aquatic biology, biological and agricultural engineering, and animal or poultry pro- 
duction; and six appointees of Governor representing four producer groups (poultry, swine, 
dairy and beef) and two ecologists or conservationists. Provides for Advisory Committee 
also to give continuing recommendations on animal waste control systems and provides for 
procedures, per diem and expenses. (5) Contains standard provisions modelled after NC 
Water & Air Act for adoption of implementing regulations by BWAR: inspections in aid of 
enforcement; temporary permits; consent orders and special orders; delegation of BWAR 
powers to members and specified personnel; emergency declarations; authority to seek 
injunctions for violations of Act or regulations; and criminal penalties (misdemeanor -- 
not over $100 fine per day totalling not over $1,000 in any 30.days). (6) Provides for 
operation of an approved waste disposal system under permit to be deemed (in any private 
lawsuit) prima facie evidence that no nuisance exists, and requires that inspections 
made under Act must comply with sanitary measures prescribed by State Veterinarian. 
Allows rapid (5-year) amortization of the cost of approved waste disposal facilities 


or equipment against corporate and individual income taxes under GS 105-130.10 and 
105-147(13). Effective July 1, 1973. 
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5. 222.) Not’fire for politics GS 126 
Introducers: Stallings and Garrison Sent to ST GOVT 


"To amend the State Personnel Act to protect professtonal state employees." 
Provides that no state employee classified under State Personnel Act (GS 126-5) may be 
removed from position on basis of political affiliation only. Allows appeals by 
employees who think they have been dismissed on basis of political affiliation to State 
Personnel Board, and authorizes Board to order reinstatement and back pay. Provides that 
| Board actions appealed as provided in Art. 33, GS Ch. 143 (Judicial Review of Decisions 
of Certain Administrative Agencies). 
| Amends GS 126-2 to provide that no more than 5 of the 7 members of State

Imposes 
tax on every individual, estate and trust, excluding partnerships, associations taxable 
as corporations under federal income tax laws, and trusts exempt from federal income tax. 
Provides following rate tables for single individuals, married individuals filing separate 
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returns, and estates and trusts: |

Provides that definitions used have same meaning as in federal law, unless different 
meaning is clearly required, or specific definition is used in act. Defines "resident 
individual" as individual domiciled in NC anytime during taxable year, or one who main- 
tains place of abode in NC for more than 183 days. Defines "resident estate or trust” 

as (1) estate of decedent who at time of death was domiciled in NC; (2) trust, or portion 
of trust, consisting of property transferred by will of decedent who at death was 
domiciled in NC; and (3) trust, or portion of trust, created by person domiciled in NC. 
Provides for taxable year, accounting methods, and changes in taxable year or in 
accounting methods to be same as for federal purposes. Prevents double taxation or 
deductions during transition. 

Provides with respect to NC residents that taxable income is NC adjusted gross 
income (AGI) less NC deductions and exemptions. Provides that husband and wife may file 
NC return using same method used for federal return. Defines NC AGI as federal AGI, with 
exceptions to take into account income from certain federally or NC execpt bonds and 
other obligations. Provides that NC standard deduction for individual or married couple 
filing jointly generally is the larger of either (1) percentage standard deduction 
(15% of NC AGI, not to exceed $2000 for individual or married couple filing jointly, or 
15% of NC AGI, not to exceed $1000 for married person filing separately), or (2) low 
income allowance ($1300 for individual or couple filing jointly, or $650 for married 
person filing separately). Creates exceptions for husbands and wives filing separately 
and limitation in cases of certain dependent taxpayers. Permits itemized deductions 
for NC returns, based on itemized deductions for federal returns, but both husband and 
wife have to use itemized deduction if either uses it; provides for prorated itemization 
in case of person resident in NC for.only portion of year. Provides for $750 personal 
exemption (prorated in case of person resident in NC for only. portion of year). Provides 
that partnerships be treated as in federal income tax laws. Provides generally that 
taxable income of resident trust or estate is same as for federal tax purposes, subject 
to adjustments and with credit to beneficiary for accumulation distribution. Grants 
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limited credit to resident individual and resident estate or trust for tax due to 
another state, country or DC on income derived from sources therein which is also sub- 
ject to NC income tax. 

Provides with respect to non-residents that taxable income is NC AGI less NC 
deduction and exemptions. Provides that husband and wife may file NC return using same 
method used for federal return. Defines NC AGI as sum of (1) net amount of items of 
income, gain, loss and deductions as in federal AGI, and (2) portion thereof relating 
to income derived from NC sources. Sets forth how to determine income and deductions 
from NC sources (income from NC sources includes ownership of interest in real or 
tangible personal property in NC or business carried on in NC, and income from intangi- 
ble personal property to extent it is from property used in business carried on in NC). 
Provides for deductions for capital loss, net long-term capital gains, and net operating 
losses to be determined as under federal laws. Sets forth special rules for nonresident 
individual who is shareholder in corporation filing under Subchapter 5 as small business 
corporation. Provides for prorating income and deductions partly from NC sources. Per- 
mits non-resident same standard or itemized deduction and personal exemption as resident, 
with provision for prorating. Includes provisions for non-resident partners. Taxes 
non-resident estates, trusts and beneficiaries in same manner as resident estates or 
trusts, with provision for prorating. 

Requires returns to be filed by: (1) every resident individual required to file 
federal return, or having NC AGI in excess of personal exemption; (2) every resident 
estate or trust required to file federal return or having NC taxable income; (3) every 
non-resident individual having NC AGI in excess of prorated NC personal exemption; and 
(4) every non-resdent estate or trust having income or gain derived from NC sources, in 
excess of NC exemption. Requires executor or administrator to file for decedent, guardian 
for person under disability, and fiduciary for estate or trust. Fixes time and place of 
filing and paying tax. Sets out "information at the source" requirements for individuals, 
partnerships and other business entities. Requires taxpayer to report change made in 
federal return within 90 days. 

Makes conforming changes in GS 105-163.1 (definitions), -163.2 (withholding taxes), 
~163.3 (withholding taxes), -163.5 (exemptions), -163.7 (employer's statement to employee 
of wages withheld), -163.10 (withheld amounts credited to tax due), and -163.11 (esti- 
mated declaration of income). Requires persons to file estimated declaration of income 
and income tax if NC AGI other than from wages will exceed $500 (now, $200) plus sum 
of allowable personal exemptions, and provides for joint estimated filing by husbands and 
wives. Changes computation of penalty for low estimates by increasing basis from 70% 
to 80%. Makes conforming changes in GS 105-203, -204, -212. Act effective for income 
years beginning on and after Jan. 1, 1974.

(6) Creates new GS 20-140.3 to provide special rules for the opera- 
tion of a motor vehicle on an interstate highway or controlled access facility (now, 
these provisions are in Ch. 136). (7) Adds new GS 20-140.4 to incorporate into one 
section several provisions relating to motorcylces, including a new provision requiring 
the use of a shatter-proof eye protective device of a type approved by the Comm'r of 
Motor Vehicles.

New chapter generally attempts to more nearly conform the law regarding counties 
to comparable laws regarding cities.

(7) Conforms county subdivision regulation authority to that offeities:; .(8)Setasqun 

the structure of boards of comm'rs of each of the 100 counties. 

Two articles of the chapter apply to cities and counties both. Library article 
permits cities and counties to operate library either as line department or with board 
of trustees, permits structuring of board of trustees in discretion of governing board 
and permits governing board to delegate any of several powers relating to library to 
board of trustees. Second article authorizes cities and counties to establish study 
comm'ns to study consolidation of governments or of selected governmental functions.

Provides penalties for delay of trial by defense 
counsel and prosecutor including reduction of fees of appointed counsel, fining of 
retainci counsel up to 25% of his fee, fining of state prosecutors up to $250, denying 
counsel right to practice before the court for 90 days and filing disciplinary reports. 

Exempts various periods of delay from computation of 60 days period, including 
time required because of: (1) competency determination, (2) trial of defendant on L 
other charges, (3) interlocutory appeals, (4) hearings on pretrial motions, (5) 
unavailability of defendant, (6) defendant's incompetency, (7) continuances granted 
by judge in interest of defendant, (8) trial of defendant joined with codefendant 
whose time has not run and (9) time granted to defendant to demonstrate good conduct. 

Applies to actions commenced after Jan. 1, 1974 and starts to run on that 
date as to offenses previously charged. Effective Jan. 1, 1974.

S 283 Amend Business Corp. Act GS 55 
Introducer: Kirby Sent. to JUBEG 2 


"To amend Chapter 55 and the related provisions of the General Statutes 
relating to business corporattons." Makes numerous changes in GS Ch. 55 (Business 
Corporations Act), many of which are clarifying or technical. Includes following 
substantial changes: (1) Rewrites GS 55-16(a)(2), which prohibits directors from 
adopting bylaws requiring more than a majority of shares for shareholders’ quorum or 
action (except where higher percentages required by law). States only shareholders 
may adopt bylaws changing statutory requirement for quorum of directors or action 
by directors or changing statutory requirement for quorum of shareholders or action 
by shareholders, and such bylaw can be amended or repealed only by shareholders acting 
pursuant to standard so adopted. (Effect is to conform section with other amendments.) 
(2) Amends GS 55-20(a)(3)b to require shareholders be notified before indemnification 
made by directors to person who became liable in civil or criminal action while acting 
in behalf of corporation. (3) Amends GS 55-27(f) and -28(d) to require bylaws affecting 
removal of directors, and quorum of directors, or requiring higher than majority vote, 
to be adopted by shareholders. (4) Adds new subsection (c) to GS 55-29 to allow directors 
or committees to meet by conference telephone permitting effective communication among 
participants; such participation same as actual presence at meeting. (5) Amends GS 55- 
38(a) (which authorizes qualified shareholders to demand to examine records of corp.) 
to include as qualified shareholder personal representative of estate of a deceased share- 
holder, or comparable individual with respect to estate of ward, incompetent or missing 
person who is shareholder, or trustee in bankruptcy of holder, or receiver of affairs of 
holder, regardless of period of time he has been shareholder of record or number of. shares 
veld by him (ordinarily, must be shareholder of record for 6 months preceding demand or 
holder of at least 5% of outstanding shares of any class). (6) Adds new section GS 55- 
39.1 concerning shareholders' derivative actions. Authorizes action regardless of whether 
plaintiff was holder at time of transaction complained of and states complaint must par- 
ticularize efforts by plaintiff to secure appropriate action from directors. Prohibits 
action from being dismissed, discontinued, or settled without approval of court and re- 
quires court to direct notice to be given to shareholders or creditors if such compromise 
substantially affects interests of shareholders or creditors. Authorizes court to demand 
security from plaintiff if reasonably necessary for protection of defendants with pay- 
ment of reasonable expenses to defendants if finding made that action was brought without 
reasonable cause. (7) Adds new section GS 55-39.2 authorizing appointment of provisional 
director by superior court in county where registered office of corporation located in 
event directors become deadlocked in management of corporate affairs and shareholders 
unable to break deadlock and injury to corporation thereby threatened. States appointment 
may be requested by not less than one-half of directors or not less than one-third of 
shareholders (regardless of voting rights). Provides for notice to directors and to 
j corporation and for hearing. Requires provisional director to be impartial person who 
is neither shareholder nor creditor of corporation nor related by blood or marriage to 
directors or judge appointing him. Gives provisional director rights and powers of any 
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director and provides for removal and compensation. (8) Repeals GS 55-45(c), which im- 
poses limitations on issuance of shares to employees of corporation. (9) Amends GS 55- 
50(d) to allow corporations exploiting natural resources, patents, copyrights, leasehalds, 
and other assets wasting in similar manner, or engaged primarily in the liquidation of 
specific assets, to compute earned surplus or net profits derived from such exploitation 

or liquidation (for purpose of paying dividends) without considering depletion or 
amortization of such assets resulting from lapse of time, consumption, etc. (now, section 
limited to corporations exploiting natural resources with computation allowable without 
deduction for depletion of such resources). (10) Adds new subsections (f) through (i) 

to GS 55-68 (proxies) to prohibit solicitation of proxies by use of false or misleading 
statements or information. Sets standards for irrevocable proxies (e.g., clear indica- 
tion of irrevocability and held by person who has contracted to purchase shares which are 
subject of the proxy) but states may still be revoked by purchaser of shares who has no 
knowledge of provision of irrevocability (unless notice plainly appears on shares). 

Makes conforming amendments to GS 55-68(b) and (c). (11) Adds sentence to GS 55-72(c) 
(concerning voting on certain matters by holders of voting trust certificates) to limit 
applicability of subsection (c) to voting trusts created before Oct. 1, 1973, and to 

allow any voting trust created before that date to be amended by unanimous consent of 
holders of record of voting trust certificates to provide that subsection (c) shall not 

be applicable to that voting trust. (Effect is to permit parties to voting trust agree- 
ment to agree that holders of voting trust certificates cannot vote on any charter or bylaw 
amendment, reduction of stated capital, sale of entire assets, merger, consolidation or 
dissolution -- now holders extended such right to vote regardless of contrary provision 

in voting trust agreement.) Makes conforming change in GS 55-72(d). Adds new sub- 7 
sections (e) and (f) to GS 55-72 covering extension of duration of voting trust agreements. 
(12) Rewrites GS 55-73(a) to expand use of vote-pooling agreements among shareholders 

(now applicable only for election of directors) and to elaborate on procedure for and 
enforcement of. such agreements. (13) Amends GS 55-100(b) (3) to require amendment to 
charter which adds or changes provision for liquidation or dissolution of corporation to 
be approved by affirmative vote of holders of all outstanding shares (whether or not 
otherwise entitled to vote) or by such lesser number as may be specifically provided by 
charter. (14) Amends GS 55-106 (procedure for merging) and -107 (procedure for consolida- 
tion) to provide that shares of merging or consolidating corporations can be converted | 
into "property" and "rights" as well as cash or shares of a nonparty corporation. Clari- 
fies terminology relating to merging corporations in GS 55-106. (15) Rewrites GS 55-_ 
108.1 to provide that merger of wholly-owned subsidiary into parent corporation can be i 
accomplished without approval of shareholders of surviving corporation if plan of merger 
does not provide for any changes in charter of Surviving corporation, does not change 
outstanding shares of surviving corp. or does not call for issuance of common shares 
exceeding 20% of outstanding shares of surviving corp. Makes conforming changes in 

GS 55-109(a) and -113(i). (16) Adds new GS 55-113.1 to provide for detailed reorganiza- 
tion of corporation pursuant to court order in proceedings under federal law without the 
need for shareholder approval (effect is to coordinate state corporation law with federal 
bankruptcy reorganization).

"To bring together in law the pertinent features for strengthening the federa- 
tions of local offictals which are attempting to deal with tnterjurtsdictional 
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problems and cope with a multipltetty of state and federal planning programs." 
Provides mechanism and procedure for developing and implementing comprehensive area- 
wide regional planning. Calls for "lead regional organizations" (LROs) in each of 
the present 17 multi-county planning regions having power to (1) prepare and develop 
comprehensive policies, goals and plans for region including conservation and develop- 
ment areas of critical state concern and maps prescribing orderly public and private 
development, (2) develop regional plan for construction of streets, airports, water 
and sewer utilities, etc. including plans of state agencies within this category and 
(3) approve plans prepared for use within the region by units of local gov't. LROs 
designated as the official planning agency required by such state and federal programs 
as comprehensive health planning, urban mass transit, water pollution control, 
programs for the aging, etc. LROs authorized to carry out other responsibilities 
designated by local gov'ts, to cooperate with other planning groups and to create 
agencies necessary to their function. Requires Governor to officially redesignate 
those LROs previously qualified and designated by the Dep't of Administration. 
Establishes regional councils of gov'ts as legal subdivisions of state. 

Provides that State-Regions Advisory Committee shall periodically study boundar- 
ies of the 17 regions, on own 'motion or upon request of unit of local gov't, and 
may recommend changes to General Assembly. Committee also acts as hearing body for 
appeal of unit of local gov't from adverse decision of LRO and resolves, by majority 
vote, disagreements between conflicting policies of adjacent LROs. Committee to be 
composed of secretaries of all state executive dep'ts, one regional representative 
elected by each LRO, and an elected officer of League of Municipalities and Ass'n of 
County Comm'rs. Governor may serve as chairman or delegate Lt. Governor; Sec'y of 
Dep't of Administration is vice-chairman and secretary.

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Tenant Security Deposit Act to GS Ch. 42 to impose requirements on landlords with respect 
to security deposits, defined as payment of money to protect against nonpayment of rent 
or damage to premises (including payment of last month's rent in advance of time it is 
due). Limits amount of security deposit to no more than one month's rent or $50, which 
ever is greater, per dwelling unit regardless of number of tenants. Requires landlord to 
give receipt for deposit and, upon written request, list of existing damages if deposit 
demanded. Security deposits to be maintained in banking or savings institution. Lanc- 
lord returns deposit within 21 days after end of tenancy together with interest accrued at 
4 1/2% per annum (unless damages deducted and tenant so notified). States deposit not 
liquidated damages. Prohibits waiver of provisions in any lease. Applies only to resi- 
dential leases or rentals where residential real property contains five or more dwelling 
units and specifically does not apply to public housing. Provides violation of article 
is general misdemeanor. Provides civil remedies, such as landlord liable to tenant for 
$25 for failure to give receipt for security deposit. Effective Jan. 1, 1974.

"To regulate retatl distribution of trading stamps." Adds new section to GS Ch. 75 
to provide that firm advertising availability of trading stamps or other similar devices 
must offer’ stamps to each customer qualifying therefor. Prohibits display of such ad- 
yertisement unless stamps are being offered to every customer whether requested or not. 
Violation constitutes unfair and deceptive trade practice; also is misdemeanor punishable 
by 30 days imprisonment and/or $25 fine for each offense. 


4 358 Theft of firearms a felony GS 14 
Introducers: McDaniel and others Seng to JUDIGE: 


"To amend G.S. 14-72 to make the theft of any ftrearma felony; to provide a 
mandatory sentence for the commtsston thereof; and also to provide a mandatory sentence 
for the theft of explosives." Amends GS 14-72(b) to provide that larceny of a firearm is 
felony without regard to value of firearm stolen (now, misdemeanor if value not more than

of shot by action of explosive substance within it, but excludes air rifles and air pistols. 
Provides that person convicted of theft of explosive device or of firearm receives manda- 
tory 5 year imprisonment (now, no mandatory jail; felony punishable by up to 10 years and/or 
fine).

S 295 Regional land use (Iden. H 369) APPROPRIATION, GS 160A 
Introducers: Stallings and Webster Sent to LOC GOVT 
"To tmplement state and regional land use and balanced growth planning." Purpose 


of act is to (1) carry out land use and balanced growth policy and related federal, state 
legislation, (2) designate "lead regional organizations" (LRO) to prepare, maintain, re- 
view, update and carry out land use policies and plans with local gov'ts in each of 17 
multi-county planning regions set out in act (provides Governor shall redesignate LROs 
previously qualified and designated by Dep't of Administration), and (3) provide tools 

and resources to LROs to carry on land use planning. Makes each LRO eligible for annual 
grant of $10,000 plus 5¢ per capita for population in region, but in no event less than 
$20,000 annually. Designates Office of State Planning, Dep't of Admin., as agency to 
administer state financial aid to LROs. Transfers local planning assistance program and 
planning sections in Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources, Division of Community Ser- 
vices, to Office of State Planning. Requires state-employed planners in Division of 
Community Services to be assigned and located in LRO offices, with assignment to be on 
basis of area population, number of local gov't units, and existing planning capabilities. 
Appropriates $500,000 annually to double number of state-employed planners, with limit 

of 154 of appropriation for administrative costs at state level and with at least half ot 
remainder of appropriation to be used for no-cost planning and management assistance to 
local gov't. Requires State-Regions Advisory Committee to establish policy for planning, 
developing, conserving state land resources. Requires Dep't of Admin. to be "secretariat" 
and provide staff services to Committee as directed by Governor. Establishes Committee 

as hearing body if local gov'ts in region appeal from LRO adverse decision on regional 
land use plan, or if there is disagreement between plans or policies of adjacent LROs, 
To qualify for state financial aid LROs must comply with Dep't of Admin. guidelines, offer 
membership in organization to all counties and incorporated cities in region, and be 
designated by Governor as LRO for region. Effective July 1, 1973. 


S 296 Community college funds-2 (Iden. H 372) APPROPRIATION, GS 115A 
Introducers: Williamson and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate fifteen millton dollars ($15,000,000) to the State Board cf 
Education, Department of Community Colleges, for the purposes spectfied."

122-45.1 through -45.7. Preserves civil rights of patients unless adjudicated 
incompetent. Provides right of patient to "dignity, privacy, and humane care" and 
"to live as normally as possible while receiving care and treatment'’. Specific right:. 
include visitation, communication, religious worship, retaining personal possessions, 
consultation with personal lawyer and physician, spend and retain reasonable sums of 
own money, retain motor vehicle driver's license, have storage space, exercise civil 
rights, and obtain prompt medical treatment for physical ailments. No right may be 
limited unless by mental health professionals responsible for patient; limitation must 
be recorded in patient's treatment plan; 30-day notice of limitation to next of kin 
and Sec'y of Human Resources required. 

Provides right to be free of unnecessary medication, physical restraints, 
seclusion, and prohibits corporal punishment. Medication permitted only by order 
of qualified physician. Extraordinary or experimental treatment permitted only with 
approval of patient or guardian, after written notice. 

Requires individual treatment plan implemented no later than one month after 
patient's admission, to include diagnosis, timetable for treatment. Post-institu- 
tionalization plan required within 90 days of admission. Provides patients (except 
if declared mentally incompetent) retain right to bring civil actions. Amends GS 
122-36 by adding definitions of "treatment facility, mental health professional, 
mental retardation professional, treatment plan, habilitation, patient, next of kin". 
Repeals GS 122-46, -47 (visitation, restraint) and GS 20-17.1 (drivers' license). 
Bifective Sepe. 21973.

Identical with H 316, 
digested in Bulletin No. 22, page 221, except for differences and additions noted 
herein. Requires officer arresting person driving under influence of alcohol or drugs 
to make motion picture or video tape within one hour of arrest (as opposed to author- 
izing officer to do so "upon the arrest''). Includes provisions allowing defendant's 
counsel to preview any such picture or tape before,it is introduced into evidence, and 
directing court to conduct a voir dire to determine admissibility of any incriminating 
statements made by defendant in picture or tape. Effective Jan. 1, 1974. 


S 342 Occupational safety and health (Iden. H 447) GS 955.143 
Introducers: Saunders and Folger Sent to MFG LABR 


"To provide for the safety and health of employees in the State of North Carolina 
and to provide for the enforcement and administration of thts act in conformity with plans 
entered into between the State and the Federal Government." Generally establishes system 


for state to set and enforce occupational safety and health standards, relying primarily 


‘ on provisions of federal Occupational Safety and Health Act of 1970 (P.L. 91-596, 91st 





¥ 


Cong.). Many of provisions of federal act incorporated into state law, to be enforced 

and supplemented by Comm'r of Labor. Comm'r given final authority for setting rules, 
punishing violations, seeking court orders, and so forth, with the assistance of following 
new agencies: (1) Office of Occupational Safety and Health in Dep't of Labor, headed by 
Director (app't by Comm'r) who is to have primary responsibility for enforcement of act 
through inspections, research and investigations. (2) Three-member Safety and Health 
Review Board, app't by Governor for six-year terms (except initially when terms of varying 
length), to hear and decide upon appeals from citations and penalties issued by Comm'r. 7 
Board to have power of subpoena, chairman to appoint hearing examiners who first hear 
appeals. (3) Advisory Council on Occupational Safety and Health, consisting of seven mem- 
bers, app'ted by Comm'r, two to be from management, two from organized labor, and three 
from public with knowledge of problems. Chairman to come from last three members; Council 
to advise Comm'r and to assist in setting standards. 

Coverage of act extends to all employers and employees in state except those 
specifically covered by other health and safety acts and those who are working for emplover 
within class and type of employment which does not permit federal funding, on matching 
basis, to the state in return for state enforcement of occupational safety and health issues. 

Standards. Standards for employers for occupational safety and health conditions 
are to be those promulgated by US Sec'y of Labor under federal act unless NC Comm'r of 
Labor promulgates alternative rules which are as protective. Federal rules become effec- 
tive upon filing by Comm'r with Sec'y of State; rules promulgated by Comm'r are subject 
to procedure set out in act which generally requires public notics and allows s%pportunity 
for public comment before rule becomes effective. 


Ne en 
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Comm'r can establish temporary standards by giving notice in newspaper only if he 
determines employees are in grave danger and the emergency standard is necessary for the': 
protection. Temporary standard remains effective until superseded by standard promul- 
cated by regular procedure, which is to begin as soon as emergency standard established. 

Variances. Comm'r can grant temporary variances to employer if shows legitimate 
reason for being unable to comply, has taken step to protect employees, and will comply 
as soon as possible. Comm'r initially to grant interim order granting variance for up 
to 180 days, but must hold hearing before actually granting variance, which can be for 
no more than one year, and may not be renewed more than once. 

Comm'r can grant permanent variance after notice and hearing if employer estab~- 
lishes that conditions will be as safe and healthful as if standard were in effect. 
Order granting variance is to specify conditions and operations which are being accepted 
in lieu of standard. 

Enforcement. Employers required to keep places open for inspection, assist 
in inspection if needed. Agents of Comm'r or Director authorized to enter work 
areas for inspection during business hours or any other reasonable time. Employer 
and employee representative to be aliowed to accompany inspection. Any employee can 
request inspection in writing, giving reasons; Comm'r required to respond in writing. 
No advance notice to be given of inspection unless necessary for effective inspection; 
giving unauthorized advance notice of inspection is misdemeanor punishable by fine 
up to $1,000 and/or six months imprisonment. 

Director or agents may issue citations for failure to comply with standards, 
giving reasonable time to comply. Copy of citation to be posted by place where 
violation found. If violation is minor, notice can be given in lieu of citation. 
Director can recommend to Comm'r penalty to accompany citation; employer has 15 
days to give notice that will contest citation or penalty, otherwise not subject 
to review. Director can also recommend penalty for failure to comply with citation 
within time set; again, employer has 15 days within which to give notice of intent 
to contest, otherwise no appeal. 

Superior court given authority in accordance with’ Rules: of Civil Procedure 
to restrain conditions and practices creating immediate danger of serious physical 
harm, but no temporary restraining order issued without noticeis to be effective for 
over 5 days. Employer and employees to be given notice of the existence of the 
danger; erployees can mandamus Comm'r to seek court order. 

Penalties. Civil: penalties’ include (1) ‘pyto, S$10,000mrorveach” violet Lone 
employer who wilfully or repeatedly violates act or rules or standards, (2) up to 
$10,000 for each serious violation for which citation issued, (3) up) tous LL OOO mran 
each minor violation for which citation issued, (4) up to $1,000 for each day over 
limit on time set for complying with standards after citation issued,and (5) up to 
$1,000 for failing to comply with posting requirements. Penalties go to General 
Fund. 

Criminal penalties include: (1) wilful violation which causes death of 
employee is misdemeanor punishable by up to $1,000 fine and/or 6 months imprisonment 
(in addition to usual criminal prosecutions), (2) second offense of same nature is 
subject to $20,000 and/or one year, (3) giving false statement in connection with 
information required by act is misdemeanor, punishable by up to $10,000 and/or six 
months. 

Appeals. If citation contested, matter heard by hearing examiner, with both 
employer and employee given opportunity to participate. Hearing examiner's decision 
stands unless one member of Board requests full Board to hear it. Can appeal to courts 
(according to procedure in Art. 33 of CS Ch. 143) from Board decision. Employees 
generally can contest any citation as setting an unreasonable time within which 
conditions to be remedied. 

Records. Employer required to keep, make available to Comm'r, same records 
as required under federal act plus any other required by Conmm'r. Comm'r_ to 
require employers to post information on act so employees know protections and 
obligations. Comm'r to require employers to keep records of employees’ expesure 
fo toxic materials, to make available to employees, and to warn employees if reaching 
harmful stage. Comm'r to maintain statistics on work injuries and illnesses.

Other. Comm'r to set up training programs for carrying out act, to set up 
information programs on importance of act. All agencies of state and local gov't 
to develop comprehensive safety and health programs, including providing safe place 
to work, proper safety equipment, and keeping records. Comm'r to report annually to 
Governor and General Assembly on those programs. 

State authorized to enter into cooperative safety and health programs with 
federal agencies. 

Effective 90 days after ratification for those emplovers and emplovees in private 
enterprise; effective one year and 90 days after ratification for public and gov't 
employers and employees.

Amends GS 58-79.2 (authorizing and regulating issuance 
of variable annuities) generally to make its provisions applicable as well to | 
veriable life insurance. Establishes prohibition against holding over 10% of voting { 
stock of single issuer by separate accounts and insurance company which established 


them without Insurance Comm'r's approval (now, prohibits 10% holding by a separate 


account alone). Grants authority to provide "for persons having an interest therein", 
voting and other procedures to administer accounts (now, no reference to persons 
with interest).

Amends GS 54-88 to delete prohibition against charging 
consideration other than entrance fee, and to define "interest" and "discount" to 
exclude charges made for appraising real cr personal property, for attorney's fees 
for making title search and preparing legal documents, and for recording legal 
instruments in public records (effect of amendment is to permit charges to borrower 
for those costs). Amends GS 54-91 to provide credit union may declare dividends 

as its bylaws authorize (now, credit union may not pay dividends in excess of 6% 

per year, may not use more than 25/ of es earnings to pay dividend and must 
pay remainder of dividend from current vear's earnings). Deletes provision of 

GS 54-101 that at each annual meeting members shall elect board of directors of 

not less than five perscns and credit committee of not less than three; deletes 
provision that directors also may be the credit committee of credit unions with 
business offices located in places other than incorporated cities; adds instead 
provision that at first annual meeting members shall elect board of directors of 

not less than five persons and credit committee of not less than three, that directors 
and credit committee members shall serve two-vear staggered terms, and permits 

bylaws to authorize board to appoint credit committee or in lieu of appointment to 
appoint loan officer(s) to pass on leans assigned to him. Amends requirement of 

GS 54-102(7) that board of directors appeint “suvervisory" committee and provides 
that bylaws may authorize board to use clerical, auditing assistants in lieu of 
"supervisory" committee. Amends GS 54-103 hy reauiring monthly meetings of credit 
committee, empowering credit committee to review loan applications and appoint 

loan officer(s) to make loans without necessity for credit committee approval, and 
allowing bylaws to authorize board to appoint loan officer(s) in lieu of credit 
committee.

(a) retirement was caused by injury or sickness, (b) two doctors have certified this fact 
within 30 days prior to or following retirement, (c) at time of retirement, no city em- 
ployment within his capability was available and (d) since preceding Jan. 1, fireman 
has remained unable to perform normal duties of an active fireman, but Board of Trustees 
need not make this finding every year unless there is reason to suspect that fireman is 
able to return to duty. (At present funds may be used only for relief of active firemen, 
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for family benefits of firemen who die in the line of duty, to prevent firemen who have 
served five years from becoming indigent and to pay Firemen's Fund assessment of firemen 
unable to pay by reason of disability). Also authorizes and directs investment of funds 
in accordance with general law and requires Board of Trustees to sufficiently bond 
treasurer of fund in lieu of bond required by general law.

Amends GS 153-297 to change 
procedure for establishing sewerage district so as to conform to possibility of district 
lying in more than one county, and to provide that Board of Water and Air Resources rather 
than State Stream Sanitation Committee is authority that acts with boards of county comm'rs 
in establishing sewerage district. Amends GS 153-298 to add following provisions with 
regard to appointing members to sewerage district board: (1) if district lies in two 
counties, county comm'rs of county in which largest portion of sewerage district lies 
appoints two members and comm'rs of other county appoints one member; and (2) if district 
lies in three or more counties, board of comm'rs of each county appoints one member. Also 
amends GS 153-298 to provide that if city within district has population greater than all

"To establish a fund to asstst local units of government in the acqutsttion of 
lands for parks, recreation areas, scenic areas, green belts, and other purposes." 
Amends GS Ch. 100 to add new article establishing Land and Water Conservation Fund in 
Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources. Authorizes Sec'y of N&ER to make grants to 
local gov'ts to be used for acquisition of lands for parks, scenic areas, green belts, 
streams and other water courses, etc., and for establishing and enlarging such areas.

ment as determined by county comm'rs. To qualify, land must not only be used as described 
above, but owner must derive "substantial" part of "normal total income" from land and 
land must be homeplace of owner or have been in his or family's possession for at 
least three years prior to application for benefits of act. Provides that land within 
any of four’ classifications is to be appraised at its value for its current use; in 
addition, if it has value for other uses of greater value, it is to be appraised at 
G.S. 105-283 standard (true value) for those uses.’ (Generally property taxed at lower 
value until use changes, then taxed at higher value for year in which change made and 
two preceding years; details given below. 

Permits owner of property falling within any of four classifications to enter into 
written contract with "taxing unit'' at time of listing. (Each taxing unit is to have 
a separate agreement with the taxpayer.) Provides that under agreement unit will not 
attempt to collect amount of difference between taxes on property valued at current use 
and what taxes would have been if property valued at true value for more intensive use. 
In consideration, taxpayer agrees to maintain property in current use. Requires filing:

S 435 Control sawed-off shotgun GS 14 
Introducers: Allsbrook and Gudger sent to JUDIC 1 


"To control the sale and possession of short barreled shotguns." Adds new 
GS 14-409.13 to prohibit manufacture, sale, purchase, or possession of shotgun with 
barrel less than 18 inches, or weapon made from shotgun if as modified it has overall 
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length less than 26 inches or barrel less than 18 inches. Exempts possession of gun 
registered pursuant to Federal Gun Control Act of 1968. Defines shotgun.

H 588 (Joint Res.) Memorializing F. 0. Christopher JOINT RES 
Introducer: Bradley Sent to RULES 


"Honoring the ltfe and memory of Fred 0. Christopher, former member of the 
General Assembly." As title indicates. 


H 589 (Joint Res.) Federal highway fund inequities JOINT RES 
Introducers: J. Green and others Sent to RULES 


"Calling attention to inequittes in apporttonment of federal htghway trust funds 
among the states and requesting changes tn the apporttonment formula." Points out that 
NC consistently receives from Highway Trust Fund between 37¢ and 50¢ per dollar contri- 
buted by NC to fund, and resolves that the apportionment formula be changed to correct 
this inequity. Directs that copy of resolution be transmitted to appropriate federal 
officials. 


H 591 Counties' nursing home costs GS 130 
Introducers: Spoon and others Sent to HEALTH 


"To provide that counttes shall pay certain benefits for nursing home care." 
Provides that counties pay nursing home costs in excess of $18.50 per day for eligible 
recipients except total allowable costs to be paid cannot exceed $23 per day. Repeals 
Ch. 1242, SL 1971 which provides county pays in excess of $14 but allowable costs not 
to exceed S18.50: Effective July 1, 1973.

Introducers: Gamble and Bell Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate to the Legislative Services Commisston funds to produce an in- 
formational movie of the North Carolina legislative process." Appropriates $25,000 for 
FYs 1973-75 as title indicates. Gives LSC sole responsibility for the movie, directs 
that it be in sound and color, use professional actors as applicable and run between 
30-40 minutes. Directs that completed movie be shown daily at legislative bldg, and that 
enough copies be made to be available on request to groups in state.

As title indicates, appropriating $90,000 for FYs 1973-75 from 
General Fund to Office of Archives and History, Dep't of Art, Culture and History. 


H 595 Locate art museum downtown CSetao0 
Introducers: Purrington and others Sent to.ST GOVT 


"To determine the locatton of the State Art Museum.” Requires new museum to be 
located in Raleigh, within area bounded by Edenton, Person, Peace, and North McDowell 
streets and the right-of-way of the Seaboard Coast Line. Dep't of Administration to 
determine precise location. 


H 596 Landlord-tenant law (Iden. S 431) Cor awk mae 
Introducers: Wynne and W. Smith Sent sto. JUULG ele 


"To enact a Residential Landlord-Tenant Act." Adds new GS Ch. 42A entitled 
"Residential Landlord - Tenant Act" with purposes of updating and clarifying law 
governing rental of dwelling units and rights and obligations of landlord and tenant, 
of encouraging landlord and tenant to maintain and improve quality and availability 
of housing, and of encouraging development of optimum utilization of supply of dwelling 
units. Applies only to residential leases where residential real property contains 
five or more dwelling units and specifically does not apply to any public housing. 
Exempts other arrangements such as transient occupancy in hotel. Frovides for 
jurisdiction of courts and service of process, for unenforceability of unconscionable 
provisions in rental agreement, and for what constitutes ''notice" in regard to giving 
notification of facts or matters to another. States rental agreement may include 
terms not prohibited by act or other law, and in absence of agreement tenant to pay 
fair rental value for use and occupancy of dwelling unit. Rental agreement may not 
allow tenant or landlord to (1) agree to waive rights under Chapter, (2) authorize 
any person to confess judgment on claim arising out of rental agreement, (3) agree 
to limit liability of landlord from other party's wilful misconduct or negligence 
or to indemnify other party for that liability.. Describes in detail obligations of 
landlord with respect to security deposit (e.g., may claim only such amounts as 
reasonably necessary to remedy tenant's defaults in payment of rent), to disclosure 
of name and address of manager and owner (or agent) or premises, to delivery of 
possession of premises to tenant in compliance with rental agreement, and to maintenerce 
of fit premises (e.g., must maintain effective waterproofing of roof and walls; similiar 
obligations imposed on tenant). Landlord and tenant may agree in writing tenant to 
perform specific maintenance tasks orly if (1) entered into in good faith and not to 
circumvent obligations of landlord, (2) agreement does not diminish obligations of 
tandiord to other tenants, (3) terms of agreement are clearly and prominently cisclosed. 
Describes in detail obligations of tenant to maintain dwelling unit (e.g., dispoce 
from premises all ashes, rubbish, garbage, and other waste in clean and safe manner), 
to adhere to rules prescribed by landlord (but rules enforceable only if reasonably 
related to welfare of tenants, preservation of property, or, fair distributionson 
services and facilities available for tenants generally), to allow reasonable access 
for landlord to inspect and maintain premises (but limitations imposed on landlord, 
such as access cannot be used to harass tenant), and to occupy dwelling unit only as 
a dwelling unit. Provides detailed tenant remedies, right to terminate agreement 
and recover damages , for general noncompliance by landlord with rental agreement or 
provisions of act, and for specific noncompliance in regard to delivering possessicr 
of dwelling unit, in regard to failure to provide running water, hot water, heat or 
essential services and in regard to unlawful ouster of tenant from premises. Allows 
tenant to vacate premises or part of premises if substantially damaged by fire or 
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other casualty without wilful misconduct by tenant or his family or guests. Provides 
detailed landiord remedies for material noncompliance by tenant with rental agreement 
or provisions of act, for failure to pay rent, and for wrongfully quitting dwelling 
unit. Sets forth procedure to dispose of tenant's person property abandoned when 
tenancy terminated, including provisions for sale and storage of property and notice 
to tenant. Allows landlord to terminate rental agreement if premises substantially 
damaged by fire or casualty without wilful negligence on part of landlord. Act only 
affects rental agreements made, extended, cr renewed after July 1, 1973. | 


H 597 Comm'rs powers over sewers Co 154 
Introducer: Auman Sent to L GOVT 1 


'To tnerease the powers of county commisstoners with regard to the operatton 
of water and sewerage factltttes." Amends GS 153-284 to permit counties to establish 
an agency to operate water and/or sewerage facilities. Agency to be subject to 
financial control of county. 


H 599 Funds for Fort Defiance APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: W: Stevens Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds for the completton of the restoration of 'Fort Defiance’ 
tn Caldwell County." As title indicates, appropriating $70,000 for FYs 1973-75 from 
General Fund to Office of Archives and History, Dep't of Art, Culture and History... 


H 600 Home sales cemetery services GS 25A 
Introducer: McKnight Senteto duet 


"To extend the home soltcttatton sale provtstons of Chapter 25A to preneed 
purchases of cemetery merchandise and services." Amends GS 25A-38(5) to provide 
that term "home solicitation sale" does not include sales of goods and services to 
be utilized within 10 days in connection with funeral services. Effect is to make 
other sales of goods and services in connection with funeral services come under home 
solicitation sales provision and thereby give buyer right to cancel contract. 
Effective Juky 1,;-1973. 


H 601 Perpetual care cemeteries GS 65 
Introducer: McKnight Sent mt Open hur 


"To amend the laws governing perpetual care cemeteries to require that tncome 


from perpetual care funds be used for upkeep and maintenance and to provide for 
enforcement by the Burtal Commisstoner."” Amends GS 65-24 to require income in 
perpetual care funds to be used for upkeep and maintenance (now section merely 
permits such use), but allowing Burial Conmm'r to permit income to accumulate if he 
finds it is not needed for upkeep and maintenance. Rewrites GS 65-34 to permit 
Burial Comm'r to suspend or revoke license of any cemetery or other person required 
to be licensed by Article (GS Ch. 65, Art. 7) if, after notice and hearing, Comm'r 
finds licensee has violated any provision of article or has been convicted of 
violation of article. (Now, makes Comm'r responsible for prosecuting violations 
and requires him to revoke license of licensee convicted of violations where 
violation not cured within 30 days after conviction.) 


H 602 25 days to report abortion GS 14 
Introducers: Beard and Warlick Sent to HEALTH 


"To allow 25 days tn whtch to report an abortion under G.S. 14-45.1 to the 
State Board of Health." Extends from 5 to 25 days the time in which a legal abortion 
must be reported to State Board of Health.

H 604 Tax on gifts by spouse GS 105 
Introducer: Harris Sent to FINANCE 


"To permit a gift by either spouse to a thtrd person to be treated as having 
been made one-half by each spouse for gift tax purposes." Renumbers present GS 105- 
188.1 as 105-188.2 and adds new GS 105-188.1 to provide that gifts by either spouse 
to third person, if both spouses resident in NC at time of gift, is to be treated 
as made 1/2 by each spouse. Excepts from section gifts by one spouse of interest 
in property if such spouse creates in other spouse general power of appointment, as 
defined in GS 105-188.2. Provides that to qualify under section person must be married 
at time of gift and not remarry during remainder of calendar year. 

New section to apply only if both spouses signify their consent to use of 
section in case of all gifts made during calendar year. Consent to be made and 
revoked under regulations prescribed by Comm'r of Revenue. Permits consent to be 
made after close of calendar year, but may not be signified after April 15 of next 
succeeding year unless no return yet filed for either spouse, in which case may 
consent up to time return is filed; in addition consent may not be signified after 
notice of proposed assessment for tax sent to either spouse under GS 105-24. 

Permits consent to be revoked up to April 15 of each year for previous year. 

Provides that liability for entire gift tax for each spouse for any year 
in which this section used is to be joint and several. Effective Jan. 1, 1974. 


H 605 Fed & state tax apportionment GS 28 
Introducer: Harris Sent to FINANCE 





"To apportion federal and state tnheritance, estate, and death taxes among all 
benefictartes according to thetr respective beneftctal interests." Adds new GS 28-2.4 
to provide that unless otherwise directed by testator or settlor, fiduciary who is re- 
quired to pay US, NC, or other state death taxes must equitably apportion tax among per- 
sons benefiting from gross estate whether beneficiary NC resident or not. Where trust 
created and person given temporary interest in property (for instance, life estate), tax 
apportionable against temporary and remainder interests paid out of corpus without appor- 
tionment between remainder and temporary interests. Sets out following rules for appor- 
tionment of death taxes: (1) tax apportioned among beneficiaries in proportion that value © 
of interest received by each bears to total value of interests received by all; (2) exemp- 
tion or deduction allowed because of relationship of a beneficiary to decedent, because 
of fact that property life insurance, or because charitable pift, inures to benefit of 
person bearing relationship or receiving insurance or charitable gift; (3) deduction for 
property previously taxed and credit for gift tax paid, inures to benefit of all; (4) in- 
terest resulting from late payment apportioned among all; and (5) discount allowed for 
prepayment of death tax credited to fund used for prepayment. 

Provides that if property included in gross estate not in possession of fiduciary, 
court may order person in possession of property to pay fiduciary amount of tax he owes. 
Fiduciary not required to distribute property to beneficiary until portion of death taxes 
due from beneficiary are paid. Authorizes court to issue orders apportioning death taxes 
and ordering fiduciary to collect apportioned amount from property in his possession or 
reimburse beneficiary for overpayment. Effective July 1, 1973 and applies to estates of 
persons dying on or after that date. 
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H 606 Spouses and inheritance tax GS 105 
Introducer: Harris Sent to FINANCE 


"Providing that for purposes of North Carolina inheritance and gift taxes, spouses © 
of Class A and B benefictartes, legatees and devisees will be tneluded in the sane tax 
category as thetr spouses." Amends GS 105-4(a), -5, -188(£)(1) and -188(£)(2) to provide 
that spouses of persons listed pay same inheritance or gift tax as those listed. Adds 
stepgrandchildren to Class A listing in 105-4(a) and -188(£)(1); and strikes requirement 
that to qualify as Class B persons under 105-5 and -188(f)(2) uncles and aunts must be 
such "by blood". Inheritance tax changes effective July 1, 1973 and apply to estates of 
persons dying on or after that date; gift tax changes effective Jan. 1, 1974. ; 
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H 607 Charitable contrib. carryover GS 105 
Introducer: Harris Sent to FINANCE 
"To provide for the carryover of certatn excess charttable contrtbuttons." Amends 


GS 105-147(15) to allow person who makes charitable contributions in any year greater than 
15% of adjusted gross income (AGI) to carry over excess and treat as the carryover contri- 
bution in each of five succeeding taxable years (now, charitable contribution income tax 
deduction limited to 15% of AGI and no carryover provision). Limits amount of carryover 
deductible in each subsequent taxable year to lesser of (a) difference between (i) 15% 

of AGI and (ii) contributions in such taxable year plus carryovers from earlier years or 
(b) actual carryover not already deducted in an earlier year. Effective Jan. 1, 1974. 


H 608 Installment basis revocation GS 105 
Introducer: Harris Sent to FINANCE 


"To permit revocatton of installment basts electton for ineome tax purposes." 
Amends GS 105-142(£) to allow revocation of election to report taxable income on install- 
ment basis by filing timely notice. Effective with respect to taxable years beginning

H 609 Depletion tax deduction GS 105 
Introducer: Harris Sent to FINANCE 


"To conform North Carolina percentage depletton rates with rates establtshed by 
the Internal Revenue Code." As title indicates, amending GS 105-147(12) to provide that 
depletion to be taken to extent allowed or allowable for federal income tax under Internal 
Revenue Code in effect on Jan. 1, 1973 (now, under Internal Revenue Code of 1954 as 
amended). Effective for taxable years beginning Jan. 1, 1973. 


H 610 Cities use corporate stamp GS 160A 
Introducers: McKnight and others Sent to L GOVT 2 


"Authortzing muntetpalities to use a corporate stamp whitch ts a facsimile of tts 
seal in lieu of an embossed corporate seal." Adds new paragraph to GS 160A-11 to provide 
that documents executed by cities are valid if a corporate stamp is used instead of seal. 


H 611 Eastern NC Sanitorium funds (Iden. S 423) APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: Campbell and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate $841,438 to the Department of Human Resources to support a program 
of improved medical service and education tn eastern North Carolina." Identical with 
S 423, digested in Senate section of today's Bulletin. 


H 613 Elections for city in 2 counties GS 163 
Introducers: Fenner and Davenport Sent to ELECTION

"Permitting the Salisbury City Board of Educatton to sell or convey certatn 
surplus real property owned by tt to the Rowan County Vocattonal Workshéep, Ine." 
As title indicates. Requires deed to contain reversionary interest in event land 
ceases to be used for purposes for which workshop established. Effective July 1, 1973. 


H 612 Henderson-palmistry prohibited HENDERSON 
Introducer: Dorsey Sent. to.L GOVPeL 


"Po prohtbit the practice of phrenology, palmistry, fortune+telling or 
clatrvoyanee in Henderson County." As title indicates, adding Henderson to counties 
included under GS 14-401.5. Violation punishable by $500 fine and/or six months 
jail. Not prohibited is amateur palmistry at school or church socials. 
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H 614 Mecklenburg soil erosion powers MECKLENBURG 


Introducers: Lawing, Bissell, Cobb, Foster, Sent to L GOVT 2 
Jordan, Mathis, Spoon, and B. Tison 


"To authorize any muntetpality in Mecklenburg County or the County of 
Mecklenburg or both to regulate sotl erosion by ordinances." Authorizes Mecklenburg 
County and "each municipality" (in Mecklenburg County is apparent intent) to adopt 
ordinances preventing soil erosion. Provides that such ordinances may require 
permits before any alteration may be made in land mass within jurisdiction of gov't 
adopting ordinance, and also may require submission of plans before granting permit. 
Grants jurisdiction to cities and towns within their limits, to county within 


unincorporated sections of county, and to county within any town or city that agrees 
to county action.

S 51 License renewal-no exam (digested in Bulletin No. 6, p. 43) 

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 3/8/73 replaces original provisions entirely 
_ and provides instead for amendment to GS 20-7(f) to require persons applying for renewal 
of NC operator's license to take written exam and road test only if during 4 years im- 
mediately before renewal application person has been convicted of traffic violation or 
adjudged negligent in operation of vehicle or if person suffers from mental or physical 
condition impairing ability to operate vehicle. 


S 233 (AVERY) Title to tax-delinquent Land (digested in Bulletin No. 21, p. 214) 

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 3/8/73 replaces original bill entirely and 
provides that if Avery County has purchased tax liens for any real property for 15 or 
more years, private purchaser may pay to county sum equaling the sum of the amounts paid 
by county for liens in the most recent 15 years, plus interest, and upon that payment the 
Board of County Comm'rs shall assign liens to purchaser and also issue to purchaser a 
quitclaim deed to the property. During the next seven years any person formerly having 
an interest in the proverty may repurchase it by paying the current owner the price paid 
to county plus interest of 9% per year. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 45 Hypodermics sale by prescription (digested in Bulletin No. 6, p. 44) 
Committee substitute adopted in House 3/8/73 completely rewrites and expands 
GS 90-113.4 (possession of hypodermic syringes and needles). Prohibits possession of 
controlled paraphernalia except as authorized under Controlled Substances Act and defines 
controlied paraphernalia as hypodermic syringe, needle, or similar instrument, or gelatin 
capsules, glassine envelopes, or similar containers, possessed under circumstances 
reasonably indicating intended use for illegaily administering controlled substance. 
Evidence of such circumstances includes proximity to adulterants or materials commonly 
used in illicit drug trade, such as scales, lactose, quinine, etc. Limits distribution 
of hypodermic needles or syringes, gelatin capsules, and quinine (in excess of 1/4 ounce) 
to registered pharmacists or others with permits from Board of Pharmacy and requires per- 
mittee to demand identification of person requesting paraphernalia, to make record of 
dispensation including purpose for purchase. Bars dispensing to person under 16 except by 
physician or pharmacist pursuant to physician's prescription. States person lawfully in 
possession of controlled paraphernalia shall not willfully permit it to be diverted for 
any purpose other than that for which it was originally obtained. Prohibits obtaining 
controlled paraphernalia by fraud or misrepresentation. Authorizes Board of Pharmacy to 
issue permits to persons with need for controlled paraphernalia, such as breeder of 
livestock. States provisions not apply to legitimate distribution or possession of con- 
trolled paraphernalia by physicians, veterinarians, embalmers, etc. Makes violation of 


section misdemeanor punishable by 2 years imprisonment and $500 fine. Effective Jan. l, 
1974, 
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H 330 County service districts (digested in Bulletin No. 23, p. 234) 

Amendment adopted in House 3/8/73 adds provisions to GS 159-13 (as effective 
July 1, 1973) requiring that taxes levied for avcounty orjcity servicesdistrroteue 
accounted for in a separate fund and that interfund transfers may be made from such a 
fund only to a debt service fund or an appropriate account in a capital reserve fund. 
H 421 (Joint Res.) Commend emergency aid (original bill digested in Bulletin No. 29, 

p. 282; amendment adopted in House 2/23/73 digested Bulletin No. 33, p. 317) 

Amendment adopted in Senate 3/8/73 extends commendation to all NC groups 
giving emergency aid (originally, only eastern NC groups) and makes editorial change. 


H 428 Blind exempt for fish license (identical to S 311, digested in Bulletin No. 29, 
Doe oe 
Amendments adopted in House 3/8/73 (1) remove requirement that to qualify 
for exemption blind person must have been a resident of the state for at least one 
year, (2) permit certification of blindness to be made only by NC Comm'n for Blind 
(rather than also by physician or optometrist), and (3) add provision that the NC 
Comm'n for Blind ID card is the-only license necessary for blind persons to fish. 


H 434 (Cabarrus) Incorporate Harrisburg (identical to S 316, digested in Bulletin 
NG ee 30 nD cake Oo us 
Amendments adopted in House 3/8/73 generally conform the charter of 
Harrisburg to the provisions of GS Ch. 160A and new Local Government Budget And 
Fiscal Control Act.

S 436 License and bond grain dealers GS 106 
Introducers: V. White and others Sent to AGRICULT 


"To require the licensing and bonding of grain dealers by the Department of 
Agriculture and for other purposes." Requires grain dealers in NC (persons who buy corn, 
wheat, rye, oats, sorghum, barley, mixed grain or soybeans for resale) to be licensed 
annually by Comm'r of Agriculture and to display license on his premises. Sets annual 
fee of $25 for license. Comm'r may not issue license (1) if applicant has not furnished 
bond satisfactory to Comm'r (minimum of $10,000) payable to,State and conditioned upon 
dealer's fulfilling obligations to producers or (2) if applicant within three years of 
application has been convicted of crime involving moral turpitude. Producer who alleges 
injury or monetary loss in his transaction with dealer may bring suit on dealer's bond. 
Authorizes Comm'r to inspect transactions for sale of grain to dealers and to require 
reports from and inspect books of dealers and allows Board of Agriculture to issue rules 
and regulations pursuant to act. 

Sets out grounds on which Comm'r may suspend or revoke license, including forging 
memorandum of sale, falsely representing to person that grain has been officially inspected, 
knowingly and falsely representing weight, grade or condition of grain. Requires Comm'r 
to give 10 days notice to dealer and to provide opportunity for hearing before suspending 
or revoking license. 

Makes violation of act or regulation issued pursuant to act misdemeanor punishable 
by fine of $25 to $100 and/or imprisonment for not more than 60 days. Effective Jan. l, 
1974. 


S 438 Burn center at NC Mem. Hosp. APPROPRIATION, GS 90

"To establish a burn center in the Memortal Hospttal at the Universetty of North

"To make changes in the abortion law in order to comply with recent United States i) 
Supreme Court decieions." Rewrites GS 14-45.1 (when abortion not unlawful) as title in- }}! 
dicates. Only major change is to eliminate conditions precedent to abortion in first 3 il 
months of pregnancy (but operation still to be performed by doctor in hospital or clinic) j 
conditions retained for second 3 months of pregnancy (e.g., necessary to protect life or |! 
health of woman) except no requirement for examination by two doctors. Abortion allowed 9}! 
during last 3 months of pregnancy only if substantial risk that continuation of pregnancy 


would gravely threaten life of woman. Residency requirement (30 days) retained except 
in emergencies. Empowers NC Medical Care Comm'r to adopt. rules to implement provisions. 


H 618 Change retirement system board GS 135 
Introducers: Mitchell and others Sent to ST PERS 


"To alter the membership of the Board of Trustees of the Teachere' and State Em- 
ptoyees' Retirement System." Amends GS 135-6(b) to increase Board of Trustees from 10; ta 
11 members by addition of "a retired State employee who is drawing retirement allowance" 


to be appointed by Governor for four-year term starting July 1, 1973, and quadrennially 
thereafter. 


H 619 Provide flood insurance GS 153, 58 
Introducer: Campbell Sent to INSUR 


"To provide for flood insurance to property ownere in this state." Adds new 
Article 20C to GS Ch. 153 to require county and municipal governing boards to do all 
things necessary to make property owners eligible for flood insurance under National Floos 
Insurance Program contained in 42 U.S.C.A. 4001 et. seq. Authorizes Insurance Comm'r to 


initiate civil action against any governing board which fails to act by July 1, 1974, 
with venue to be in county selected by Comm'r. 


H 620 Auxiliary public school police . GS 162, 115, 160A 
Introducer: Campbell Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To provide auxiliary police protection within publte juntor and sentor high 
schools." Adds new GS 162-22.1 to require sheriff to appoint and train as special depu- 
ties to assist in law enforcement one or more teachers or administrators at each junior 
and senior high within area of county for which sheriff provides law enforcement protec- 
tion. County board of education by resolution may prohibit sheriff from exercising 
authority to appoint special deputies. Special deputies to have powers like other law 
enforcement officers at school at which staff member during school day and on school 
grounds. Adds new GS 160A-283.1 requiring chief of police to appoint auxiliary police in 
same manner as sheriff appoints special deputies in each junior and senior high school 
within governmental unit for which chief provides law enforcement protection. Amends 
GS 115-146 which allows principal and teacher to use reasonable force in exercising law- 
ful authority to provide that such section does not limit those teachers and administra- 
tors who are special deputies or auxiliary police. Effective July 1, 1973. 


H 621 Give Governor veto-2 


CONSTITUTION, GS 143, 120 
Introducers: Hutchins and others 


Sent to CONSTUTN 


"To amend Section 22 of Article II of the Constitution of North Carolina to give 
veto power to the Governor." Rewrites cited section to give.Governor veto power, subject 
to approval of voters at next general election. Provides that all bills and resolutions 
having passed both houses to be submitted to Governor, who may approve same by signing

into law or disapprove by returning to house in which it originated along with his objec- 
tions. Veto may be overridden by 2/3 vote of members of each house to be determined by 
yeas and nays. Bill or resolution to become law without signature if Governor does not 
return it within 10 days, unless same presented to Governor less than 10 days before 
adjournment sine die, in which case then becomes law on 30th day after adjournment. When 
bill disapproved after adjournment, Governor may convene General Assembly in extra session, 
and if Governor fails to act within 45 days majority of both houses may convene General 
Assembly by. petition. Authorizes Governor to strike or reduce items in appropriation 
bilis,: and those not objected to are nat affected. Veto power not to be applicable to 
bills whhch are subject to vote of the people. Prescribes ballot for proposed amendment. 
Powers of Governor in office when amendment ratified by General Assembly not to be altered. 


H 622 Parole eligibility at one-third GS 148 
Introducers: Mohn and R. James Sent to CORRECTN 


"To amend G.S. 148-58 to increase eligibility for parole consideration from one- 
quarter to one-third of the minimum sentence." As title indicates. Also allows eligi- 
bility for parole consideration after 15 years served if prisoner has life sentence 
(now, 10 years). Does not affect parole eligibility of prisoners with sentences imposed 
prior to-ratification. 


H 623 Auto liability insur. deductible GS 20, 58 
Introducers: R. James and Mohn Sent to INSUR 


"To permt insurance carriers to offer motor vehicle liability poltetes with 
deductible provisions." Add new subsection (1) to GS 20-279.21 providing that insurance 


| carrier may offer auto liability policy with $50 deductible for injury to property of

others and $100 deductible for bodily injury. Also authorizes exclusion "of fifty per- 
cent (50%) of the differences between the aforesaid mentioned exclusions and an amount of 
liability for damage to property or bodily injury or damages or both, not to exceed four 
hundred fifty dollars ($450).'"" Insurance carrier offering policy with deductibles must 
also offer policy without deductibles. ‘ 

Subjects person who fails to satisfy judgment against him for amount of deductibles 
to provisions of GS 20-279.13, -279.14, and -279.16 (suspension of driver's license). 


Effective Jan. 1, 1974. 


H 624 Funds to restore 'Wakefield' APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: Wynne and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds for the completion of the restoration of the Joel Lane 
House tn Raletgh." As title indicates, appropriating $40,000 from General Fund to Office 
of Archives and History, Dep't of Art, Culture and History for FYs 1973-75 for purpose. 
Effective July 1, 1973. 


H 625 No-fault choice; compar. negl. GS 20, 58 

Introducers: Arnold and others Sent to INSUR 

"To provide for freedom of choice no fault insurance and comparative negligence." 
Requires motor vehicle insurance policies to provide, without reference to fault, minimum 
benefits in event of motor vehicle accident for insured and members of family residing 
in same household, for passengers in insured's vehicle, and for pedestrians struck by 


insured's vehicle. Benefits as follows: (1) medical -- reasonable expenses in excess 
of $50 for medical services incurred within 24 months of accident up to aggregate of 
$1,500; (2) income disability -- 80% of loss of income from work for period beginning 


5 days from accident up to 26 weeks (but limit of $600 per month) or, for nonwage earner, 


up to $15 per day for same period for essential services in lieu of those injured person 
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would have perfomed without income; (3) death -- $2500 te be paid to personal representa- 
tive of insured if death results from accident. Bars coordination of benefits clause 
(providing for reduction of benefits if expenses paid by some other insurance policy). 
Authorizes insured to reject all or some of preceding coverages. Coverages not applicable 
to passenger or pedestrian if already covered under another auto insurance policy. Ex- 
cludes benefits if insured's injuries caused by his intentional self-infliction of injury, 
his driving while under the influence, or his engaging in crime whide: attempting to eiude 
apprehension by police. Specifically retains tort liability but allows insurer reim- 
bursement from tort recovery and bars subrogation of insurer to any cause of action pos- 
sible on part of insured. 

Where contributory negligence involved in action for personal injury or wrongful 
death, allows proportional reduction of damages that could have been recovered absent 
contributory negligence (now, contributory negligence would totally bar recovery). 
Similarly allows proportional contribution among several defendants according to negli- 
gence proportionally attributable to each. Effective July 1, 1974, and applicable to 
causes of action arising from that date. : 





H 626 Funds to restore Franklin house APPROPRIATION

"To appropriate funds to assist tn the restoration of the Bernard Franklin House 
tn Surry County." As title indicates, appropriating $60,000 from General Fund to Office 
of Archives and History, Dep't of Art, Culture and History, for FYs 1973-75 for purpose. 
Effective July 1, 1973.

Beginning in 
1974, school board election held on date of regular primary for county officers. 
Provides that vacancies to be filled by remaining members of school board appointing 
person for unexpired term. Members take office on first Monday in December after 
election. Provides that members elected in 1973 pursuant to Ch. 1181, SL 1969 serve 


until Dec. 1976 and present members whose terms are scheduled to expire in 1975 to have 
terms reduced to expire Dec. 1974.

"To prohtbtt hunting with firearms from the right-of-way of highways in 
Wilkes County.” Makes it unlawful to hunt animals with firearms from public roads 


in Wilkes County. Makes violation misdemeanor punishable by $50 fine and/or 30 
days imprisonment. 


H 617 Raccoon hunting in Wilkes WILKES 
Introducer: J. Brown Sent to L GOVT l 


"Relating to raccoon hunting in Wilkee County." Makes it unlawful for person 
in Wilkes County, who in closed season accompanies dogs he is training to hunt raccoons, 


to kill or attempt to kill raccoon with firearm. Makes violation punishable by fine 
of not less than $100 nor more than $250.

"To appropriate funds to the North Carolina Department of Art, Culture and 
History for continued operatton of library service to the blind and phusteatly 
handicapped of Nortn Carolina." As title indicates, appropriates $45,246 from 
General Fund to Dep"t for FY 1973-74, and same amount for 1974-75 for use of Special 
Services Division of Office of State Library. 


S 441 Animal welfare act APPROPRIATION, GS 106 

Introducer: M. Smith Sent to JUDIC 2 

"To supplement the Federal Laboratory Antmal Welfave Act (P.L. 89-544) as 
amended, to provide standards for the care of antinals in animal shelters, pounds and 
pet shops, and to regulate dealers, dog wardens, and commerctal kennels." Creates 
Animal Welfare Division in Dep't of Agriculture and Animal Welfare Committee of 7 
members. Committee to conduct hearings on licensing and adopt regulations on 
transportation, purchase and sale, euthanasia, etc., of animals. Comm'r of Agricul- 
ture to appoint director of division who may appoint inspectors to enforce act. 
Municipalities may not operate dog pound nor person an animal shelter more than 
one year without license granted by Committee. Breeders ($25 fee), operators of 
public auction or commercial kennel ($25 fee), and dealers ($100 fee) to be licensed 
within six months. Director may deny or revoke license in accordance to due process 
hearing for violations set out in act. Misdemeanor to operate pet shop, kennel,or 
public auction without license with penalty of $5-$25 for each day so operated. 
Misdemeanor to act as dealer without license with penalty of $5 to $25 or imprisonment 
up to six months, or both. Misdemearior for licensed or registered person to 
inadequately house, feed, and water animals in his custody with fine of not less than 
$5 per animal or more than total of $1000. 

No dog warden to give or sell any animal that comes within his custody to pet 
shop, dealer or research facility, and no dog warden may be granted a dealer's license. 
Violation as to seizing, impoundment, and custody of animal by warden constitutes 
misdemeanor with penalty of $50 to $100 for each animal handled in violation. Act 
not applicable to veterinarian's hospital or research facility operating under license 
from Sec'y of Agriculture. Appropriates $49,870 for FY 1973-74 and $43,000 for FY 
9974-75 to carry out act. . Effective July 1, 1973.

Ch. 55, the NC Consumer Finance Act to (1) include loans up to $2500 in coverage of 
act (now, $900); (2) to allow finance charges of up to $10 per $100 per annum on cash 
advance of $300 to $1,000 (now, that charge applicable cash advances of $300 to $600); 
(3) to add authority to charge $8 per $100 per annum on cash advances of $1,000 to 
$2,500; (4) to rewrite GS 53-173(2) to allow charge of up to $20 per $100 per annum 
on cash advances of less than $300 (now, section only concerns loans of up to $95); 
(5) to allow lender to charge amount of interest equal to that provided by general 
law for small loans on balances left owing at maturity (now, allowable charge fixed

$900) charging rates higher than those permitted by this act may not be enforced in 
NC unless legally made in that state. Effective Aug. 1, 1973.

"To dispense with the consent to the adoption of a child by a person who has 
murdered a parent of the chtld." Adds new GS 48-6.2 stating murderer of a parent 
need not be made party to adoption proceeding of that parent's child, nor shall 
murderer's consent to adoption be required. 


H 629 Selection of election boards GS 163 
Introducers: Arnold and others Sent to ELECTION 


"To amend Chapter 163 of the General Statutes to provide for the appotntment 
of the State Board of Elections and county boards of electtons and for the filling 
of vacanctes therein." Amends GS 163-19 to change process of selecting members of 
State Board of Elections when present terms expire on May 1, 1973 (Governor presently 
appoints with condition that no more than three members shall be members of same 
political party). Requires three members to be appointed by Governor from political 
party having highest number of registered voters on Jan. 1 immediately preceding date 
set for appointments and two members from party having second highest number. Provides 
members to be appointed from lists of five persons recommended by State- chairman of 


each political party if list submitted before April 20 immediately preceding date set 


for appointment. Requires vacancy to be filled from two persons recommended by 

State chairman of political party of vacating member. Rewrites GS 163-30 to provide 
four-year terms for members of county boards of elections beginning first Monday in 
March 1974 (now, two years). Sets number of members in counties with more than 14,000 
registered voters at five (now, three) with three from political party with largest 
number of registered voters and two from party with next largest. For counties with 
14,000 or less registered voters, sets number of members at three with two from largest 
party and one from next largest. Members selected by State Board of Elections from 
list of five persons recommended by county chairman of each political party if 
submitted 15 days before State Board meets to appoint county boards (now, State 
chairman recommends). Requires vacancy to be filled from two persons recommendéd 

by county chairman of political party of vacating member. 


H 631 Livestock dealers’ licensing act GS 106 
Introducer: Everett Sent to AGRICULT 


"To provide for the ltcenstng by the Department of Agriculture of ltvestock 
dealers." Adds new article 35A to GS Ch. 106 to authorize Comm'r of Agriculture to 
license livestock dealers for $2 for periods of one year. Comm'r may suspend license 
for 120 days for failure to keep required records and may revoke license for second 
violation within two years. Misdemeanor to be livestock dealer without current 
license with penalty of fine not to exceed $100 or imprisonment over 30 days. For 
second violation, penalty not to exceed $500 and/or imprisonment up to 30 days. 
Exempts from licensing person who sells or trades only livestock he has raised or 
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owns or has had in his possession for 30 days or longer or who has had livestock 
grown under contract and is not engaged in buying, selling, trading, or negotiating 
the transfer of livestock. Also exempts livestock operator selling livestock in 
compliance with Public Livestock Markets Act. Effective 30 days after ratification. 


H 632 Demand for add'l dividends GS 55 
Introducer: Rogers Sent to CORP 


"To amend G.S. 65-50 to provide that minortty shareholders, defined as the 
holder or holders of twenty percent (20%) or more of the shares of a class, may 
demand additional dividends." Adds new GS 55-50(i) (formerly part of the statute 
but. repealed in 1969) to give procedures for holders of 20% of a class that has 
received dividends less than one-third of net profits allocable to that class in a 
corporation having less than 25 shareholders, to demand payment of additional 
dividends. Sets out procedures for corporation to pay dividend or to redeem shares 
held pursuant to new GS 55-50(j). Renumbers present GS 55-50(j) and GS 55-50(k) to 
GS 55-50(k) and (1) respectively. 


H 633 .Information for tax supervisor GS 105 
Introducer: Bumgardner Sent to FINANCE 


"To amend G.S. 105-296 to clartfy the authority of the county tax supervisor 
to requtre informatton pertinent to the dtscovery or appraisal of taxable property." 
Rewrites subsection (h) of GS 105-296 to specify that county tax supervisor to require 
detailed inventory, statement of assets and liabilities, or other similar information 
from business in county only if in his opinion it is needed to obtain a full listing 
and proper valuation. Deletes parts of subsection stating such information not open 
to public inspection and setting penalty for unauthorized disclosure.

(now, dep't or agency may settle, subject to AG and Comm'n approval). Authorizes 
AG to transfer title of vehicle acquired by State in settlement of claim. 


H 636 Create estate by entireties GSA2 ol 
Introducer: Davenport Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To ereate an estate by the enttretites." Adds new article to GS Ch. 52 
providing for estates by the entireties. Estate is created when real property is 
conveyed at same time by same source to husband and wife unless face of conveyance 
shows contrary intent. Rents and profits to accrue equally but neither spouse able 
to encumber more than half without consent of other. Upon death of one spouse whole 
estate continues in other, but if death simultaneous then property is distributed 
1/2 as if one spouse survived and 1/2 as if other spouse had survived. Estate may 
be terminated by written agreement, conveyance by both spouses to themselves as 
tenants in common or severalty, joint conveyance to third persons, divorce from bed 
and board or absolutely, compulsory partition, and death. Creditors may proceed 
against whole estate for joint obligation of husband and wife; judgment against 
either spouse individually does not entitle creditor to execute against lands held 
by the entirety and owners can convey good title to such lands. Creditors of one 


spouse not entitled to right of control, use or possession of lands nor to more 
than 1/2 of income or profits. 
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H 637 Status of prop. taxes on appeal GS 105 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to FINANCE 


"To clarify the status of property taxes pending dectston on appeal to State 
Board of Assessment." Adds new clause to subsection (d) of GS 105-321 to provide 
that tax collector not to take any action to enforce collection of taxes assessed on 
property when appeal concerning such property has been taken to State Board of 
Assessment until 30 days after final decision of State Board. 


H 638 Corporate deeds without name GS 47 
Introducer: *~S. Johnson Senti:to JUDIC 2 


"To amend G.S. 47-72, a curattve statute relating to corporation deeds." 
Amends GS 47-72 to validate pre-1973 corporate deeds bearing officer's signature 
but not having corporation name affixed (now, pre-1963 deeds’ validated).

"To amend the charter of the Ctty of Greensboro as revised and reorgantzed 
by Chapter 1137 of the Session Laws of 1959, and as amended; and to exempt Ctty of 
Greensboro from provtstons of General Statutes relating to the recordation of 
certain ordinances tn the office of the register of deeds." Rewrites election 
procedures for mayor and city council to comply with new general election law of 
GS Ch. 163. Election moved to Nov. 1973, biennially thereafter. City council to 
consist of six members, elected for two-year terms. Mayor to be elected for two- 
year term. Sets out qualifications and compensation. Makes various technical 
amendments with regard to statutory references. Authorizes city manager to approve 
construction or demolition contract of up to $25,000 if sufficient appropriation in 
city budget.

"To amend G.S. 15-183 to require the State Department of Correction to assume 
full finanetal responstbtlity for persons committed for appellate safekeeping." 
Amends GS 15-183 to add provision that Dep't of Correction to bear expenses of main- 
taining in its custody person who has been sentenced to imprisonment for over 30 days 
and who has appealed sentence but has not been bailed. Specifies Dep't not to charge 
forwarding county with expense. 


S 455 Uniform judicial retirement (Iden. H 639) GS 7A, 135 
Introducer: Knox and others Sent to COURTS 
"An act to establtsh a untform judictal rettrement system." Adds new Article 4, 


"uniform Judicial Retirement Act of 1973" to GS Ch. 135. This Article provides uniform 
retirement, survivor, and disability benefits for all justices and judges of the 
General Court of Justice (GCJ), including the Administrative Officer of the Courts, 
who are serving on the effective date of Article, and is the exclusive plan for judges 
who become UJRA members thereafter. For purposes of calculating benefits under this 
Article, the prior service of a member consists of his service rendered prior to 

Jan. 1, 1974, as a justice of the Supreme Court, judge of the Court of Appeals, 

judge of the Superior Court, judge of the District Court Division of the GCJ, or as 
the Administrative Officer of the Courts. Any member who retires after he attains 

his 65th birthday or completes 24 years or more of creditable service shall receive 

an annual retirement allowance, payable monthly, computed as the sum of the following: 
4% of his final compensation multiplied by the number of years of service as an appel- 
late justice or judge; 35% of his final compensation multiplied by the number of years 
of service as a judge of the Superior Court, or as the Administrative Officer of the. 
Courts; 3% of his final compensation multiplied by the number of years of service as 

a judge of the District Court Division of the GCJ. However, no member to receive an 
initial retirement benefit less than that to which he would have been entitled if this 
Article had not been enacted. 

Members of this retirement system have the election of Beene one of the 
optional modes of allowances, actuarilly equivalent, provided for Teachers and State 
Employees under G.S. 135-5(g). All members having completed five years of creditable 
service and who are not then eligible for service retirement, become qualified to 
receive a retirement allowance for disability upon application by or on behalf of 
that member and proper certification by the medical board of mental or physical 
incapacity. This disability allowance is calculated as if the member had remained 
in service until his 65th birthday and then retired. Disability benefits are subject 
to termination upon the member's recovery before the age of 60. Early retirement 
after age 50, with appropriate reduction in retirement allowance, is also provided for. 

Survivor benefits for death before ECL EDEN SE provide for a lump sum payment 
equal to the member's final compensation (last year's salary) plus the return of the 
member's accumulated contributions, provided that if the member is over 50 and the 
designated beneficiary is the member's surviving spouse, and the spouse so elects, 
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the spouse may receive an annual allowance for life or until remarriage. The surviving 
spouse's allowance is an amount equal to 50% of the allowance paid to the member, 
immediately prior to death, reduced by 2% for each full year by which the member's age 
exceeds that of his spouse. Similar benefit available to surviving unremarried y 
spouse of retired judge. If the total benefits paid the member and surviving spouse 
do not equal the total contributions paid by the member then the balance will be paid 
to the person so designated by the member; if none, then to the member's legal repre- 
sentative. All retirement allowances under this Article shall be annually adjusted 

in accordance with the cost-of-living provisions of G.S. 135-5(o0), beginning with the 
post-retirement adjustment of July 1, 1974. All members of this system shall con- 
tribute 6% of their compensation each pay period. Contribution by the State shall be 
annually an amount sufficient to make the plan actuarily sound. Administration of 

the funds so collected shall be vested in the Boatd of Trustees of the Teachers" and 
State Employees' Retirement System. Article also contains a savings-clause for members 
who transfer to another retirement system. 

Amends Art. 1 of G3. Ch. 135, providing for transfer of funds, contributed by 
District Court judges, who are members of the TSERS. immediately prior to Jan. 1, 1974, 
from TSERS into the Uniform Judicial Retirement System. For District Court judges 
whose membership in the TSERS is ndét thereby terminated, this section insures the 
vesting of the TSERS death and disability benefits under certain circumstances.

S 463 Parole for crimes with firearm GS 148

"To tnerease the time of eltgtbility of prisoners for parole when the prisoners 
have been convicted of a felony wtth the use of a firearm." Adds new paragraph to GS 148- 
58 to provide that when person has been convicted of homicide, felonious assault, armed 
robbery, or other felony with the use of a firearm, he is not to be eligible for parole 
until has served three-quarters of sentence; if sentence is life, eligibility to begin 
after 30 years of sentence (now, eligible after one-quarter of sentence or after 10 years 
if sentence is life).

Provides comprehensive scheme for regulation 
of subdivision sales and practices. Prohibits sale, lease or offer of any lot in sub- 
division divided into 25 or more lots for dispostion as part of common promotional plan 
unless lot is registered and property report is furnished to purchaser in advance of 
signing of contract or agreement for sale. Contracts for sale of land voidable at option 
of purchaser if property report not given to purchaser 14 days prior to signing purchase 
agreement provided purchaser acts within 14 days of signing. Require sale contracts to 
carry prominent notice of this fact. 

Registration requires filing of statement of record with Sec'y of State who must 
determine that rules and requirements of Act have been met before issuing certificate of 
registration. Sec'y to issue certificate of registration or issue rejection statement 
within 60 days. After registration developer required to update statement of record with 
regard to material facts and to renew annually. 


Statement of record must contain following information: (1) names of owner and 
developer, (2) address of principal office of owner and developer and of principal office 
and all branch offices within state, (3) statement of recent business history of owner 
and developer, (4) disclosure of interests of partners,(5) information on state of cor- 
porate organization, disclosure of interests of principal officers and owners and infor- 
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mation on business activities of principal officers associated with corporation, (6) in- 
formation as to criminal activities of owner and developer or civil proceedings in which 
owner or developer has been involved, (7) legal description of land based on survey, 

(8) statement of condition of title, current to 30 days, (9) copies of instruments to be 
delivered to purchaser to evidence his interest together with price information, 

(10) b aceeae with regard to access to subdivision, sewage disposal method and other 
utilities including information on charges for improvements and improvements maintenance, 
(11) description of mortgages against subdivisions, (12) information on zoning and other 
subdivision regulations, (13) copies of governing documents developing legal entity, 
(14) copies of instrument establishing title in developer or opinions of counsel to this 
effect, current to 30 days, (15) information on easements and similar encumbrances, 

(16) approval of appropriate government agency for installation of utilities or con- 
struction of improvements, (17) financial statements as required by Sec'y of State, 

(18) description of promotional plan, (19) proposed property report, (20) copies of 
statements of record and property reports filed with federal government or with other — 
states, (21) performance bonds for certain improvements , (22) such other information as 
Sec'y may require. 

Property report, to be provided to sete po: must contain: (1) name and address 
of developer, (2) general description of subdivided land, (3) information regarding 
easements and similar encumbrances, (4) statement of use for which property intended, 

(5) information concerning proposed improvements and recreational facilities, (6) infor- 
mation on sales plan and (7) such additional information as may be required by Sec'y. 

Sec'y must approve form of property report and report may not be used or given purchasers 
before registration is effected. Sec'y may require corrections in and additions to pro- 
perty report. 

Developers prohibited from selling parcels in subdivisions subject to blanket en. 
cumbrance unless (1) all money paid to them for individual lots are escrowed and held 
until fee simple title is delivered to purchaser or developer or purchaser defaults and 
court orders distribution, or (2) fee title to subdivision is placed in trust acceptable — 
to Sec'y until blanket release obtained, or (3) bond is furnished to Sec'y. Subdivision 
mortgage required to subordinate lien of subdivision mortgagee for rights of those pur- 
chasing from developer. 

Sec'y of State given following powers and duties: (1) examine statement of record 
to determine if developer can convey good title, (2) determine if there is reasonable 
assurance that improvements will be completed, (3) assure full and fair disclosure in 
advertising, (4) determine that developer has not been involved in fraudulent sales trans- 
actions, (5) adopt rules and regulations to implement act, (6) intervene in suits brought.

"To amend the worthless check law." Adds new GS 14-107.1 through -107.3 to pro- 
vide that refusal of drawee to pay draft because of insufficient funds is prima facie 
evidence of defendant's knowledge of insufficiency of funds, unless maker or agent within 
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10 days after receiving notice that payment refused pays holder amount due and postage 
expense incurred in sending notice. Notice by certified or registered mail constitutes 
notice to maker. Registered mail's return receipt or affidavit of holder certifying date 
and address notice was mailed to maker of check is to be prima facie evidence of date 
notice was mailed. In prosecution under worthless check statute (GS 14-107), presenta- 
tion of check with drawee's notation indicating reason for dishonor is to be prima facie 
evidence of drawing, dishonor and reason for dishonoring.

"To amend G.S. 1604-226 to authorize: the City of Saltsbury to assess the 
cost of extending water and sewer lines against property to be benefited by such lines 
on an average cost basts." Amends GS 160A-226 to provide that in making special assess- 
ments against benefited property for street improvements, sidewalks, waterlines, sewer 
lines, and drainage systems, the Salisbury governing board may make annual determina- 
tion of average cost of installing water and sewer mains or lines and on the basis of 
such détermination make assessments of such average cost for following fiscal year. 
Average to include cost of projects actually completed during year in which computed. 
States purpose is to distribute costs more equitably and to permit property owner to 
know in advance what costs will be of installing lines to benefit his property.

SENATE 
S 468 Slow moving vehicle emblem (Iden. H 246) a CSG 
Introducer: Butner Sent to HY SAFTY 


"To amend G.S. 20-129.1 to requtre special reflective devices to be displayed 
on the rear of slow-moving vehicles such as farm tractors and implements of husbandry 
operated on highways." Identical with H 246, digested in Bulletin No. 17, p. 169. 


S 472 Transfer, storage of securities GS 36,25,53,33,34 
Introducer: Godwin Sent to BANKING 


"To permtt filing of securities by tssue and the establtshment and use of 
a securities clearing corporation." Amends GS 36-32 changing "stock or bonds" to 
"securities" and adds additional condition that when bank holds securities as fiduciary 
the nominee shall not have possession when securities are deposited by fiduciary in 
clearing corporation. Adds GS 36-32.1 to require trust company to keep its trust assets 
separate from assets owned by bank and to set out how other securities are to be kept. 
Rewrites GS 25-8-102(3) to define clearing corporation as one in which at least 90% of 
capital stock is held by person subject to supervision or regulation of state or federal 
banking or securities statutes and whose remaining stock is held by purchaser at or 
prior to taking corporate office. Adds new GS 53-159.1 to provide that fiduciary 
holding securities may deposit them in clearing corporation and to set out requirements 
for handling. Amends GS 33-42.1 to permit exemption from requirements of section when 
certificate of investments executed "by officer of the bank" is exhibited to superior 
court clerk and when certificate shows securities are held by fiduciary or clearing 
corporation (now, held by fiduciary that has been examined within one year). Amends 
GS 34-10 to add clearing corporation as a holder of assets that must be certified as 
holding assets to be exempt from exhibiting investments. Also amends GS 34-10 to delete 
requirement that when objections are raised to an accounting the hearing be not more 
than 30 days from date of filing objections and that notice be given to US Veterans 
Bureau and NC Dep't of Veterans Affairs by mail. Amends GS 53-47 to permit banks to 
purchase capital stock in clearing corporations. 


S 473 Transfer of federal tax liens ; GS 44 
Introducer: M. Smith Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To transfer federal tax ltens filed before October 1, 1969, tq the clerk of 
court's office." Rewrites GS 44-68.5 to transfer to clerk of court's office federal 
tax liens, and certificates and notices affecting such liens, filed before Oct. 1, 1969. 
Requires any notice being filed after ratification of act affecting a lien filed before 
Oct. 1, 1969, to be filed in office of clerk of court.

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S 474 Adopted child's birth certificate GS 48 
Introducer: M. Smith Sent it0, JUD LG@3Z 





"To require the forwarding of the birth certtficates of adopted children. to 
the of fice of the register of deeds of the county of residence of the adoptive parents." 
Rewrites subsection (c) of GS 48-29 to require State Registrar to issue copy of new 
birth certificate to register of deeds of county of adoptive parents within 30 days 
after certificate has been issued with change of name for adopted child (now, State 
Registrar prohibited from issuing copies of such certificates; to be issued only by 
State Board of Health). 


S 475 Children's Home Society funds (Iden. H 667) APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Gudger Sent to APPROPRN 


"To apprortate funds to the Children's Home Soctety of North Carolina, Ine., 
to assist in finanetng the placement in adoptive homes of children who would other- 
wise be dependent on publie support." As title indicates, appropriating $30,000 for 
FYs 1973-75 from General Fund for this purpose. Effective July 1, 1973. 


S 476 Workmen's compensation benefits GS 97 
Introducers: Staton and others Sent to MFG LBR 


"To amend the Workmen's Compensation Compensation Act regarding benefits.” 
Amends Workmen's Compensation Act to raise benefits as follows: (1) raises maximum 
rate for total incapacity under GS 97-29 to $65 per week (now $56) and total compensa- 
tion to $23,250 (now $20,000) and makes conforming change (rate for deputy sheriffs 
not changed); (2) raises maximum rate for partial incapacity under GS 97-30 to $65 
per week (now $56); (3) raises from $5,000 to $6,000 compensation for serious facial 
or head, disfigurement under GS 97-30(21), for serious bodily disfigurement under GS 
97-30(22), and for loss of part of body not otherwise compensable; (4) raises maximum 
rate for survivor's benefits under GS 97-38 to $65 per week (now $56); (5) raises limi- 
tation on total compensation under GS 97-41 to $23,250 (now $20,000); (6) raises 
maximum rate for asbestosis and silicosis under GS 97-61.5(b) and -61.6 to $65 per 
week (now $56) and total compensation to $23,250 (now $20,000). Effective for cases 
originating on and after July 1, 1973. 


S 477 Workmen's comp. if 3 employees GS 97 
Introducers: Staton and others Sent to MFG LABR 


"To amend the Workmen's Compensation Act relating to coverage of employers." 
Amends GS 97-2(1) and -13(b) to change definition of employer so that private employers 
of three or more employees (now, five) are covered by act. Effective July 1, 1973. 


S 478 Workmen's comp. medical benefits GS 97 
Introducers: Staton and others Sent to MFG LABR 


"To amend the Workmen's Compensation Act regarding medical benefits." Amends 
GS 97-25 to include rehabilitation services within coverage of act and to delete 10- 
week time limitation on provision of all medical services. Amends GS 97-27(a) to provide 
that facts discovered by hospital or hospital employees during medical examination not 
privileged. Amends GS 97-89 by striking provision limiting examination fees of physicians 
to $10 in absence of additional allowance by Industrial Comm'n. Amends GS 97-90(a) 
to include hospitals and medical facilities among those required to submit reports to 
Comm'n before collecting fees from employer or insurance carrier. Effective July 1, 197— 
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S 479 Compulsory workmen's comp. law GS 97 
Introducers: Staton and others Sent to MFG LABR 


"To anend the Workmen's Compensation Act to provtde for a compulsory work- 
men's compensation law." Amends and repeals various sections of GS Ch. 97 (Workmen's 
Compensation Act) to delete provisions allowing employers and employees to exempt 
selves from application of act. Effective July 1, 1973. 


S 480 Workmen's comp.-weekly wage GS 97 
Introducers: Staton and others Sent to MFG LABR 


"To amend the Workmen's Compensation Act regarding average weekly wage." 
Amends GS 97-2(5) changing definition of average weekly wages as it applies to minor 
who is permanently disabled or killed to substitute a wage yielding the "maximum 
weekly compensation benefit" for wage that most nearly approximates amount which 
injured employee would earn as adult. Makes technical amendment to same section. 
Effective July 1, 1973 ,and applicable only to cases originating on or after that date. 


S 487 Axle weight on feed vehicles GS 20 
Introducers: Hardison and others Sent to TRANSPRT 


"To amend G.S. 20-118.2 pertatning to axle wetght on vehtcles hauling feed." 
Adds new subsection to GS 20-118.2, relating to weight and speed variations, to pro- 
vide that poultry trucks transporting feed or feed products at speed less than 35 mph 
shall not be subject to increased weight limitations if vehicle properly licensed, 
weight does not exceed that fixed for normal speeds, and vehicle on secondary road 
which is only and shortest route providing access to state system.

H 657 (Joint Res.) Memorializing James A. Glover JOINT RES 
Introducers: Davenport and others Sent to RULES 
"Honoring the itfe and memory of James A. Glover." Honors former Nash County 


welfare director as title indicates. 


H 659 Barber's health certificate GS 86 
Introducers: Speros and Farmer Sent to HEALTH 


"To make the requirement of an annual health physteal for barbers opttonal." 
Amends GS 86-19 as title indicates. 


H 664 Jury at coroner's inquest Gor E52 
Introducers: Tart and others Sent to COURTS 


"To rewrite G.S. 152-7(2) to provide for the selection of a jury at a coroner's 
inquest." Rewrites GS 152-7(2) to provide that six jurors at coroner's inquest selected 
from at least 15 names drawn from jury box in accordance with GS 9-5 (procedure for 
drawing panel of jurors). Coroner examines jurors to assure impartial,etc. (Now, 
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coroner selects jurors by his own discretionary means.) Effective Sept. 1, 1973. 


H 665 Auto dealer respon. for agent GS 20 
Introducers: Love and Arnold Sent ‘to: JUDLC4Z 


"To amend G.S. 20-299 to make automobtle dealers responstble for acts of thetr 
salesmen whtle aeting as thetr agents." Amends subsection (a) of GS 20-299 to delete 
requirement that auto dealer approve or have knowledge of acts of salesmen before res- 
ponsible for their acts. 


H 666 Voters, areas to be incorporated CSOs 
Introducer: Harkins Sent to ELECTION 


"To provide by general law for the registration of voters in any area proposed 
for tneorporatton by the General Assembly." Adds new section to Municipal Election 
Law (GS Ch. 163, Arts 23 and 24) providing that whenever the General Assembly incorpor- 
ates a new town subject to a referendum, the county board of elections of the county 
in which the new town is located is to register voters for the referendum according 
to one of the two methods set out in the section. Method A requires the board to pre- 
pare a list of eligible voters from the registration records, to make the list avail- 
able to the public and to advertise the availability of the list. Provides that list 
is to be available for public inspection for two weeks, and that names may be added 
to the list during that time. Method B requires the board to conduct a special regis-— 
tration in the area of the new town. Under both methods, only those persons so regis- 
tered may vote in the referendum. (Art. V, Sec. 3, of NC Constitution prohibits local 
acts regarding registration of voters, thus these provisions can no longer be included 
in the local acts establishing new towns.) 






H 667 Children's Home Society funds (Iden. S 475) APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: Davis and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds to the Children's Home Soetety of North Carolina, Ine., 
to asstst tn financing the placement in adoptive homes of children who would other- ) 
wise be dependent on public support." Identical with S$ 475, digested in Senate section 
of today's Bulletin. 


H 669 Technical changes veterans law GS 165 
Introducer: DeBruhl Sent to MILITARY 


"To correct erroneous internal references in Article 4 of Chapter 165 of the 
General Statutes relating to veterans scholarship benefits." Makes technical admend- 
ment to GS 165-22(2). 


H 670 AG assistance to solicitor GSIOTAy Die 
Introducer: Arnold Sent to JUDIC 2 


__ "fo expedite justice in North Carolina by authortzing the Attorney General to 
provide prosecutortal assistance upon request of the solicitor." Establishes Special 
Prosecution Division within Office of Attorney General. Attorneys assigned to office to } 
be available, upon request, to assist solicitors in prosecution of criminal cases; alsa 


to serve as legal advisers to SBI and PIN and perform other duties assigned by AG. (For 
related bill see H 671, immediately below.) 


H 671 Funds for AG aid to solicitors GS 7A, 114, APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Arnold DEN twton IUD LCs 


"Appropriating funds to the Department of Justice for the establishment of a 
spectal prosecution diviston within the Attorney General's office." Appropriates 
$82,798 for each year of the 1973-75 biennium as title indicates. Attorneys assigned. 
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to special prosecution division may prosecute cases when requested by solicitor and AG 
approves and may serve as legal advisers to SBI and PIN. (For related bill see H 670 
immediately above.) 


H 672 Three year limit for tort claims GSile3 
Introducer: Davenport Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To extend the limttation on tort clatms to three years from accrual thereof." 
Amends GS 143-299 to make statute of limitations for tort claims against State dep'ts, 
institutions, or agencies three years (now, two years). Retains two year limit for 
wrongful death claim. 


H 673 Landlord-tenant law-2 GS 42, 42A 
Introducers: Frye and others Sent torJUDEC o1 


"To enact the Untform Restdenttal Landlord and Tenant Act." This bill is 
digested at end of today's Bulletin. 


H 679 Specialty licensure of dentists GS 90 
Introducer: Farmer Sent to HEALTH 


"Amending Article 2 of Chapter 90 of the General Statutes with regard to 
spectalty ltcensure of denttsts." Adds new GS 90-29.4 prohibiting dentist from prac- 
ticing in specialty unless licensed in specialty by NC Board of Dental Examiners. 

Sets out following specialties: oral surgery, orthodontics, pedodontics, periodontics, 
prosthodontics, oral pathology, endodontics and dental public health. Authorizes 
board to withdraw licenses it grants (may not withdraw licenses now held). To qual- 
ify for specialty license person must (1) have dentist license (2) meet educational 
and training requirements for specialty as set by board and (3) pass exam given by 
board. Provides, however, that licensed dentist practicing specialty prior to act 
shall by given specialty license. Makes holders of specialty licenses subject to 
disciplinary actions set out in GS 90-41 and permits specialty license holder to 
surrender such license and resume general practice. Adds new GS 90-39 (2) to set $150 
fee for specialty license exam and amends present GS 90-39 (2) (renumbered (3)) to 
provide for $50 fee for renewal of license. Amends GS 90-39 to eliminate payment of 
renewal general practice license fee if specialty fee renewal is paid. Amends GS 90-41 
(£) to add specialty license to those subject to disciplinary action and amends GS 90- 
-41.1 to make hearings provision apply to action concerning holder of specialty license. 


H 682 Raise fee for jurors GS 7A 
Introducers: V. James and others Sent to COURTS 


"To raise fees for jurors to twenty dollars per day." Amends GS 7A-312 to 
Fatse fee for jurors: from $8.to $20 per day. 


LOCAL BILLS INTRODUCED 


SENATE 


S 464 Columbus county police created (Iden. H 687) COLUMBUS 
Introducer: Williamson Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To quthorize the creation of a Board of Publte Safety of Columbus County, 
and to establish a county police force for satd county." Creates the Columbus County 
Public Safety Comm'n composed of 5 members appointed by General Assembly to terms of 
four years (except first terms staggered). General Assembly designates chairman who 
is voting member. Members to receive same per diem compensation as that of Columbus 
Comm'rs. 

Comm'n to appoint chief of county police and no more than 10 policemen and 
employ jailer and similar personnel. Policemen serve at pleasure of Comm'n, must be 
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or become county residents, and have general law enforcement powers within County. 
Repeals act establishing Columbus County Bureau of Identification and assigns 
identification responsibilities to county police. Provides that primary duty of 
sheriff is civil process and authorizes sheriff to have three deputies and one court 
officer. Chief of police may call upon sheriff to aid in criminal matters. 
Act also provides that Comm'n to be appointed before May 1, 1973, directs it 
to elect chief of police before Oct. 1, 1973, and set standards of qualifications 
for police officers. 


S 465 Lake Waccamaw town jurisdiction (Iden. H 686) COLUMBUS 
Introducer: Williamson Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To authorize the governing board of the Town of Lake Waccamaw to exerctse all 
of the powers granted by Chapter 160A, Article 19, of the General Statutes within 2,000 
feet inland around the boundartes of Lake Waccanaw." Provides that Ch. 160A planning, 
subdivision regulation, and zoning powers may be exercised by Town of Lake Waccamaw 
within one mile of town limits and for lands within 2,000 feet of high water mark 
around the entire body of Lake Waccamaw. 


S 466 Validate Monroe school bd vote UNION 
Introducer: Garrison Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To validate the election of the members of the Monroe City Board of Educa- 
tion." Ratifies and confirms Feb. 1973 election of Drew, Huffman, Orr, and Pierce 
to Monroe school board. 


S 467 Bertie comm'rs pay increase BERTIE 
Introducer: Harrington Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To tnerease the compensation of the chatrman and members of the board of 
commtsstoners of Bertie County." Sets compensation of $125 per month for chairman 
and $100 per month for comm'rs. Effective July 1, 1973. 


S 469 High Point promotion funds GUILFORD 
Entroducer: L.. Smith Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To amend Chapter 209 of the 1963 Sesston Laws authorizing the City of High 
Point to appropriate and expend funds for advertising and promoting the City of High 


Point." Raise amount that may be spent for such purposes from $2,500 to $10,000. 
S 470 High Point construction contracts GUILFORD 
introducer: <lce Smith Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To anend Chapter 383 of the 1955 Sesston Laws, relating to the purchase of 
suppltes, materials, equipment and construction contracts by the City of High Point." 
Raises from $2,500 to $5,000 maximum value of contract for indicated purposes which 
may be awarded by informal bid process; contracts above that amount subject to adver- 


tising requirements. Allows deposit for public contract to be in form of cashier's 
check. 


S 471 Listing of mineral interests (Iden. H 678) CHEROKEE, CLAY, GRAHAM, 
Introducer: Taylor HENDERSON , MACON 
Sent to LOC GOVT 


"Amending G.S. 1-42.2(d) dealing with otl, gas and mineral interests, so as to 
make tt applicable to Cherokee, Clay, Grahan, Henderson, and Macon Counties." As title 
indicates, amends GS 1-42.2(d) to make named counties subject to statute which requires 
all oil, gas, or mineral interests severed from surface fee simple within two years after 
Nov. 1, 1971, to be listed for ad valorem taxes in order to be effective against surface 
fee simple owner. | a 
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S 481. St. Pauls’ school board vote ROBESON 
Introducer: Britt Sent to LOC GOVT 


"Rewriting Secttons 4 and 5, Chapter 785, Session: Laws of 1953, relating to 
election of school board members of the Sted Pauls City School Board, as amended by Chapter 
452 Sesston Laws of 1955." Revises local acts dealing with St. Pauls school board. Pro- 
vides board of six members to serve terms of six years beginning with election of Nov. 
1975. Election to be nonpartisan and by simple plurality. Provides that terms of in- 
cumbent members due to expire in Feb. 1974 are extended until their successors are elected 
in 1975; terms of incumbent members due to expire in Feb. 1975 extended until successors 
elected in Nov. 1977; terms of incumbent board members due to expire in Feb. 1976 ex- 
tended until successors elected in Nov. 1979.

DIGEST OF HOUSE PUBLIC BILL H 673 


H 673 Landlord-tenant law-2 Goa 2 2aek 
Introducers: Frye and others Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To enact the Untform Restdential Landlord and Tenant Act." Repeals GS Ch. 42 
(but preserves rights enforceable under that Ch. arising before propesed Act effective) 
and adds new GS Ch. 42A. Bill parallels H 596 and S$ 431, digested in Bulletin No. 42, 
p. 386, but generally expands rights and remedies of tenants as follows (only more sig- 
nificant differences are highlighted). Provides Chapter applicable to rental agree- 
ments for any dwelling unit within State (H 596 applicable only where residential real 
property contains five or more dwelling units and specifically not applicable to public 
housing) and does not exclude rental agreement covering premises used by occupant prim- 
arily for agricultural purposes (H 596 does so exclude). Adds requirement that foreign 
landlords obtain permission from Sec'y of State to transact business in state or not 
have access to state courts and be subject to monetary penalty. Allows actual damages 
and reasonable attorney's fees to tenant if landlord deliberately uses rental agreement 
containing provisions known by him to be prohibited as well as states such provisions 
unenforceable (H 596 silent on point of damages and fees). Adds proviso that rental 
agreement or related instruments may not permit receipt of rent without landlord com- 
plying with enumerated duties in maintaining fit premises. Limits security deposit to 
amount equivalent to one month's rent and requires interest to be paid if landlord rents 
six or more dwelling units, and requires return of security deposit (less damages, etc.) 
within 14 days from end of tenancy (30 days under H 596). Directs sign containing name 
and address of owner and manager of premises to be posted on outer portion of all single 
family dwellings and in conspicuous, central location of every multiple dwelling. Gen- 
erally imposes stricter standards on landlord to maintain fit premises. Authorizes ten- 
ant to recover damages and obtain injunctive relief for noncompliance by landlord with 
rental agreement or duties in maintaining fit premises with no mention of exception con- 
tained in H 596 where landlord affirmatively demonstrates due diligence in efforts to 
remedy noncompliance and failed to comply due to circumstances beyond his control. 
Allows reasonable attorney's fees if noncompliance is wilful. Adds provisions for 
self-help by tenant for minor defects and for obtaining substitute housing in event land- 
lord fails to provide heat or other similar essential services. Authorizes tenant to 
vacate premises and terminate rental agreement in case of fire or other casualty with 
no mention of absence of wilful misconduct on tenant's part. Contains no provision 
for disposition of tenant's abandoned property. Adds article to prohibit retaliatory 
conduct by landlord when tenant complains to gov't agency of building or housing code 
violations or to landlord concerning security deposit provisions or when tenant joins 
tenants’ union or similar organization, but specifically preserves right of landlord 
to bring action for possession if building or housing code violation caused by tenant, 
if tenant defaults in rent, or if compliance with building or housing code requires 
major alteration which would effectively deprive tenant of use of dwelling unit. Gen- 
erally requires more advance notice to tenant as to various matters affecting tenancy. 
Effective July 1, 1973, and applicable to all agreements entered into or extended or 
renewed after that date.

"Entering into and enacting the Southern Growth Poltetes Agreement." Creates 


Southern Growth Policies Board composed of five members (Governor, his two appointees, 
two members of legislature) from each state entering agreement (southern and border 
States are eligible). Board to study and recommend policies and programs and establish 
regional objectives. Provides for executive committee and executive director. Pro- 
vides formula for allocation of appropriation requests among member states. Author- 
izes member state to designate board as agent for multi-state land use planning. . 
Agreement effective only when adopted by at least five of eligible states, (Membership 
until Dec. 31, 1973 possible by action of Governor alone.) 


S 492 Regulate parking on city land GS 160A 
Introducer: Rhyne Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To permtt muntetpal government to regulate parking on ctty+owned property." 
Adds new paragraph to GS 160A-302 to give cities authority to regulate and control 
parking of vehicles on city-owned or leased property. Makes violation of ordinance 
adopted pursuant to this authority a misdemeanor punishable by fine of up to $l. 


S 494 Funds to restore Franklin house (Iden. H 626) APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Folger Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds to asstst in the restoration of the Bernard Franklin 
House in Surry County." Identical with H 626, digested in Bulletin No. 43, p. 398. 


S 497 Detention public drunks (Iden. H 39) GS 14 
Introducer: Bahakel Sent to JUDIC 2 
"To permit detention of public drunks in certain ctreunstances." Identical 


with H 39, digested in Bulletin No. 5, p. 38. 


S 498 Fees for title registration GS 43, 161 
Introducer: M. Smith SentitonLoG Gove 


"To amend the fees for registration of land title." Amends GS 43-5 (fees of 
officers in proceedings to register land titles) to raise fee to register of deeds 
for copying plot on registration book to $3 for first page and $2 for each additional 
page (now, $1 total), to establish fee of $3 for first page and $2 for each additional 
page for recording new certificates, and to raise fee for noting entries and memoranda 
to 50¢ for each entry (now, 25¢ total). Effective July 1, 1973.

S 499 Change commercial code filing fees GS 25 
Introducers: M. Smith and others * Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To amend Uniform Commerctal Code filing fees." Amends GS 25-9-403(5) (fees 
for continuation statement) and -405(1) (financing statement disclosing security 
interest in collateral) to raise fee to $5 for filing when on standard size form’ (now, 
$2 for -403(5) and $3 for -405(1) and to raise from $3 to $6 the minimum charge up 
to 3 pages. Amends GS 25-9-404(1)) (termination statement), -405(2) (statement of 
assignment), and -406 (statement of release of collateral) to raise from $2 to $4 the 
fee for filing on standard size form, and from $3 to $6 the minimum charge for up to 
3 pages. Amends GS 25-9-407(2) (certificate of financing statement on file) to raise 
fee from $2 to $5. Repeals GS 25-9-404(3) setting a $1 fee for filing termination 
statement. Effective July 1, 1973. ; ! : , 


S 500 Register of deeds duties, fees GS 161 
Introducers: M. Smith and others , Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To repeal eertain sections of Chapter 161 of the North Carolina General 
Statutes." Repeals GS 161-11 (allowing per diem to register of deeds acting as clerk 
to board of county comm'rs), GS 161-12 (directing register of deeds apply for instru- 
ments admitted to probate and their fees), and GS 161-13 (penalizing clerk for failure 
to deliver instruments and fees applied for by register of deeds). 


S 501 Register of deeds uniform fees | GS 161 
Introducers: M. Smith and others Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To amend the regtster of deeds uniform fee schedule." Amends GS 161-10 to 
raise registers of deeds fees as follows: $3 for first page and $2 for additional 
pages for instruments generally (now, $2 for first page and $1 for additional); $8 for 
marriage licenses (now, $5); $10 for plat (now, $5); $1 for acknowledgements (now, 
50¢); $1 for certifying probate instruments (now, 50¢); $5 for administering and 
recording notary oaths (now, $1). Adds $5 fee for issuing delayed marriage certificate 
and for preparation of documents concerned with legitimations, and $2 fee for certified 
copies of death, birth, or marriage documents. Deletes provision for $2 fee for 
recording federal tax liens or discharge certificates. Effective July 1, 1973. 


S 502 Excise stamp tax GS LOS sLoy 
Introducers: M, Smith and others Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To anend certain provistons of Article 8F of Chapter 105 of the North Carolina 
General Statutes relating to the Excise Stamp Tax on conveyances." Rewrites Art. 
8E of GS Ch. 105, relating to excise tax on realty transfers, to (1) include trustees 
and other fiduciaries in coverage of law, (2) include all transactions in which no 
money changes hands (now, only those in which money does not pass from buyer to 
seller), (3) include value on lien on property in amount taxed, and (4) authorize 
register of deeds to require affadavit of person presenting instrument for registra 
tion as to true value of property. Effective July 1, 1973. ; 


S 503 Protection of the elderly GS 108 
Introducer: M. Smith i Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To be known as the Protection. of the Elderly Act." Adds new Art. 6 to 
GS Ch. 108 to provide protective services to, or guardians for, elderly infirm 
persons. Defines terms including "elderly infirm person", which includes any 
person over 60 who temporarily or permanently is neither physically nor mentally 
capable of providing himself with necessities of life. Requires county director of 
social services to investigate reports of abused or neglected elderly infirm persons 
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and assist in obtaining physical examination. If person refuses exam without 

good and reasonable cause, director authorized to petition for court order to have 
person examined. Provides for protective services (defined as services which provide 
for necessities of life, such as medical care, food, etc.) to be arranged by director 
depending on results of exam and provides hearing procedure if services refused. 
Contains special provisions if exam reveals danger of immediate death. Provides for 
appointment of guardian if appropriate. 


S 504 Closing of public ways Coats 
Introducer: M. Smith Sent to. JUDIG +2 


"To amend G.S. 153-9(17) relating to closing publtc ways." Conforms reference 
in GS 153-9(17), which gives town boards authority to close streets, with provisions 
giving similar authority to county comm'rs, by applying authority to "street or 
road or portion thereof" (now, "roads, streets, or public ways"). Defines "street" 
to include alleys and lanes. 


Sm D0 Dee NO esoLt drink tax om juices GS 105 
Tntroducer:. M. Smith Sent to FINANCE 


"To exempt frozen and unfrozen natural fruit jutce and natural vegetable 
jutce concentrate from the soft drink tax." Rewrites definition of "base products" 
in GS 105-113.44(1) to exclude frozen and specifically unfrozen liquid natural fruit 
juice and vegetable juice concentrates from definition (and thus from tax). Deletes 
last sentence from GS 105-113.44(18) which specifically excluded those juices 


from definition of "soft drink syrups and powders.'' Effective July 1, 1973. 
S 512 (Joint Res.) Colonial Edenton celebration JOINT RES 
Introducers: Godwin and Harrington (Iden. H 720) Passed 2nd and 3nd readings 


"Commemorating the celebration of the Btenntal Pilgrimage of Colonial

Assembly and the public to attend." As title indicates. 


S 513 (Senate Res.) Memorializing Golden Knights SENATE RES 
Introducers: Raynor and Henley Passed 2nd and 3rd readings 


"Honoring the memory of fourteen Golden Knights, of the United States Army 


parachute team." As title indicates, honoring parachutists who crashed on Mar. 8,

"Eeempting licensed physicians from ctvil or ertminal ltabtltty for 
refusing to perform or to cause to be performed any abortion tn North Carolina." 
As title indicates. 


S 518 1969 local bonds changes Goma 6059159 
Introducer: Staton Sent to FINANCE 


"To modify the provisions of G.S. 160-389 and G.S. 159-64 as applted to 
the bonds authorized during the year 1969 extending the time within which such bonds 
may be issued." Amends GS 160-389 to extend to seven years period of time local 
bonds may be issued in conformance with bond ordinance (now, five years). Amends 
GS 159-64 (which becomes effective July 1, 1973) to same effect. Act applies 
only to bonds authorized during 1969. 
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S 523 Levy and release-refund changes GS 105 
Introducer: Knox Sent. to FINANCE 


"To make clarifying anendments to the levy and release-refund provtstons 
of the Machinery Act of 1971." Amends GS 105-366 to allow tax collector to levy 
on or attach property of merchant making wholesale transfer prior to 30 days after 
transfer. Amends GS 105-380 to include attorneys fees among costs which may be 
recovered where taxes have been improperly released. Amends GS 105-381 to allow 
taxpayer to request release from tax liability before paying tax and to require 
governing body to act on request for release or refund within 90 days. Taxpayer 
required to pay tax before suing for release. Amends GS 105-355 to provide that 
lien attaches as of time of listing for appraisal rather than time of listing 
for taxation. 


S 524 (Joint Res.) Endorsing Nat'l Peanut Week JOINT RES 
Introducers: V. White and others (Iden. H 725) Passed 2nd and 3rd readings 


"Recognizing and endorsing the second week of March as National Peanut 
Week." As title indicates.

H 688 Southern growth policies act (Iden. S 489) GS. 143, 113 
Introducer: Whichard Sent to FED COOP 


"Entering into and enacting the Southern Growth Poltetes Agreement." 
Identical with S 489, digested in Senate section of today's Bulletin. 


H 689 (Joint Res.) Wildlife comm'n study hunt course JOINT RES, GS 113, 143 
Introducers: McDaniel and others Sent to WILDLIFE 


"Requesting the North Carolina Wildlife Commtssion to study the feasibility 
of requtring that all new applicants for hunting licenses must first pass a hunting 
safety course." As title indicates; report to be made to Speaker of House and 
President of Senate by Feb. 1 of next year General Assembly meets. 


H 690 No trash on roads in city GS 14 
Introducers: Powell and others Sent to JUDIC 2 


"Making the present statute prohibiting the placing of trash on the right- 
of-way of a public road applicable to public roads in incorporated municipalities." 
Amends GS 14-399 as title indicates; violation is misdemeanor punishable by $10 
to $200 fine and/or 30 days imprisonment. 


H 692 Axle weight on feed vehicles (Iden. S 487) GS 20 
Introducers: Baker and others Sent to ROADS 


"To amend G.S. 20-118.2 pertaining to axle wetght on vehtele hauling feed." 
Identical with S 487, digested in Bulletin No. 46, p. 423. 


H 697 Amend teacher tenure act GSariS 
Introducer: Tart Sent to EDUCATN 


_ "To amend G.S. 115-142, the Teacher Employment and Dismissal Act, in order to 
make tt more workable and to eliminate ambiguities." Makes following amendments to 
teacher tenure act, GS 115-142: (1) Redefines "demote" so that reduction in compensation 
in conjuction with elimination of special duties (such as a coach) is not a demotion. 
(2) Redefines "teacher" as "person who holds at least a current, not expired, Class A 
certificate or a regular, not provisional or expired, vocational certificate...whose 
major responsibility is to teach or directly supervise teaching, and who is employed to 
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fill a full-time, permanent. position." (3) Authorizes school board to maintain pre- 
employment file on teachers which need not be made available to the teacher. Data 
placed in pre-employment file may not be introduced at a dismissal hearing. (4) Requires 
board to give teacher written notice of its decision on tenure. If board votes to grant 
tenure, it may not later change decision but must proceed under dismissal procedure. 
(5) Defines year, in computing time as probationary teacher, to be not less than 120 work 
days. (6) Provides that tenured teacher who resigns from school system may be reemployed, 
within 5 years, as a tenured teacher and shall not serve more than a one-year probationary 
period. (7) Tenured teacher who is granted a leave of absence shall continue as a tenured 
teacher if he returns to his position at the end of the leave. (8) Reduces availibility 
of "administrative tenure'’ from all administrators except superintendents to only princi- 
pals and supervisors of teaching in the central office. (9) Rewrites GS 115-142(e) (1) (f) 
to authorize dismissal or demotion for "Habitual and excessive use of alcohol or non- 
medical use of a controlled substance as defined in Article 5 of Chapter 90." (10) Adds 
as basis for dismissal "Failure to maintain one's certificate in a current status." 
(11) Provides that if teacher dismissed because of reduction in staff is offered a position 
for which he is certified and refuses it, his name is removed from priority list. 
(12) Amends GS 115-142(f) to add as basis for suspension inadequate performance that 
creates an emergency situation, but board must provide notice and hearing before teacher 
is suspended. (13) Reduces response times in dismissal procedure in numerous places. 
(14) Reduces from 40 to 30 the number of preemptory challenges by teacher and super- 
intendent to Professional Review Committee. (15) Permits teacher to request immediate 
review by school board rather than a preliminary review by panel of Professional Review 
Committee. (16) Requires private hearing. (17) Permits both teacher and superintendent to 
have full procedural rights in hearing before board. (18) Permits board to subpoena both 
people and papers (now, only persons). (19) Requires board to pay for not more than 5. 
witnesses (now, 10) and not to pay for any witness who resides in the county or is an 
employee of the board, unless the employee loses compensation because he was subpoenaed. 
(20) Requires board to provide for making a transcript (now, requires transcript) and to 
give free to teacher if he requests it. (21) Provides that teacher should give notice of 
not less than 30 work days before resigning (now, 45 calendar days). (22) Requires board 
to give notice of not less than 30 work days to probationary teacher that his contract 
will not be renewed. 


H 709 Repeal teacher contract law (Iden. S 420) GS 115 
Introducer: Campbell Sent to EDUCATN 


"To repeal G.S. 115-142 relating to contracts with teachers, prinetpals, and 
other professtonal employees; termination of contracts; continuing contracts; notice." 
Identical with S 420, digested in Bulletin No. 41, p. 3/7. 


H 710 Local bond law changes ; Gs 31 5 59 Se LOJA. 
Introducers: Harkins and others Sent to L GOVT 2 


"To amend Chapter 780 of the 1971 Sesston Laws, tn order to make technical 
amendments to Subchapter IV of G.S. Chapter 159, as enacted by Chapter 780, and to 
make corresponding amendments to existing chapters of the General Statutes." Makes 
a series of amendments to those portions of GS Ch. 159 dealing with the borrowing 
of money. Conforms the chapter to the definition of "debt" in Art. V, Sec. 4(5) of 
Constitution, effective July 1, 1973, which includes revenue bonds in debt but 
excludes long-term contracts not involving the borrowing of money. Clarifies 
definitions as follows: (1) adds metropolitan water districts to "unit'' for purposes 
of Art. 4 and to "municipality" for purposes of Art. 5, and conforms the metropolitan 
water district act (GS Ch. 162A, Art. 4) to GS Ch. 159; (2) deletes watershed 
improvement districts from definition of "unit" in Art. 4, as such districts do not 
possess power of taxation; (3) defines "unit'’ for purposes of Arts. 7, 8, 9, and 


11. Corrects a number of typographical errors. Adds bond anticipation and tax 
and revenue anticipation notes to a number of sections where such notes were inadver- 


tently omitted. Supplies a number of other omissions, in order to continue existing law 
unchanged. Corrects language in a number of sections to conform to financial usage. 
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Restricts the repeal of inconsistent local acts in GS 159-43(b) to those 
provisions of such acts that are inconsistent instead of entire act, and adds a 
similar repeal to GS 159-80. (Art. V, Sec. 4(1) of Constitution, effective July l, 
1973, prohibits local acts relating to borrowing of money, and these repeals 
implement that provision.) Rewrites GS 159-48 to list in detail purposes for which 
bonds may be issued, and conforms GS 159-49 to this change. Amends GS 159-61 to 
(1) restrict more narrowly the times during which bond referenda may not be held, 
(2) conform the ballot title to present usage, and (3) correct a misprint in the 
required statement of result of the referendum. Adds paragraph to GS 159-88 to 
provide that revenue bond orders are not subject to local act or general law : 
procedures regarding adoption of ordinances. (There is identical provision already, 
in GS 159-57, relating to general obligation bond orders.) Amends GS 159-122 to 
provide for maximum maturities of bond issues not involving capital projects. 
Amends GS Ch. 159, Art. 9, to clarify power of Local Government Comm'n to approve 
note issues. Amends GS Ch. 159, Art. 11, to make clear that the civil liability 
of a person violating the chapter does not depend upon prior criminal conviction 
for same violation. Amends hospital district law (GS Ch. 131, Art. 13C) to conform 
it to GS Ch. 159. Adds several provisions to Ch. 780, SL 1971, to provide for 
bond orders and issues in process on July 1, 1973. 


H 711 Seizing auto for liquor violation GS 18A 
Introducer: Love Sent to ABC 


"To amend G.S. 18A-21 concerning the setzure of vehicles carrytng non-tax 
paid ltquor or equtpment for tts maintenance." Amends GS 18A-21 to include convey- 
ances containing non-tax paid liquor or liquor making equipment and materials among 
items subject to seizure or forfeiture, whether conveyance occupied, unoccupied, 
moving, or parked at time of discovery (now, limited to cases when unlawful 
transportation involved). 


H 712 Notice of new ABC permit | GS 18A 
Introducer: Love Sent to ABC 


"To amend G.S. 18A-15(12) concerning nottfieation by the State Board of 
Alcoholie Control to local tax officials and A.B.C. enforcement officers when a 
new permit ts issued." Adds new sentence to GS 18A-15(12) to require State ABC 
Board to notify county/city tax collector as well as county ABC officer when ABC 
permit issued within respective county/city. Effective Jan. 1, 1974. 5 


H 713 Transport 5 gal. liquor statewide GS 18A 
Introducer: Love Sent to ABC 


"To authorize the transportation of up to five gallons of alcoholic beverages 
on a statewide basts." Amends GS 18A-28 to delete provision making it applicable 
only to certain counties (thus, authorizing transportation of up to 5 gallons of 
liquor anywhere within state if proper permit obtained). Effective Julveliylo7s* 


H 715 Cities in manpower programs GS 160A 
Introducer: S. Johnson Sent to L GOVT 1 


"To authorize municipalities to partietpate in communtty actton and manpower 
prograns." Amends GS 160A-492 (authorization for local governing bodies to partici- 
pate in and spend funds for human relations programs) to include authorization for 
participation in and expenditures for community action and manpower programs. 


H 7/716 Meeting for new city council GS 160A 
Introducer: S. Johnson Sent to L GOVT 1 


"To provide for the organizational meeting of newly elected city councils." 
Amends GS 160A-68 to provide that organizational meetings of new city council is 
to be first meeting in December after results of election certified (now, first 
regular meeting after regular city election). 
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H 718 Workmen's comp.-lung disease GS 97 
Introducer: Twiggs Sent to INSUR 


"To amend Article 1 of Chapter 97 of the General Statutes of North Caroltna 
and to substitute a new article therefor." Adds new subsection to GS 97-53 (listing 
of occupational diseases for purposes of Workmen's Compensation Act) to provide 
that disease of lungs or respiratory tract resulting in disability or death to 
paid member of fire dep't presumed to be result of inhaling noxious fumes or 
poisonous gases in course of employment, unless contrary shown by competent evidence. 
Effective June 1, 1973. 


H 719 (Joint Res.) Honor Howells' anniversary JOINT RES 
Introducer: Frye Sent to RULES 
"Honortng Mr. and Mrs. Clifton O'Neal Howell on the occasion of thetr 50th 
wedding anniversary." As title indicates. 
H 720 (Joint Res.) Colonial Edenton celebration é JOINT RES 


Introducers: V. James and S. White (Iden. S 512) Sent to RULES 


"Commemorating the celebratton of the Btenntal ptlgrimage of Colontal Edenton 
and Countrystde, and inviting the members of the North Carolina General Assembly and 
the publte to attend." As title indicates. 


H 721 Inventory tax credit-2 GS 105 
Introducers: Thomas and others - Sent to FINANCE 


"To provide a credit against the state income taxes due by corporations, 
individuals, and estates and trusts for ad valorem taxes paid on tnventories to 
counttes and muntctpaltttes." Amends GS 105-130.5(a) (listing additions to federal 
taxable income necessary to determine state net income) to include ad valorem taxes 
credited against State income tax. Adds new GS 105-130.22 allowing credit against 
manufacturing corporation income tax for ad valorem taxes paid on inventories. 


Credit to be 10% in 1973 and an additional 10% each succeeding year until credit 

is 100% in 1982. Adds new GS 105-151.1 and GS 105-161(k) making similar provisions 
for manufacturing businesses and estates/trusts respectively. Provides for payment 
of appropriate income tax if property tax refunded. Effective Dec. 30, 1973. 


H 725 (Joint Res.) Endorsing Nat'l Peanut Week JOINT RES 
Introducers: Everett.and others (Lden.. S524) Sent to AGRICULT 


"Reeogntaing and endorstng the second week of March as National Peanut 
Week." As title indicates. :

S 490 Kings Mtn. Lake Authority CLEVELAND 
Introducer: Mauney Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To provide for the establishment of the Kings Mountain Lake Authority." 
Empowers comm'rs of Kings Mountain to establish Kings Mountain Lake Authority 
consisting of seven residents appointed for staggered terms. Provides for initial 
meeting of Authority and election of chairman, vice-chairman, and secretary from 
membership (but secretary can be city employee). Allows Authority to secure 
(with approval of comm'rs) lands and waters within Buffalo Creek Water Reservoir 
area for public recreation and to undertake related activities and make other 
recommendations. Authorizes comm'’rs to make contributions to Authority for operational 


aye 


expenses, and allows Authority to accept grants or donations from persons or 
governmental agencies. Contains budgeting provisions. Extends Kings Mountain 
police jurisdiction to include all land within 3,000 feet of high water mark of 
Kings Mountain Buffalo Creek Water Reservoir, and within all rights in land owned 
by city or Authority, wherever located. 


S 491 High Point police retirement GUILFORD 
Introducer: L. Smith Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To amend Chapter 496 of the 1955 Sesston Laws, as amended, relating to 
the penston fund for the rettrement and disability of members of the police depart- 
ment of the City of Htgh Potnt." Amends local act relating to High Point Police 
retirement to provide that city to contribute to retirement fund an amount based 
on city's contribution to Local Governmental Employees Retirement System and to 
provide that full time members of the force shall receive, upon termination of 
service, benefits equal to those received by members of the Local Governmental 
Employees Retirement System, exclusive of employer-paid lump sum death benefits. 
Also deletes provision which placed chairman of city's law and order committee on 
board of examiners for system. 


S 493 Kinston noncontiguous annexation LENOIR 
Introducer: Hardison Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To provtde for voluntary annexatton by the €ity of Kinston of areas, 
territories, or subdivistons not contiguous to the muntctpal boundaries of the City 
of Kinston." Allows owners of areas in Lenoir County not within any municipality 
and whose property not contiguous to City of Kinston to petition Kinston for 
annexation, but closest point of area must be not more than two miles from town 
limits. In case of subdivision, petition to be signed by all owners of property 
within subdivision. Requires two public hearings on question of annexation and 
states City Council must find annexation will serve public health, safety, and 
welfare of city and area to be annexed and municpal services can be provided to 
area same as within town limits. Limits total area of all noncontiguous portions 
annexed to 25% of total area of Kinston wherein City Hall located. States total 
area annexed may be included at only 40% of normal rate for purposes of population 
density or character of any larger area to be annexed in future. 


S 495 Transylvania county manager TRANSYLVANIA 
Introducers: Taylor and Wilkie Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To amend Chapter 922 of the Session Laws of 1969." Repeals provisions 
designating Chairman of Board of County Commissioners of Transylvania County as 
county manager, establishing salary for that post, and making mileage allowance for 
chairman/manager. 


S 496 Limit firing guns in Forsyth FORSYTH 
Introducer: Bagnal Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To prohibit the discharge of all firearms in residential areas of Forsyth County. 
Prohibits discharging firearm in Forsyth County within 300 yards of residence ordinarily 
used as place of habitation. Violation is misdemeanor punishable by fine of $25 to $100 
and/or imprisonment not over 90 days. Effective 30 days after ratification. 


S 506 Wait for Robeson marriage license ROBESON 
Introcucers  -Rrier Sent to LOC GOVT

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departments by 1975; second phase was Executive Organization Act of 1971, which 
grouped most state agencies into 19 principal dep'ts.) Because of length and com- 
plexity of this bill, its provisions applicable to all agencies are digested here, 
while portions dealing with particular departments are enumerated and characterized 
but not digested. 

Follewing general provisions deal with all of executive branch except higher 
education: Standardizes nomenclature for all elements of State gov't: "board," 
"commission," "council," etc. Prescribes internal subunits of each principal 
dep't to be (in descending order) division (now, office), section, branch, and unit, 
which are headed by director, chief, head, and supervisor, respectively. Provides 
for 17 (now, 19) principal state dep'ts as follows: Dep't of Secretary of State, 
State Auditor, State Treasurer, Public Education, Justice, Agriculture, Labor, 
Insurance, Administration, Transportation (now, Transportation and Highway Safety), 
Natural and Economic Resources, Human Resources, Correction (now, Social Rehabili- 
tation and Control), Commerce, Revenue, Cultural Affairs (now, Art, Culture and 
History), and Military and Veterans Affairs (omits from present dep't list Office 
of Governor and Office of Lieutenant Governor, and occupational licensing boards 
continue unaffected). Makes each principal dep't a continuation of its component 
agencies for all legal purposes, and preserves pending actions brought by or 
against component agencies. Empowers Governor to assign to appropriate principal 
dep't any function not otherwise assigned. Empowers Governor to appoint and to 
remove at will heads of all principal dep'ts not popularly elected. Empowers 
each dep't head within his dep't to (1) appoint head of each transferred agency, 
except as act otherwise provides; (2) appoint and remove all employees of dep't, 
subject to State Personnel Act; (3) reassign his duties and those of dep't. to 
anyone within dep't; (4) create or abolish divisions, with Governor's approval; 

(5) organize and reorganize dep't; (6) assign and reassign personnel and alter 

and transfer their duties; (7) supervise management functions (defined to include 
"planning, organizing, staffing, directing, coordinating, reporting, and budgeting"); 
(8) prepare work plans, reports, and budget requests; and (9) adopt regulations for 
internal administration of dep't. Provides generally for "commission" (defined 

as “a collective body which adopts rules and regulations in a quasi-legislative 
manner and which acts in a quasi-judicial capacity in rendering findings or 

decisions involving differing interests") as follows: (1) Governor is to appoint 

all members unless act otherwise provides; (2) defines conditions constituting 
vacancy in office; (3).limits political activity of comm'n members; (4) empowers 
Governor to remove any commission member for misfeasance, malfeasance, and non- 
feasance; (5) empowers Governor to reduce term of person appointed after Jan. 5, 
1973, to conform to new staggered term plan; (6) requires dep't head to provide 

all management services required by comm'n; (7) prescribes procedures for adoption 

of rules and regulations by comm'n, including notice and hearing thereon; and 

(8) authorizes comm'n to order investigation into any area of its concern, whereupon 
dep't head is required to provide staff support, reports, and information as 

required by comm'n, and in default of such help, comm'n may seek court order 
requiring production of information. Empowers Governor to appoint members of 

boards, committees, and councils and to remove them for misfeasance, malfeasance, . 
or nonfeasance. Empowers any principal dep't,with approval of Dep't of Administration, 
to enter into agreements with federal government or with any state government or 

NC local gov't to carry out its functions. Agencies not enumerated in this act 
(including those headed by elective officers) are to continue to function subject 

to GS Ch. 143A. Goals of continuing reorganization are stated to be: (1) respon- 
siveness to popular control; (2) improvement of public understanding of government; 
and (3) efficient and effective administration of legislative policies. 

Remaining portions of the bill deal specifically with the organization and 
powers of the nine principal dep'ts not headed by an elected officer (Administration, 
Transportation, Natural and Economic Resources, Human Resources, Correction, ‘ 
Commerce, Revenue, Cultural Affairs, Military and Veterans Affairs). For each of 
those dep'ts, bill recreates and reestablishes dep't, sets out brief statement 
of duties, defines functions (including functions of boards, comm'ns and agencies 
within dep't), designates the head of the dep't (the secretary), and sets out 
Organization. Memberships of boards and comm'ns are restated, generally continuing | 
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the present members in office for the remainder of their terms. Duties of boards 
and comm'ns are restated. General scheme is to transfer to comm'ns all quasi- 
legislative and quasi-judicial functions, and to put all management functions 
under auspices of dep't or dep't head.

Adds new GS Ch. 160, Art. 36, Part 4, to permit any city to annex noncontiguous 
areas upon 100% petition of property owners in the satellite area, not including 
owners of property wholly exempt from taxation, railroads, public utilities, and 
electric and telephone membership corporations. Satellite annexations must meet 
these standards: (1) the satellite area may not be more than three miles from 
the city; (2) the satellite area may not be closer to another city than to the 
annexing city; (3) the area must be so situated that the annexing city can provide 
the same services in the satellite area that it does within its normal limits; 

(4) if all or part of the area is a subdivision, all of the subdivision must be 
included; (5) the total area within satellites may not exceed 10% of the total 

area within the regular city limits. Satellites not to be considered part of 

the city's corporate limits for the purpose of extraterritorial land use regulation 
pursuant to GS 160A-360 (zoning, subdivision regulation, minimum housing, building 
code enforcement, historic zoning, etc.), nor for purposes of GS 160A-193 (abatement 
of public health nuisances within one mile of city limits). Authorizes city to 
define public enterprise services within satellites (water, sewer, etc.) as special 
class of service for which different rates may be charged than rates applicable 
within regular corporate limits, Provides that city shall annually review cost 

of enterprise services within satellites to insure that cost does not exceed 
revenues. Repeals prior local satellite annexation acts as follows: Town of 
Benson, Ch. 723 SL 1971; City of Fayetteville,.Ch..

"To revise and consoltdate the charter of the Town of Wake Forest and to 
repeal prior charter acts." Revises and recodifies charter of Town of Wake Forest. 
Boundaries to be same as currently. Provides for governing board of five members, 
elected at large to four-year terms. Mayor also to be elected at large to four- 
year term. Mayor and three town comm'rs to be elected in 1975 and two comm'rs 
to be elected in 1973. Sets out provisions dealing with governing board procedures. 
Provides town officers (administrator, attorney, clerk, tax collector, accountant-- 
all app'ted by comm'rs) and provides for consolidation of functions. Establishes 
procedures for handling of town money, sets up audit requirement, prescribes 
procedures for street improvements, provides for town retirement system, details 
method of presenting claims against town, and repeals inconsistent prior acts.

"To revise and consoltdate and Charter of the Town of Caroltna Beach and 
to repeal prior charter acts." As title indicates. Provides for five-member 
council elected at large for staggered four-year terms; mayor to be selected by 
and from council for two-year term as mayor. Three councilmen to be elected in 
1973; two in 1975. Town to operate under council-manager form of government. 
Sets out town officers (manager, attorney, clerk, accountant--all app'ted by 
council). Authorizes assessments for sidewalk improvements without petition. 
Generally contains usual provisions for town charters.. 


H 752 Charlotte firemen's retirement MECKLENBURG

"To amend Chapter 926 of the 1947 Sesston Laws, as amended, establishing 
the Charlotte Firemen's Retirement System relating to tnvestment of funds." 
Amends local act governing Charlotte Firemen's Retirement System to increase amounts 
of certain permitted investments. 


H 753 Annexation to Morganton BURKE 
Introducer: Fulton Sent ‘to’ LE, COVvT) 2 


"To tneorporate an area between the centerline of Catawba River and south 
right-of-way Limtt boundary line of Kirksey Drive in the corporate limits of the 
City of Morganton." As title indicates; amnexed area described by metes and 
bounds. City police, fire, garbage and street maintenance services to be provided 
on substantially same basis as in rest of city. 
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H 754 Burke county police BURKE 
Introducer: Fulton Sent to L GOVT 2 


"To quthorize the establishment of a county poltce department in Burke 
County." Authorizes Burke County comm'rs by ordinance or resolution to establish 
Burke County Police Department and set policies and appropriate funds for it. 

County manager to appoint police chief and other officers and employees, though 
comm'rs may appoint merit board to oversee procedures for recruiting and testing 
applicants and certify them to appointing official. 

County police given standard law enforcement powers, to be exercised in 
areas of Burke outside municipalities except powers may be exercised in municipality 
if there is written agreement between county and municipality. Officers required 
to obey lawful orders of chief, and must serve criminal process, and may perform 
civil duties when directed by chief. Does not limit or restrict the powers, duties, 
or authority of the Sheriff of Burke County or any of the deputies. 


H 755 Add area to Morganton BURKE 
Introducer: Fulton Sent to L GOVIT2 


"To ineorporate a part of ‘Jamestown Hetghts Subdtviston' into the corporate 
limits of the City of Morganton." As title indicates; annexed area described by 
metes and bounds. Annexed area to receive police, fire, garbage and street 
maintenance services on substantially same basis as rest of city. Blank space 
left for effective date. 


H 756 Chapel Hill sale of land ORANGE 
Introducer: P. Hunt Sent to L GOVT 1 


"To authortze the Redevelopment Commisston of the Town of Chapel Hill to 
permit dtsposttton of land for a spectal purpose at fatr market value without 
competitive btdding; to permit disposttton of land on the basts other than the 
highest monetary btd, where such disposttton ts found to serve the best tnterest 
of the muntctpaltty, and to dtspose of property at private sale." Amends GS 160- 
464 as applicable to Chapel Hill to authorize town to determine that redevelopment 
property should be developed for one designated purpose only; advertisement for 
bids on property to carry notice of designated purpose for which the property is 
offered. Authorizes redevelopment comm'n to reject highest responsible bid and 
accept lesser bid when finding made that welfare and development of town will be 
better served for one of following reasons: (1) proposed use or development of 
land under successful bid will result in higher assessed value of property than 
use proposed by highest bid; (2) proposed use of land under successful bid will 
have greater beneficial effect on other property in neighborhood; (3) proposed 
use under successful bid will facilitate relocation of persons or firms displaced 
by redevelopment. Findings to be verified by town board after public hearing. 
Authorizes sale of redevelopment property at private sale when comm'n finds that 
there is only one known, available, qualified and willing redeveloper for the 
designated use for which the property is offered for sale, upon making findings 
similar to those set out above. Price in private sale may not be less than fair, 
actual value of property as determined by redevelopment comm'n and town governing 
board upon competent evidence. 


H 757 Orange soil erosion regulation ORANGE 
Introducer: P. Hunt Sent to L GOVT 1 


"To authorize etther the Town of Chapel Hill, the Town of Carrboro, the Town 
of Htllsborough or Orange County by ordinances to regulate soil erosion." Authorizes 
Orange County and towns of Chapel Hill, Carrboro, and Hillsborough to pass ordinances 
requiring submission of plans and obtaining of permits before projects undertaken within 
jurisdiction affecting natural structure of land mass or causing sediment erosion (e.g., 
as at site of construction project, but specifically excluding normal agricultural 


operations). Allows county ordinance to cover other municipalities in county if govern- 
ing bodies of municipalities agree. 
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H 758 Mitchell comm'rs election MITCHELL 
Introducer: . Hise Sent? Lo, bt Gove wz 


"To provide for the electton of County Commisstoners of Mitchell County and to 
provide staggered terms for the Board of County Commisstoners." Authorizes election of 
chairman and four members of board of County Comm'rs for Mitchell County for staggered 
four-year terms beginning with election in 1974. In initial election, chairman and two 
comm'rs to be elected for two years, two other comm'rs for four; thereafter all for four 
years. Provides vacancies occurring to be filled by appointment by remaining members 
with replacement to be from same political party as person vacating. 


H 759 Extend Robersonville limits MARTIN 
Introducer: Everett Sent to L GOVT 2 
"To extend the corporate limits of the Town of Robersonville." Enlarges corpor- 


ate limits of Robersonville. Gives metes and bounds description of addition. Effec- 
tive May 1, 1973, or ratification, whichever is later. 


H 760 Pittsboro charter changes CHATHAM 
Introducer: Holmes Sent to L GOVT 2 


"To revtse and rewrite the Charter of the Town of Pittsboro and to repeal prior 
charter acts." As title indicates. Retains current boundaries. Provides five-member 
board of comm'rs elected at large for four-year staggered terms; mayor elected at large 
for two-year term; town to operate under council-manager form of government. Sets out 
compensation of mayor and comm'rs. Grants three-mile extraterritorial police juris- 
diction. Authorizes assessment for street and sidewalk improvements without petition 
under certain circumstances. Authorizes water and sewer assessments on average cost 
method, in addition to methods set out in GS Ch. 160A.

S 536 Public school class size-2 APPROPRIATION, GS 115 
Introducer: V. White Sent to APPROPRN 


"To provide a reasonable limit on class stze tn the public schools of North 
Carolina so as to tmprove instructton." Repeals GS 115-59, dealing with school organi- 
zation statement and allocation of instructional personnel, and adds new GS 115-59.1, 
which restates matter in GS 115-59 and adds new provisions: (1) to include classified 
principals as instructional personnel under category of general teachers; (2) to set 
allotment of principals as one per school with seven or more state-allotted teachers 
(such principals to be included in teacher allotment); (3) to require local school boards 
to observe class-size maximums per teacher of 26 for grades one to three, 33 for upper | 
elementary grades, 35 for high schools and junior highs, and to set limit of 150 
students per day in average daily membership for teachers in high schools and junior 
highs except as permitted by regional accrediting agencies; (4) authorize local school 
boards to assign other teachers to teaching or nonteaching duties when class-size 
maximums are reached; (5) to require local boards to monitor class size and provide 
for reporting to local boards of deviations; (6) to require boards to correct excess 
deviation by transferring teaching positions between schools if necessary and apply 
to State Board of Education for contingency funds for additional personnel (temporary 
deviation which cannot be corrected is allowed with permission of State Board). 

States that it is duty of local boards to provide adequate classroom facili- 
ties to meet stated size requirements. Appropriates to State Board $26 million for 
FY 1973-74 to provide Special Teacher Allotment fund as contingency fund to correct 
exceptions in class size and administer act. Unused funds revert to General Fund. 
Eorectiversuly 154 19/3. 


S 537 Amend pest control law GS 106 
Introducers:. VY. White and Kincaid ; Sent to AGRICULT 


"To amend Article 4C of Chapter 106 of the General Statutes, the Structural 
Pest Control Act." Amends GS 106-65.23 to specify that replacement member for vacating 
member of Structural Pest Control Committee who was on entomology faculty at NC State 
Univ. is also to be member of that faculty; and to specify that two members appointed 
by Governor from pest control industry are to be licensed in at least two phases of 
structural pest control under GS 106-65.25(a). Completely rewrites GS 106-65.24 dealing 
with definitions to add definitions of "animal", "attractants", "certified applicator", 
"device", "fungi", "insect", "label", "person", "pest", "pesticide", "registered pesti- 
cide", "restricted-use pesticide", and "under the supervision of a certified applicator"; 
and to revise definition of "structural pest control'’. Adds new subsection to GS 106- 
65.25 to declare that any person issued original license after Oct. 21, 1976 for one of 
three phases of that section is to be a certified applicator so long as pesticides only 
being used in phase for which he is licensed. Amends GS 106-65.26, subsections (2) and 
(3) to authorize Committee to decide if applicant covered by those provisions has had 
sufficient experience to take examination if he has less than 12 months practical 
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experience. Rewrites GS 106-65.27(a) to specify knowledge that must be displayed on 
examination. Amends GS 106-65.27 to require Committee to provide that all persons licens 
before Oct. 21, 1976 to become qualified as certified applicators, and to requalify no 
more frequently than required by federal law. Amends GS 106-65.28 to add as grounds for 
suspension or revocation of license: aiding and abetting evasion of act, impersonating 
inspector, storing or dispensing by means other than on label or in regulations, and 
using pesticide in manner inconsistent with labeling. Amends GS 106-65.28(b) to provide 
Committee's jurisdiction over licensee does not end with voluntary surrender of license. 
Amends GS 106-65.30 to require nonresident owner to designate resident agent prior to 
issuance or renewal of license. Amends GS 106-65.31 to raise from 30 to 75 number of 
days within which license holder must register solicitors and servicemen. Amends GS 
106-65.32 to change from 30 days to 20 days time of notice that must be given before 
hearing. Repeals GS 106-65.35 (exceptions as to provisions for written examination by 
licensees) effective Oct. 21, 1974. Adds new section to authorize Committee to enter 
into cooperative agreements with other agencies. 


S 538 Regulate commercial feed sales GS 106, APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: V. White Sent to AGRICULT 


"To regulate the sales of commerctal feeds." Repeals Articles 9 (Commercial 
Feeding Stuffs) and 13 (Canned Dog Foods) of GS Ch. 106 and adds uncodified "North 
Carolina Commercial Feed Law of 1973" to be administered by Comm'r of Agriculture. Re- 
quires registration with Comm'r of persons manufacturing or distributing commercial 
feed in NC and sets up system of numbered permit forms to be used by manufacturerers 
in reporting dealings in feed and in assessing inspection fees provided. (Commercial 
feed broadly defined to include almost everything distributed commercially for use as 
feed or mixing in feed except unaltered whole unmixed seed, such as corn.) Requires 
annual registrations and sets fee of $1 for each commercial feed registered, except 
fee for each canned pet foot is $5. Empowers Comm'r to refuse or cancel registration 
after giving registrant opportunity to be heard, and provides for delinquent registra- 
tion fee of $25. Sets out detailed labeling requirements. Requires commercial feed 
in bags or packages over five pounds to follow standard-weight packaging requirements 
of Board of Agriculture. Sets out elaborate description of what constitutes mis- 
branding or adulteration of a commercial feed. Sets inspection fee of 2¢ per carton 
of 48 cans on canned pet food and fee of 12¢ per ton of other feed; fee to be paid by 
person whose name appears on label as manufacturing distributor or guarantor of canned 
pet food or as manufacturer, distributor, or guarantor of other feed (term "guarantor" 
not defined). Inspection fee to be paid only once; feed in five-pound packages or less 
(other than canned pet foot) subject to alternative flat fee of $25; minimum inspection 
fee per quarter of $10. Sets up administrative provisions for collecting and verifying 
inspection fees. Authorizes Board of Agriculture to make regulations for enforcement 
of act, and requires Board to give advance notice to public of proposed regulations, 
except that where regulations adopt certain federal regulations amendments to those fed- 
eral regulations are adopted automatically without advance notice unless the Board 
specifically determines not to adopt the federal amendment. Provides for inspection, 
sampling, and analysis of commercial feed and sets out schedule of civil penalties to 
apply for various adulterations or misbrandings; penalty to go to the purchaser of lot 
of feed represented by the sample analyzed, except where consumers cannot be found pen- 
alty goes to Comm'r for deposit in Dep't of Agriculture fund for use in enforcement of 
act. Grants Comm'r or his agent power to issue "withdrawal from distribution" orders 
as to lots of feed where violation is suspected; authorizes Comm'r to apply to superior 
court for condemnation and confiscation order for feed not in compliance, though Comm'r 
given discretion to issue warnings rather than take this or other enforcement action. 

Specific prohibitions of act include: (1) distributing commercial feed, except 
customer formula feed, that is not registered; (2) manufacture or distribution of com- 
mercial feed that is adulterated or misbranded; (3) adulterating or misbranding commer- 
cial feed; (4) distributing feed not defined as commercial feed (whole seed, hay, straw, 
t 
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stover, silage, cobs, etc.) that is adulterated; (5) removal or disposal of commercial 
feed in violation of a "withdrawal from distribution" order of the Comm'r or a condem- 
nation and confiscation order of a superior court; (6) failure or refusal to register; 
(7) revealing or using to own advantage except in line of duty, of information acquired 
under authority of act when the information concerns "any method, records, formulations, 
or processes which as a trade secret is entitled to protection"; (8) failure to pay in- 
spection fees and file reports; and (9) use of metal fasteners as bag fasteners or for 
attaching labels to containers of commercial feed. Violations of act may be reported to 
solicitors, may be enjoined, and constitute misdemeanors punishable by fine from $100 to 
$1,000 and/or imprisonment not more than 60 days. Each day of violation is separate 
offense after written notice from Comm'r or designated agent. Provides for judicial re- 
view of civil orders or rulings under act in superior court of Wake County under Article 
Boe0L GS) Ch. 143. 

Requires Comm'r to publish at least annually information concerning commercial 
feeds. Appropriates to Dep't of Agriculture from General Fund for administration of act: 
$80,639 for FY 1973-74 and $74,748 for FY 1974-75. Effective July 1, 1973. 


S 539 Comparative negligence verdicts GS 1A 
Introducer: Coleman pent, tosJUDLC +2 
"To provide for comparative negligence verdicts." Adds new subsection to 


GS 1A-1, Rule 49, to provide that contributory negligence not to bar recovery by 
plaintiff in suit for death, personal injury or property damage if such negligence 

was not greater than that of defendant. Plaintiff's recovery to be reduced in 
proportion to amount his negligence contributed. When more than one defendant involved, 
each to be liable for damages in proportion to amount his negligence contributed to 
overall damage by defendants. Makes conforming change in Rule 8 (Affirmative defenses). 
Applicable to all actions accruing on or after ratification. 


S 540 More superior court judges (Iden. H 784) GS 7A 
Introducer: Knox Sent to COURTS 


"To amend G.S. 7A-41 to authorize an addttional resident supertor court judge 
in vartous judictal districts." Amends cited section to provide that effective Jan. l, 
1975 the following judicial districts will each have one additional resident superior 
Pourt judge: Ord district (Carteret, Craven, Pamlico, Pitt -- now 1), 10th (Wake -- 
now 2), 14th (Durham -- now 1), 25th (Burke, Caldwell, Catawba -- now 1), 26th (Meck- 
lenburg -- now 3), and 27th (Cleveland, Gaston, Lincoln -- now 2). Requires candi- 
dates for additional judgeships to run 1974 primary and general election. 


S 541 More district court judges (Iden. H 783) GS 7A 
Introducer: Knox Sent to COURTS 


. "To amend G.S. 74-133 to authorize an additional district court judge tn 
vartous district court districts." Amends cited section to raise number of authorized 
district court judges as follows: for 10th judicial district (Wake), from five to six; 
12th district (Cumberland, Hoke) from four to five; 13th district (Bladen, Brunswick, 
Columbus), from two to three; 26th district (Mecklenburg), from seven to eight; 27th 
district (Cleveland, Gaston, Lincoln), from five to six. Candidates for additional 
judgeships to run in primaries and general election of 1974, to take office in Dec. 1974.

"To amend General Statute 87, Aritcle 5, relating to refrigeration contractors." 
Amends GS 87-52 to provide that State Board of Refrigeration Examiners have one member 
from School of Engineering of NC State Univ. at Raleigh and one member from School of 
Public Health of UNC-Chapel Hill (now, one member from Engineering School of Greater 
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Univ. of NC and one member from Division of Public Health of Greater Univ. of NC). Repe 
GS 87-58(e) which exempts from licensing those persons or firms engaging in refrigera- 
tion business in towns with population of 10,000 or less. Redesignates and rewrites 

GS 87-58(f£) to provide that persons or firms in towns of 10,000 or less who prior to 
ratification of bill have engaged in refrigeration business may get license without 
examination if they submit application to Board of Refrigeration Examiners prior to

S 543 Minimum leave state employees Cone On 
Introducer: Godwin Sent to ST GOVT 


"To amend G.S. 126-8 wtth regard to the amount of vacatton leave whitch ts to 
be granted to each State employee." Amends cited section to provide that vacation leave 
for full-time State employees to be determined in accordance with graduated scale 
established by State Personnel Board which is to allow the equivalent of not less than 
two weeks vacation per calendar year, cumulative to at least 30 days (now, at rate not 
less than one and one-quarter days per calendar month, cumulative to at least 30 days). 
Also provides that anyone who is full-time State employee at time of ratification of 
act to be allowed at least the equivalent of three weeks vacation per calendar year, 
cumulative to at least 30 days. 


S 545 Retirement systems credit CST 28 e135 
Introducers: Henley and Raynor Sent to ST GOVT 


"To amend G.S. 128-26(e) and G.S. 135-4(e) so as to allow a person to restore 
an tnaetive account in etther retirement system by lump sum payment regardless of whitch 
system closed the account." Amends cited sections to provide that on or after July l, 
1973 member of Teachers’ and State Employees' Retirement System or Local Governmental ! 
Employees' Retirement System whose account was closed on account of absence from service, 
and who subsequently became member of the other of the two systems with five years 5 
service, may increase creditable service in new system by amount of creditable service 4 
in former system he lost when account cloased, by repaying in lump sum the amount a 
withdrawn from former system plus interest. Effective July 1, 1973. 


S 547 Funds for Children's Home APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: L. Smith Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to the Junior Order Children's 
Home for each of the next two fiseal years." Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund 


for FY 1973-74 and same amount for FY 1974-75 to Junior Order Children's Home in Lexing- 4 
ton for renovations. 


S 549 Preparation of jury lists GS 9 
Introducer: Staton Sent to COURTS 


"To amend sections 9-4 and 9-10 of the General Statutes, relating to the availa-~ 
bility of jury lists and service of notice on jurors." Amends GS 9-4 to require names of] 
all persons qualified for jury duty to be alphabetized on master list from which jury list 
to be selected; list to be kept under lock and key but available for public inspection 
during office hours. (Apparently does not repeal current provisions requiring names to 
be written on separate cards.) Amends GS 9-10 to require personal service on jurors who © 
have not made affirmative response to jury summons by 15th day before court convenes.

bonds through the agent within the past three years; (18) requiring registration of current} 
license by professional bondsman with clerk of court in county of residence and with clerk

emotional, or physical unfitness to practice, (b) engaging in such immoral conduct 
as to discredit the optometry profession, (c) negligence or incompetency in practice 
of optometry, (d) improper advertising (Board's power to restrict advertising 
practices apparently expanded drastically), (e) maintaining unsanitary offices, 
practices, or techniques or otherwise menacing public health, and (f) unlawful 
dealing in drugs; (11) deletion of requirement that certificate of registration as

Board recommends requirements for applicants to police 
dep't positions, conducts tests for applicants for police dep't positions, and 
approves appointments, upon recommendation of Chief of Police, to fill vacancies 
on police force. Provides that county comm'rs appoint chief of police and sets out 
causes for which chief may be dismissed. Provides that chief may suspend police 
employees for misconduct, insubordination, and other specified causes, and that 
upon suspension Board Rae aaes and may dismiss employee. Requires chief to file 
monthly report to county comm'rs and civil service board, and requires civil service 
board to file annual report of its actions with county comm'rs and senior resident — 
Superior court judge.

"Amending G.S. 160A-372 to permit the governing body of the City of 
Durham to accept payments in lieu of dedtcation of recreation areas in subdivistons." 
Amends GS 160A-372 to authorize City of Durham to enact subdivision ordinance 
requiring subdivider to make payments to city in lieu of dedicating land for 
recreation purposes. Provides that money so received must be used to acquire

Sets out procedure, 
including notice and public hearing, by which this allocation of assessment is to 
be effected.)

Provides that acceptance of deed does not interfere with lien for taxes 
due other taxing unit or other valid recorded lien on property.

"Amending Charter of the City of Durham with respect to the office of etty attor- 
ney." Amends Ch. 142, Private Laws of 1921, Durham City Charter, to provide that city 
attorney to appoint and remove subordinate employees of office. 


H 832 Durham manager buys property DURHAM 
Introducers: Whichard, Michaux, Miller Sent to L GOVT 2 


"Amending the charter of the City of Durham to authorize the governing body of 
satd etty to delegate to the etty manager authority to purchase real property."

"Clarifying the authority of the governing body of the City of Durham to 
construct local improvements on its public streets, stdewalks and alleyways and 
spectally assess costs or a portion of the costs therof against abutting property." 
Reenacts and confirms Ch. 924, SL 1949 and Ch. 820, SL 1961 which authorize the 
City of Durham, without receiving petition of abutting property owners, to construct 
local improvements on public streets, sidewalks, alleys, sanitary sewers, and water 
mains and laterals and assess costs against abutting property owners. Validates 
all proceedings taken pursuant to 1949 and 1961 laws.

"To amend the charter of the Town of Marshall to regulate the preservatton of 
clatms." Adds new section to Ch. 165, Private Laws of 1905, to provide that tort claims 
against Town of Marshall must be presented in writing to mayor or governing body within 
60 days after claim is due or cause of action arose. Prohibits suit from being brought 
within 10 days or after the expiration of 12 months from time claim presented. If claim 
not presented within 60 days or suit not instituted within 12 months from time action 
arose, bars claim and action.

Provides for City of Cherryville, in addition to firemen's Local Relief 
Fund established under the authority of GS 118-5, 118-6, and 118-7, an additional Cherry- 
ville Firemen's Supplemental Retirement Fund Number Two; supplemental fund to be created 
by trustees of Local Relief Fund; separate books to be kept. Supplemental fund to pay 
Cherryville firemen who retired prior to July 1, 1971, with attained age of 55 and 20 
years or more of service as follows: $2 per month for each full year of service as city 
fireman. City council authorized to transfer to supplemental fund sufficient amounts 
from general fund, before July 1, 1973, and annually afterwards, but if city does not 
transfer sufficient amounts fund trustees must pay lesser amount that month. Sets limit 
of $600 per year that anyone may receive. Directs that investment of funds be in accord- 
ance with GS 159-28.1; provides for acceptance of gifts; and provides for bonding of 
treasurer of Local Relief Fund in lieu of bond under GS 118-6. 
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H 859 Revise Zebulon charter WAKE 
Introducers: S. Johnson, Farmer, Purrington, Sent to L GOVT 1 
W. Smith, Twiggs and Wynne 


"To revise and consolidate the charter of the Town of Zebulon and to repeal 
prior charter acts." Revises and consolidates charter of Town of Zebulon. Continues 
existing boundaries. Establishes board of comm'rs of five members elected at large 
to two-year terms by nonpartisan plurality method.

PUBLIC BILLS INTRODUCED 


SENATE 


S 570 Regional institutions funding (Iden. H 888) GS 115A 
Introducers: Godwin and Harrington sent to APPROPRN 


"To provide additional state financing to community colleges, technical 
institutes and tndustrital education centers whitch serve four or more counties." 
Adds new paragraph to GS 115A-18(a) to set formula for support of regional institu- 
tions (defined as institution covered by Ch. 115A -- community college, technical 
institute, industrial education center -- which serves four or more counties assigned 
by Dep't of Community Colleges for adult education classes). Formula based on popu- 
lation of county in which institution located (local factor) as compared with popula- 
tion of all other counties served by institution (State factor); county to pay same 
percentage of budget as is percentage of local factor divided into the sum of local 
factor and State factor; State to pay same percentage of budget as is percentage of 
State factor divided by State factor plus local factor. If county provides less than 
proportionate share, amount of State fynds to be reduced accordingly. Effective 
for budget years beginning July 1, 1973. 


S 571 Voters oaths amended (Iden. H 818) GS 163 
Introducer: Moore Sent to ELECTION 


"To amend Chapter 163 of the General Statutes concerning oaths taken by voters 
and registrants." Identical with H 818, digested in Bulletin No. 51, p. 493. 


S 572 Funds for court clerks pay APPROPRIATION, GS 7A 
Introducer: Folger Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds to the Budget Division of the Department of Adninistration 
for the purpose of increasing the salaries of the clerks of the Court of Appeals, 
Supreme Court, and the Marshall-Librarian of the Supreme Court." Appropriates $30,000 
from General Fund to Budget Division of Dep't of Administration for FYs 1973-75 to 
increase salaries of Clerk of Court of Appeals and Clerk of Supreme Court and Marshall- 
Librarian of Supreme Court by $5,000 each per year. Effective July 1, 1973. 


S 573 Filing of appointments CSe143 74947 
Introducer: Garrison Sent to POLICIES 


"To amend Article 4 of Chapter 147 of the General Statutes to require all 
appointments made to any State board, agency, commission, counetl or authority be frlev 
with the Secretary of State as a necessary prerequisite to such appointments hecoming 
effective." Adds new GS 147-36(14) making it duty of Sec'y of State to receive and 
maintain a journal of appointments to State boards, etc., which are filed with him. 
Adds new GS 147-54.2 to require that all appointments to State boards, etc., made on 
and after Jan. 5, 1973, be filed in office of Sec'y of State; any appointment made 
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after ratification of act not effective until appointment is filed. Appointments 
filed to contain date of appointment, legal authority for it, and date on which 
appointment expires. 


S 576 South central alcoholism funds _ APPROPRIATION, GS 122 
Introducer: Raynor Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds for the south central regional alcoholism program." 
Appropriates $800,000 from General Fund for FYs 1973-75 to the South Central Regional 
Alcoholism Program to be used at community mental health centers for development and 
delivery of alcoholism treatment services. Effective July 1, 1973. 


Sys Ar resteit aknoweor ewarrant GS 15 
Introducer: Bahakel | Senta toe JUDL Cr 


"To amend Article 6 of Chapter 15 of the General Statutes to authorize law 
enforcement officers to arrest upon outstanding warrants not in the possesston of the 
arresting offtcer." Adds new GS 15-41.1 allowing law enforcement officer to arrest 
pursuant to outstanding warrant, though not in his possession, if he has reasonable 
grounds to believe that warrant exists and is unexecuted. Such reasonable grounds 
include, but not limited to, official police communication through telephone, radio, 
telegraph, mail, orai communication, teletype, television, etc. Upon arrest, officer 
must inform person of charge and of fact that warrant has been issued; if requested, 
officer must give petson. copy of.warrant as soon’ as possible. 


S 578 Affidavit of will witness GS 31 
Introducers: Gudger and others Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To amend G.S. 81-3.3 to provtde that the wttnesses to attested written 
wills may make affidavits concerning their witnessing so as to eliminate the need 
for their subsequent testimony upon the probate of the wtll." Adds new subsection 
(e) to GS 31-3.3 making testimony of witnesses to will unnecessary at probate of will 
if during life of testator witnesses make affidavit certified by officer listed in 
GS 52-6(c) (judge, clerk of superior court, magistrate) and certificate by officer 
is attached to will. Sets out form of affidavit. 


S 580 Selection of election boards-—-2 GSeL63 
Introducers: Deane and Strickland Sent to ELECTION 


"To amend Chapter 163 of the General Statutes to provide for the appotntment 
of the State Board of Elections and county boards of elections and for the filling 
of vacanctes therein." Amends GS 163-19 to terminate offices of present members 
of State Board of Elections on May 1, 1973, and to create a new five-member board 
on that date to serve four-year terms. Deletes sentence prohibiting more than three 
members from being from same party and provides that state chairman of each of the 
two largest political parties may recommend to Governor five registered voters of 
NC prior to April 20 in an appointment year; Governor must appoint two members from 
each party to board from nominees. These four members within ten days of appoint- — 
ment must meet and select by majority vote a fifth member (although provision 
giving Governor power to appoint all members is apparently left in statute). If 
chairman has not been designated by the Governor, board isto designate him. 
Vacancies among members appointed by Governor to be filled by Governor's appointment 
from list of two nominees submitted by state chairman of the political party of 
vacating member; appointment to be made within seven days after receipt of nominees’ 
names. Vacancy in membership of board's appointee to be filled by board. 

Rewrites GS 163-30 to provide that members of county boards of elections 
serve four-year terms beginning with the first Monday in March, 1974 (now, two-year 
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terms to begin before tenth Saturday before primary). Creates five-member boards 
in counties with more than 14,000 registered voters and three-member boards in 
other counties (now, only three-member boards) and states that each of two largest 
parties in county to have equal number of members on board. Selection procedure: 
county chairmen of two largest political parties in county each may submit five 
nominees to State Board up to 15 days before the State Board is required to meet 
for the purpose of appointing county boards; State Board to appoint equal number 
from each party from nominees to county board; these members within ten days of ap- 
pointment must meet and select by majority vote an additional member, "and if the 
chairman has not been previously designated as otherwise provided by law, by 
majority vote, designate him."" (Now, State Board appoints all three members from 
nominees of the two parties, with not more than two of the same party.) Vacancies 
among members appointed by State Board to be filled by State Board from list of 

two nominees submitted by county chairman of the political party of vacating member; 
appointment to be made by State Board within seven days after receiving nomination. 
Vacancy in membership of county board's appointee to be filled by Board. 

Prohibits person from serving on county board if he holds elective office, 
is a candidate in primary or election, is a member of party's executive committee 
in county, or serves as campaign manager or treasurer of any candidate (now, if 
holds elective office or is candidate). 

Continues present members of each county board of elections in office until 
1974 and until successors appointed and qualified. Vacancies prior to first Monday 
in March, 1974, to be filled under new procedure, with term to that date. 


S 581 Funds for Girls Haven, Inc. (Iden. H 899) APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: M. Smith and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"Appropriating funds to Girls Haven of North Carolina, Ine." Appropriates 
$150,000 from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources for Girls Haven of NC, Inc. 
to be used for preventing girls who have committed truancy or minor offense from 
being sent to training schools. 


HOUSE 


H 878 Abandoned motor vehicles Gso20 
Introducer: Hyde Sent to .uDLC) 4 


"To provide for the collection and disposal of derelict and abandoned motor veht- 
cles within the State: to prohtbit the abandonment of such vehicles in the State, with 
exceptions, and to provide a penalty for violating the provisions of this act." Adds 
new Part 4A to Art. 3, GS Ch. 20 to give Sec'y of Transportation authority to collect and 
sell abandoned and derelict motor vehicles and to adopt regulations pursuant to act. 
Defines "abandoned vehicle” as motor vehicle inoperable or left unattended on public 
property for more than 72 hours or remaining illegally on private or public property for 
more than 72 hours without consent of owner of property. Defines "derelict vehicle" as 
motor vehicle (1) with expired registration certificate and owner who no longer resides 
at address listed on last registration certificate, (2) whose major parts have been re- 
moved so as to render inoperable and incapable of passing inspection, (3) with identifi- 
cation numbers, license plates, or other means of identification removed so as to pre- 
vent identification of registered owner, (4) whose registered owner disclaims ownership 
or releases rights to ownership, or (5) that is more than seven years old and does not 
have current license. i 

Sets out following scheme for removing and selling abandoned or derelict motor 
vehicles: Sec'y causes tag to be placed on vehicle which gives notice that vehicle aban- 
doned or derelict and which states value of vehicle. If vehicle valued at less than $100, 
tag is only notice that unless removed within five days it will become property of State 
and will be sold. If value of vehicle more than $100, tag serves as notice that if not 
removed within five days, State will remove it to designated place to be sold. Sec'y 
required to give written notice to registered owner and lien holders of vehicle valued at 
more than $100 that if not redeemed within ten days it will be sold (if identity of owner 
cannot be established, notice given by publication in newspaper of general circulation in 
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area where vehicle was located). If vehicle not removed or redeemed within required time 
Sec'y sells vehicle for recycling and title to vehicle vests in State. Proceeds of sale 
used to administer act. Authorizes Sec'y to contract with federal, state or local author: 
ity or private enterprise for tagging, removing, or storing vehicles and to contract with 
private enterprise for purchase of vehicle for recycling. 

Provides that after Jan. 1, 1974, person who abandons vehicle on public or privat 
property or person who allows abandoned or derelict vehicle to remain on his property 
for more than 72 hours without reporting to officer is guilty of misdemeanor punishable 
by $100 fine and must pay costs of having vehicle removed, stored, and sold. 

Exempts from act vehicles kept in enclosed areas, antique cards, vehicles not re- 
quired to be registered, and those in possession of salvage yard unless such vehicles 
present safety or health hazard or constitute a nuisance. Effective July 1, 1973. 


H 880 Water-sewer study comm'n SLUDY 
Introducer: Long ete welop PeAONSe LUN KIER 





"To ereate a Small Water and Sewer System Study Commtsston to investigate and 
propose legislatton to the GOs. Assembly relating to the regulation of small water and 
sewer systems in North Carolina." Creates Small Water and Sewer System Study Comm'n com-/ 
posed of Chairman of the Legislative Services Comm'n, Chairman of Utilities Comm'n, State 
Health Director, Director of Water and Air Resources, State Planning Officer, Attomrmey 
General plus five persons appointed by Governor and representing local gov't, sanitary 
districts and State planning and development regions. Directs Comm'n to study problems 
arising from small water and sewer systems serving subdivisions, trailer parks, etc. and 
to propose legislation to the General Assembly to assure safe, adequate and continual 
service from such systems. Effective July 1, 1973. 


H 884 Preventive dentistry funds APPROPRIATION, GS 130 
Introducers: Chase and Messer Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate certain funds to the, State Board of Health to provide 
for fluoridation of certain rural school water By oe: to supplement the preventive 
dental health progran, and supportive services." Appropriates for FYs 1973-75 from 
General Fund to State Board of Health, Dep't of Human Resources $97,586 to be used 
to purchase equipment and materials to fluoridate approximately 34 rural school 
water systems and to support two dental equipment technicians. Appropriates 
$253,590 to be used for implementation of major innovations in preventive dentistry 
programs, and to provide for dental hygienists, and $43,218 for promotion and imple- 
mentation of preventive dentistry programs in schools and communities. 
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H 885 Mental health budgeting GS 122 
Introducer: Chase Sent to MENTAL H 


"To amend G.S. 122-35.19(2) coneerntng budgeting procedures." Rewrites 
GS 122-35.19(2), relating to area mental health program budgeting procedures, to 
eliminate modifying phrase "a proportional share of" from in front of "funds 
appropriated for the operation of departmental facilities..." (with which local and 
State grants-in-aid must be combined). 


H 886 Marking of apple grade GS 106 
Introducers: Falls and others Sent to AGRICULT 


"To require proper markings on all apples itneluding those shipped into 
North Carolina." Amends GS 106-189.1(a), relating to marking grades of apples, 
to include apples shipped into North Carolina in those required to be marked. 
H 887 Funds for Newbold-White House (Iden. S 457) APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: V. James Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds to assist in the restoration of the Newbold-white 
House tn Perquimans County." Identical with S$ 457, digested in Bulletin No. 45, 
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H 888 Regional institutions funding (Iden. S 570) GS 115A 
Introducer: V. James Sent to APPROPRN 


"To provide additional State financing to community colleges, technical 
institutes and industrial education centers which serve four or more counties." 
Identical with S 570, digested in Senate section of today's Bulletin. 


H 889 Written permit to hunt GS 113 
Introducer: V. James Sent to L GOVT 1 


"To amend G.S. 113-104, relating to hunting, so as to provide that a 
hunter must secure a written permission to hunt on the Lands of another and for 
other purposes." As title indicates (now, permission need not be written). 
Places enforcement responsibility on Wildlife Comm'n. 


H 896 State school board eligibility GS 115 
Introducer: J. Green Sent to EDUCATIN 


"To amend G.S. 115-25 of the General Statutes of North Carolina relating 
to the public school laws of North Carolina." Amends GS 115-25 to provide that 
teachers, other school employees, and members of district committees are not 
eligible for membership on State Board of Education (now, these requirements 
apply only to eligibility for membership on city and county boards). 


H 898 Judicial retirement funds (Iden. S 558) APPROPRIATION, GS 17A 
Introducer: S. Johnson Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds for the untform judictal retirement system." 
Identical with S 558, digested in Bulletin No. 51, p. 491. 


H 899 Funds for Girls Haven, Inc. (Iden. S 581) APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Wynne Sent to APPROPRN 


"Approprtating funds to Girls Haven of North Carolina, Ine." Identical 
with S 581, digested in Senate section of today's Bulletin. 


H 900 Region health planning finance GS 130, APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: Long and Harris Sent to APPROPRN 


"To provide for the financing of regtonal health planning." Appropriates 
$400,000 from General Fund to Office of State Planning, Dep't of Administration to 
be used to make grants to locally constituted areawide comprehensive health planning 
councils serving NC multi-county planning regions established by executive order. 
Office directed to adopt rules governing use of grants. Grant to single areawide 
comprehensive planning agency may not be less than $15,000 for each region agency 
serves. 


H 901 Validity of foreign wills GS. 31 
Introducers: Whichard and Josey sent "to JUDIC 1 


"To amend Chapter 31 of the General Statutes to provide that a will executed 
outstde this state is valid in thts state for all purposes tf executed in accordance 
with the laws of this state or of the place where executed or of the restdence of 
the testator." Adds new GS 31-3.7 to provide that will executed outside NC in 
accordance with NC law or, if written will, with the law of the place of its 
execution or the law of person's residence at time of execution, shall have same 
force and effect as if executed in NC when it is offered for probate or when a 
certified copy of it is filed in accordance with GS 31-27. Amends GS 31-18.1 
to authorize such foreign wills to be offered for probate. Makes conforming changes 
in GS 31-27 relating to recordation of certified copies of nonresident wills. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1973.

H 902 Business records as evidence GS 8 
Introducers: Whichard and Josey Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To provide. for the admission into evidence of certified coptes of bustness 
records." Adds new GS 8-41.1 to provide that record, account, or writing made in 
regular course of business is as competent evidence as duly qualified original 
in criminal and civil proceedings without further authentication or testimony if 
keeper of record certifies (1) copy is true and accurate copy and_.(2) recordyor 
writing was entered in regular course of business and was entered fairly contem- 
poraneous with transaction to which it relates. Ef féctivesOcrem uals. 


H 903 Proof of service by mail Col 
Introducers: Whichard and Josey Sentry tow UDLOEL 


"To amend G.S. 1-75.10 to provide a method of proof of service of process 
by regtstered matl." Redesignates GS 1-75.10(3) as GS 1-75.10(4) and inserts 
new subdivision (4) applicable to proof of service of summons on defendant by 
registered mail in civil case. Proof may be by affidavit of the serving party 
showing (1) circumstances warranting use of service by registered mail; (2) mchae 
copy of summons and complaint was mailed, return receipt requested; and (3) that 
copy was received, as evidenced by receipt or other satisfactory evidence. Return 
receipt or other evidence of delivery must be attached to affidavit. Effective 
Bie ay abe fol Rares 


H 904 Payment and performance bond GS 444A, 143, 44, 136 
Introducer: Whichard Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To amend Chapter 44A of the General Statutes relating to a model payment and 
performance bond." Adds new Art. 3 to GS Ch. 44A to require State or local gov't 
to get from contractor awarded contract exceeding $10,000 for construction or 
repair of public bldg. or other public work or improvement (including highways) 
both a performance bond equal to 100% of cohtract price and a payment bond equal 
to 100% of contract price. Sets out model form for contract bond. Person who has 
performed labor or furnished material and has not been paid in full may bring 
action on payment bond before expiration of 90 days after last day he performed 
labor or furnished materials for which he claims payment. If claimant had contract- 
ual relationship with subcontractor rather than contractor in order to bring action 
on payment bond he must give written notice by registered mail to contractor within 
90 days of last day such work performed. Notice must state amount claimed and 
person for whom work performed. Limits liability of surety to face amount of 
payment bond. Requires each contracting body to designate official to see that 
bonds received and if official fails to get required bond he is guilty of mis- 
demeanor. Provides that gov't, contractor, or surety may not agree to reduce 
any requirement of act. 

Rewrites GS 143-129 (procedure for letting public contracts) to require 
bonds specified in section to conform to bonds required in GS 44A. Repeals GS 44- 
14, requiring payment bond when contract of over $500 let for construction or 
repair of municipal buildings or streets, and GS 136-28.3, requiring performance 
and payment bonds for highway construction work. Effective Oct. 1, 1973. 


H 905 Inheritance by illegitimates GS22 958 3 eee 9 
Introducers: Whichard and Josey Sent to JUDIC l 


"To provide for tnheritance by illegitimate children by, through and from 
thetr fathers where paternity has been established." Adds provisions to GS 29-19 
(relating to inheritance by intestate succession by illegitimate child and his lineal 
descendants by, through, and from mother and other maternal kin, and their entitle- 
ment to take from him) to provide that illegitimate child may also inherit by intes- 
tate succession by, through, and from person judicially determined to be father, 
under GS 49-14 to 49-16, or person who has acknowledged himself in writing to be 
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father in accordance with stated procedure. Child not entitled to inherit, however, 
unless written notice of basis of claim is given to personal representative of 
putative father within stipulated time except when such representative is a party 
to a proceeding under GS 49-14 to 49-16. Person established as father under above 
procedure, and his lineal and collateral kin, are entitled to inherit by, through, 
and from the child. If a person acknowledges himself to be father of an illegiti- 
mate child in his will, he is deemed to have intended that child be treated as 
will directs or, in absence of express provision, the same as a legitimate child. 

Rewrites GS 31-5.5, dealing with inheritance rights of after-born and 
after-adopted children, to give entitled illegitimate children added under revision 
of GS 29-19 above the same rights as other children born after execution of a will. 

Rewrites GS 49-14, dealing with civil actions to establish paternity, to 
delete provision that suit must be commenced before child attains age of 18 and to 
add that no suit may be commenced more than six months after death of putative 
father. Additionally rewords GS 49-14(c)(2) to eliminate question whether payment 
of support is an acknowledgement of paternity, and makes time limit turn merely 
on whether any support has been paid in past three years. 

Rewrites GS 49-16, dealing with parties to civil actions to establish 
paternity, to make technical amendment and to provide that when the proceeding 
is brought after the death of the putative father, the personal representative of 
such father must be made a party to the action. 


H 906 Alcohol, drug treatment centers GS 122, APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: DeBruhl and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds for the establishment of drug and alcohol addiction 
treatment centers within the sanatortum system." Appropriates $1,322,000 from General 
Fund to Dep't of Human Resources for FY 1973-74 to be used by Dep't in establishing 
drug and alcohol treatment centers within the sanatorium system. Directs Dep't 
Human Resources to establish treatment and evaluation and referral centers at each 
Sanatorium. Funds to be divided as evenly as possible among hospitals. Effective

H 907 (House Res.) No reparations to N. Vietnam HOUSE RES 
Introducers: Rogers and others Sent to JUDIC 1 


"Oppostng reparattons by the govermnent of the Untted States to North 
Vitetnmam." As title indicates.

S 574 Charlotte historic prop. comm'n MECKLENBURG 
Introducers: Mullins, Knox, Bahakel, Moore Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To amend G.S. 157A-2 relating to the appointment of a historte properties 
commisston by the City of Charlotte and the County of Mecklenburg." Authorizes 
Charlotte City Council and Mecklenburg comm'rs to appoint joint City-County 
Historic Properties Comm'n to conserve historic properties using powers of GS Ch. 
157A and empowers Comm'n to exercise authority within the zoning jurisdiction of 
both city and county. May exercise authority in jurisdiction of other municipal- 
ities by consent. (General law, GS 157A-2, makes no provision for joint comm'ns). 


S 575 Combine Wilson-Elm City schools (Iden. H 877) WILSON 
Introducer: Kirby (by request) Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To provide for the ecreatton of intertm board of educatton for Wilson 
County and subsequent consoltdatton of the Elm City schools adnintstrative untt 
and the Wilson county schools administrative unit." Authorizes Elm City Board 
of Education and Wilson County Board of Education, pursuant to GS 115-74.1, to 
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agree on a plan for merging the two systems and to petition Wilson County comm'rs 
for approval. If comm'rs approve plan to become effective July 1, 1974. 
Establishes interim board of education within 30 days of approval of plan by State 
Board of Education. Authorizes Interim Board to exercise certain powers until 

new Wilson County Board established on effective date of plan. Prescribes manner 
of establishing new county board, provides for filling of vacancies and states that 
intent of act is to allow merger with consent of the two school boards and the 
county comm'rs but without a vote of the people. 


S 579 Marshall ABC store vote MADISON 
Introducers: Gudger and Crawford Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To authorize the establishment of a town liquor control store tm the Town of 
Marshall, Madison County, upon a vote of the people and providing for the allocation 
the net proceeds from the operation of such store." Authorizes governing body of Mars 
on own motion or upon petition by 25% of qualified voters voting in last municipal el 
tion, to order election on question of having liquor control store in town. I£ store 
up, governing body, on its own or upon petition by 25% of voters, can order election) 
continuance of store but no election to be called within three years of last election 
Allocates net profits from store 33 1/3% to General Fund of Madison County, 54 to: Mas 
to be used for law enforcement purposes and remainder to General Fund of Marshall. A 
not effective if Madison election board calls vote on county ABC stores within 60 day 
of ratification.

H 876 Buncombe personnel board BUN COMBE 
Introducers: J. Stevens, DeBruhl, Harkins, Hyde Sent to L-GOVT lL 


"Establishing the Buncombe County Personnel Advisory Board." Places all 
employees in Buncombe County Sheriff's Department except sheriff, chief deputy, 
assistant chief deputy, and administratijve deputy under civil-service type 
provisions; creates Personnel Advisory Board for the Sheriff's Department of 
Buncombe County composed of three members to be appointed for staggered three- 
year terms by senior regular resident superior court judge of 28th judicial district. 
Judge to fill vacancies and may remove for cause after giving opportunity for 
public airing of charge. Board members may not practice or nave practiced law 
in criminal courts of Buncombe or hold or have held political office or office 
in a political party during previous three years. Board members elect chairman; 
they receive no compensation, but are reimbursed travel expenses. Board given 
various advisory and investigative duties respecting personnel administration 
in dep't; also empowered to hear appeals, receive evidence, determine facts, and 
make recommendations to the sheriff in case of employee appeals of suspension, 
demotion, and dismissal. 

Sets out following general principles applicable to covered members of 
dep't: (1) appointments and promotions to be made on basis of merit and fitness 
and Buncombe County residents given equal opportunity without regard to race, 
religion, color, creed, or national origin; (2) tenure of employees covered is 
subject to good behavior, satisfactory work performance, necessity for performance 
of work, and availability of funds; and (3) employee who contends that he was 
demoted, suspended, or dismissed because of bias, political affiliation, or for 
reasons not related to merit, fitness, or availability of positions has right to 
appeal to Personnel Advisory Board. Prohibits covered employee from engaging 
in political activity while on duty; being required as duty of office or employment, 
or as condition for employment, promotion, or tenure, to contribute funds for 
political or partisan purposes; soliciting or acting as custodian of funds for 
political or partisan purposes; coercing or compelling contributions for political 
purposes by any other employee of county; or using any supplies or equipment of the 
county for political purposes. Violation of these prohibitions subjects the employee 
to dismissal or other disciplinary action by the sheriff.

"To provtde a supplemental rettrement fund for firemen in the City of Statesville 
and to modify the appltcatton of G.S. 118-5, 118-6 and 118-7 to the City of Statesville." 
Authorizes and directs Board of Trustees of Local Firemen's Relief Fund of City of States- 
ville to create supplemental retirement fund and transfer to fund amount in local relief 
fund that is in excess of $30,000. Directs Board to annually divide income earmed in 
previous year into equal shares and disburse as supplemental retirement benefits on 
following basis: (1) each fireman who has served 20 years and attained the age of 55 
years receives share annually but may receive no more than $600 in any one year and 
(2) fireman not otherwise entitled receives share in any calendar year in which Board of 
Trustees makes written findings of fact that: (a) retirement was caused by injury or 
sickness, (b) two doctors have certified this fact within 30 days prior to or following 
retirement, (c) at time of retirement, no city employment within his capability was avail- 
able, and (d) since preceding Jan. 1, fireman has remained unable to perform normal duties 
of an active fireman. (At present funds may be used only for relief of active firemen, 
for family benefits of firemen who die in the line of duty, to prevent firemen who have 
served five years from becoming indigent, and to pay Fireman's Fund assessment of firemen 
unable to pay by reason of disability.) Also authorizes and directs investment of funds 
and requires Board of Trustees to sufficiently bond treasurer of fund in lieu of bond 
required by general law.

"To repeal Chapter 78 of tne General Statutes and to create a new Chapter 78 cons 
cerning securities law." Rewrites GS Ch. 78, Securities Law, and redesignates chapter | 
as Uniform Securities Act. Revision generally follows model Uniform Securities Act 5 
(hereafter, USA) adopted in 28 states, but retains a substantial number of special fea- 
tures of present securities law. | 
Among the more important provisions are: (1) Definitions--Generally uses more 
elaborate definitions of USA. The terminology of the current act is retained as to 
"dealer" and "salesman" but these terms are defined as in USA for "broker-dealer" and 
"agent". (2) Fraudulent or misleading activities--Adds general sections (new) prohibiting 
fraudulent practices in connection with offer, sale, or purchase of a security. Prohibits 
false or misleading statements in document filed with Sec'y of State. Continues prohibi- 
tion of misrepresentation that registration constitutes approval of a security. Viola- 
tions may subject person to administrative proceedings, judicial injunction, or criminal 
prosecution. (3) Exempt securities; exempt transactions--Securities and transactions 
are only exempted from registration and filing requirements; anti-fraud and civil penal- 
ties may still apply (mow, such securities and transactions are exempted from entire 
operation of GS Ch. 78). Commercial paper maturing within nine months (now, 15 months) 
exempted. Deletes’ exemptions in GS 78-3(13), (14), and (15). Adds exemption for capital 
stock of professional corporations under GS Ch. 55B. Clarifies that sale or offer of 
preorganization certificates or subscriptions loses exempt status if payment is made by 
any subscriber. Enlarges situations in which certain non-issuer transactions are exempted 
Exempts private placement of domestic and other securities not involving more than 25 
offerees during period of 12 months (now, no time limit and limited to domestic securities 
Sec'y of State may withdraw or condition exemption. (4) Registration of securities-—- 
Provides, as at present, for registration by notification and registration by qualificatic¢ 
adds registration by coordination, to apply when securities are also being registered unde 
the federal Securities Act of 1933. Raises standards applicable before security may be 
registered by notification--e.g., issuer or predecessors must have been in continuous 
operation for at least five years (now, three years), no default within past three years 
(new), and must meet certain average net earnings tests during past three years (now, 
two years). Deletes provision as to registration by qualification limiting commission 
for sale to 104; adds general provision applicable to all repistered securities that stop 
order may be entered if offering carries unreasonable amounts of underwriters' and sellers 
discounts, commissions, etc., or promoters' profits or participation, or unreasonable 
amounts or kinds of options. (5) Registration of dealers and salesmen--Sets out more 
detailed provisions relating to registration of dealers and salesmen, their qualifications 
and registration procedure, bonds that must be posted, financial reports to be filed, 
records that must be kept, and procedure tor denial, revocation, suspension, cancellation, 
and withdrawal of registration. Sec'y of State may by rule require a minimum capital for 
registered dealers. (6) Administration and review--Gives Sec'y of State broad power to 
make regulations, conduct investigations, hold hearings, issue subpoenas, compel testi- 
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mony (including granting of transactional immunity upon plea of self-incrimination), and 
seek injunctions for violations of act or rule or order under act. Provides for judicial 
review of final orders of Sec'y of State in Wake County superior court and sets out nature 
of review proceeding. Authorizes Sec'y State by rule or order to require the filing of 
any prospectus, pamphlet, advertisement, etc., directed to prospective investors unless 
relates to exempt security or transaction. (7) Civil liabilities and criminal penalties=—= 
Allows sellers to recover civilly from purchasers if sale based on purchaser's untrue 
statement of material fact, or omission of material fact that makes statement misleading 
(new). Same standard applies to statements of sellers to purchasers, plus certain specific 
misrepresentations in violation of specified parts of act are made basis for civil action. 
(Now, civil action lies for any violation of act, even though technical.) Requires tender 
back of securities if seek civil damages or, if sold, tender back of consideration (now, 
apparently must tender back securities). Two-year statute of limitations applicable to 
civil actions between sellers and buyers. Provides that wilfull violations of act or of 
any order or rule under act are punishable (as felonies) by fine up to $5,000 and/or 
imprisonment up to three years (now, generally fine up to $1,000 and/or imprisonment up 

to five years); knowledge that statement was false and material is essential element in 
connection with prosecutions under general anti-fraud section. It is a defense if any 
defendant can prove that he had no knowledge of a rule or order violated. (8) Miscellan- 
eous provisions--Sets out territorial application of act and when transaction deemed to 
occur within NC. Requires registrants to file irrevocable consent to service of civil 
process through Sec'y of State, and states that performance of certain acts is the equi- 
valent of appointment of Sec'y of State to be attorney to receive service of lawful pro- 
cess in noncriminal suit. Existing law to govern all suits based on events occurring 
before effective date of act, but suits must’ be brought within statute of limitations and 
in any event within two years after effective date. Continues registrations, adminis— 
trative orders, and conditions imposed on registrations under existing law after effective 
date of act. States that existing law on exemptions to apply to transactions growing out 
of offerings begun in good faith before effective date of act for period of one year after 
effective date. Judicial review of administrative orders sought after effective date of 
act to be governed by new procedure; review must comply with time limits of existing law, 
and, if arose under existing law, must in any event be commenced within 60 days after 
effective date.

S 591 Emergency medical service funds (Iden. H 921) APPROPRIATION, GS 90, 130 
Introducers: L. Smith and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate the sum of one million dollars to implement an emergency medical 
services program within the Department of Human Resources." Appropriates $1 million for 
FYs 1973-75 to Dep't of Human Resources for establishment of emergency medical services 
program (bills establishing program, S 592 and H 920, digested immediately below). 





S 592 Emergency medical services GS 90, 130 
Introducers: L. Smith and others Sent to PUB HEALTH 


"To provide for the establishment of a comprehensive emergency medical services 
program in North Carolina to be known as the 'Emergency Medical Services Act of 1973'." 
Establishes comprehensive emergency medical services program within Dep't of Human Re- 
sources to improve and upgrade emergency medical care in State. Authorizes Sec'y of Dep't 
to (1) seek the establishment of statewide, regional and local EMS programs, after con- 
sulting with Emergency Medical Services Advisory Council composed of 1/7 representatives 
) of health care providers, physicians and the public, (2) classify emergency services 
offered by hospitals and make information available to public, (3) encourage the develop- 
ment of comprehensive emergency treatment centers, (4) assist in the development of an 
EMS communications system, (5) enforce ambulance quality control regulations, and (6) pro- 
mote the development of a supplemental air ambulance system. Provides that comm'n adopting 
rules and regulations to implement act shall obtain consent of EMS Advisory Council before 
promulgating rules and regulations. Authorizes Sec'y in conjunction with local sponsors 
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to develop regional EMS demonstration plans; provides for the establishment of regional 
EMS councils and designates Dep't of Human Resources as single state agency for purpose 
of federal grants and legislation. 


S 593 Savings & loan capital stock (Iden. H 916) GS 54 
Introducers: Raynor and Henley Sent to BANKING 


"To amend Chapter 54 of the General Statutes relating to savings and loan associa 
tions." Adds new GS 54-8.1 authorizing savings and loan associations to be organized as 
capital stock corps. with same powers as mutual assoc. if (1) they comply with general 
law applicable to savings and loan ass'n, (2) original capital stock aggregates at Wica ts 
$400,000, (3) approved by Comm'r of Insurance, and (4) they meet regulations of Comm'r 
of Insurance regarding formation of stock ass'n. Provides that $400,000 be set aside as 
permanent capital and defines capital surplus and eared surplus. Authorizes persons who 
hold account or savings deposit in ass'n to receive dividends, but only stockholders have 
right to vote in election of corp. directors. Authorizes mutual ass'n to SODIE to 
stock ass'n but specifies that if conversion occurs, reserves from mutual ass'n trans- 
ferred to stock ass'n may not be distributed to stockholders for a period of ten years 
from date of conversion. In conversion, stock may be issued for reserves and distributed 
to mutual ass'n members on equitable basis.

H 909 Free voter lists for parties GS 163 
Introducer: Gilmore Sent to ELECTION 


"To provide free voter list to each political party biennially." Amends GS 163- 
66 to provide that county chairman of each political party to be entitled, biennially, 
upon request, to one free list of all registered voters in county, showing name, address, 
sex, political affiliation and precinct (now, must pay for list). 


H 910 Consolidate criminal statistics CSL La 
Introducer: Love Sent#toc JUDILGe? 





"To consolidate duties within the North Carolina Department of Justice by abolish- 
ing the Division of Criminal Statistics." Rewrites Art. 3, GS Ch. 114 so as to transfer } 
duties of Division of Criminal Statistics to Police Information Network. Authorizes and 
directs PIN to collect, correlate and maintain information which will assist in the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice within this State and to provide Governor and General 
Assembly such information biennially or as required. Requires local agencies collecting 
information to make available to Attomey General upon request. 


H 911 Tax exemption of elderly housing GSe1L05 
Introducer: Wynne Sent to FINANCE 


"To exempt the real and personal property of certain nonprofit corporations pro- 
vtding low-cost public housing for the elderly from ad valorem taxation." Adds new sub- 
section (15) to GS 105-278 to exempt from taxation real property of nonprofit housing cor- 
porations used solely for providing below-cost housing for those 62 or older having low 
or moderate incomes not exceeding federal standards set under National Housing Act if 
corporation also exempt from taxes under Internal Revenue Code. Amends GS 105-280 to 
exempt from taxation personal property of such corporations under same conditions. 
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H 912 Tax exemption low cost housing GS 105 sf 
Introducer: Wynne Sent to FINANCE 


"To exempt the real and personal property of certain nonprofit corporations pro- 
viding low cost publte housing from ad valorem taxation." Amends GS 105-278 to add pro- 
vision exempting from taxation real property of nonprofit housing corporations used solely 


for providing below-cost housing to persons having low or moderate incomes not exceeding 


federal standards set under National Housing Act. Amends GS 105-280 to provide like 
exemption for personal property under same conditions. 


H 913 Revision of election laws GS 163 
Introducers: Messer and L. Brown Sent to ELECTION 


"To revise portions of Chapter 163 of the General Statutes, Flecttons and Election 
Laws, delete obsolete provistons thereof, and make technical changes." Revises portions 


of GS Ch. 163 (elections), as follows: Hours of elections--Makes it clear that at all 


voting places with voting machines the board of elections may permit the polls to remain 
open one hour later than at paper-ballot voting places, and that if the board elects to 
have one machine-precinct stay open later, all must stay open later. State Board of 
Elections--Grants State Board power to order new elections; deletes power of Board Chairman 
to set places and times for hearings and requirement that hearings be held in county in 


which irregularities allegedly have occurred. County board of elections members--Adds 


requirement that all members of board attend instructional seminars (now, only chairman 
must attend) and provides for their pay. Increases members' salaries from $15 per day to 
$25 per day and carries forward provision that comm'rs may pay chairman more. Adds re- 
quirement that all board members must be present when appointing or removing precinct 
officials or investigating alleged irregularities. Adds requirement that board give 
public notice of any forthcoming election (now, notice is required only with respect to 
some special elections; this addition would blanket all elections). Allows board access 
to precinct voting records. Requires board chairman to certify to State Board number of 
voters in county. Precinct officials--Sets deadlines for when persons authorized to 
appoint watchers must make appointments and submit watchers' names to precinct officials 
(now, no deadline). Allows ballot counters to be paid (now, may not be paid). Requires 
precinct officials to stay at the voting place during the entire voting day (now, must 
stay there and together only during counting of ballots). Voters--Rewrites protion of 

GS 163-55 that disqualifies felons to conform to language of Constitution (Art. VI, 

Sec. 2(3)). Repeals disqualification of "insane and idiot" persons. Provides that persons 
do not lose their residency in one county simply because they are resident at a state 
institution in another; state institutions do not include institutions of higher learning. 
Adds requirements that persons applying to register must state the name of the municipal- 
ity in which they reside, if any, and must submit proof in writing that they are who they 
say they are. Establishes 30-day residency requirement in the State or a county. Deletes 
obsolete provisions with respect to precinct transfers in counties with part-time regis- 
tration. Adds new provision establishing uniform system of cancellation of prior regis- 
tration in a different state or different county of this State; requires voters to co- 
operate with election boards in cancelling prior registration when they move from one 
state or county to another. Miscellaneous new provisions--Adds provision that boards of 
election must purge their registration lists after each presidential election (now, boards 
may purge then or at any other time); carries forward provisions that boards also may 
purge at any other time. Provides that a death certification should be provided to the 
boards by registers of deeds free of charge (now, the statute does not prohibit charging). 
Requires utility companies to notify elections boards of changes in customer billing or 
service. Provides that independent candidate, in order to have name placed on ballot, 
must obtain signatures of 10% of the number of persons voting in the last gubernatorial 
election in the political subdivision in which he seeks election (now, 25% required). 
Makes it clear that more than one voting place can be located in each precinct. Provides 
that boundaries of voting enclosure shall be between 10 and 20 feet from each ballot box 
or voting machine (adds "each"). Provides for only one entrance to but more than one 

exit from voting enclosure (now, entrance also serves as exit). Allows husbands and wives 
to vote in the same booth together, whether or not they are rendering assistance to each 
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other. Provide? that if there is curb-side voting, precinct registrar or judge may ass 
at curb-side if there is no precinct assistant (now, only precinct assistant may handle 
curb-side voting). Provides that persons in line waiting to vote at close of voting da 
whether or not they are in the voting enclosure, may be permitted to vote (now, only if 
in the voting enclosure). Requires county board to mail duplicate abstracts to the Sta 
Board upon the close of canvass day (now, the county board may delay mailing until thre 
days after canvass day). Deletions of references to part-time registration--All county 
boards of elections operate under a full-time (or modified full-time) registration syst 
under this system, registration is available throughout the year, not simply at particu 
lar times during the year. Bill repeals numerous sections referring to old system of 
part-time registration, and rewrites, without changing the substance, those sections. 
Clarifications of present statutes--Rewrites GS 163-129 to require county elections boa 
to direct precinct officials to mark off the boundaries of the voting place (now, it 
- appears either that the board may or may not direct precinct officials to do so, in its 
discretion, or that precinct officials may do so or not on their own initiative), Makes 
it clear that the boundaries of the voting place can be up to 100 feet from each ballot 
box or voting machine. Requires pollbook be kept for special elections; allows State 
Board to provide for alternate methods of keeping records of who votes (some counties 
now use alternate records). Deletes From GS 163-179 requirement that independent candi- 
date receive at least 5% of the votes cast for candidates for the US House of Representa 
tives in the jurisdiction in which he is running. Carries forward tie-breaking-by-lot 
requirements for county offices but changes that system with respect to membership in 
House of General Assembly in single-county districts by providing that GS 163-191 will 
apply (under that section, new election is required). Changes "husband" to "spouse" in 
provisions dealing with absentee ballots (now, the wives of men entitled to vote by 
military absentee ballot also may vote by the same process). Municipal elections--Exten 
to municipal elections or municipal elections officials powers of State Board with respe 
to state elections and county elections and elections officials (adds "officials"). Pro 
vides for changes in registration forms, cancellation of prior registrations, and new 
registration for municipal purposes. Makes it clear that facsimile signatures of muni- 
cipal or county boards' chairmen may appear on municipal ballots. Allows city council 
to appoint municipal elections board at regular meeting rather than having to have speci 
meeting; provides against one party dominating municipal board. Allows municipal boards 
to appoint executive secretaries and grants powers of county executive secretaries to 
municipal executive secretaries. Provides that, in non-partisan cities, officials of 
political parties shall not have right to recommend persons to be appointed to or by 
municipal elections boards. Provides for filling vacancies in municipal board by appoin 
ing city council and for removal of member of board, after notice and hearing, by appoin 
ing council. Conforms municipal election law provisions to county-law provisions on 
appointment of municipal precinct officials, their removal by appointing municipal board 
and their duties. Clarifies incorporation by reference of provisions of county election 
laws that are related to or apply in municipal elections laws. Substitutes 30-day ban 
for 45-day ban on special elections being held near the time of other elections. Makes 
corresponding changes in notice-of-elections provisions. Clarifies existing requirement 
that municipal registration records must be maintained in same manner as county registra- 
tion records; provides 90-day compliance provision if city in the future elects to con- 
duct its own elections after Jan. 1, 1973. Clarifies GS 163-288.1 by changing title 
(now, it speaks of registration instead of activating voters) and deleting language 
allowing special registrations (which new may be held only if the registration records 
are destroyed); clarifies provisions on annexation and with respect to special districts' 
elections. Provides for challenges to municipal voters. and notification to county boards 
concerning successful challenges to municipal voters. Makes it clear that 
State Board has same authority over municipal elections officials as it has over county 
elections officials. Obsolete provisions repealed--Repeals numerous obsolete provisions 
(obsolete offices, "markers", residency requirements, rotation agreements, anti-single- 
shot voting, and part-time registration). Repeals references in the State Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act to candidates for federal offices (federal legislation covers campaign re- 
porting by candidates for federal offices).

Introducer: High Sent to BANKS 


"To amend Chapter 54 of the General Statutes relating to savings and 
loan associations." Identical with §S 593, digested in Senate section of today's 
Bulletin. 


H 917 Counsel in commitment actions GS. TA, Lee 
Introducers: Soles and others Sent to MENTAL H 


"To afford indigent persons legal representation in actions destgned to 
judictally commit them to mental hospttals." Amends GS 7A-451(6) to provide that 
indigent persons entitled to counsel in actions to judicially hospitalize them under 
Art. 7, GS Ch. 122 (now, entitled only in proceedings under Art. 11 for mentally 
ill criminals). 


H 918 Judicial hospitalization revision GSH 1220 7k 
Introducer: Soles Sent to MENTAL H 


__, , , fo rewrite Article 7 of Chapter 122 of the General Statutes relating to 
judtctal hospttaltization of patients at mental health factlities." Rewrites Art. 7, 
GS Ch. 122, relating to judicial commitment of thementally ill and alcoholics. 
Generally makes the following significant changes: (1) transfers authority to commit 
from clerk of court to judge of district court, (2) affords due process protection to 
persons during hearing to determine necessity of commitment for observation, including 
right to counsel and to compel attendance of witnesses, (3) provides specific reporting 
procedures for those committed to outpatient facilities for hearing, (4) provides 
counsel and procedural due process protections for persons committed for observation 
upon required hearing on question whether to continue hospitalization, (5) makes 
observation reports available to patient for this hearing, (6) requires verbatim 
transcript to be kept at all hearings and (7) authorizes appeal to Court of Appeals. 


H 919 Emergency hospitalization GSP rZZ 
Introducer: Soles Sent to MENTAL H 


"To rewrite Article 6 of Chapter 122 of the General Statutes relating to 
emergency hospitalization of pattents at mental health facilities." Rewrites GS 122-59, 
relating to temporary detention of persons who become suddenly violent and dangerous 
to themselves or others, by making following changes: (1) person may be detained for 
period not exceeding seven days (now, 20 days); (2) if person has not been examined 
by physician, district court judge rather than clerk of superior court must issue order 
of detention; (3) within 48 hours of detention, head of facility at which person 
detained must notify Dep't of Health and person's guardian or nearest relative of the 
admission; (4) within 72 hours of admission to facility, head of facility must have 
patient examined by physician’ who must make written certified opinion of whether person 
should be detained; (5) head of facility must personally review and concur or not in 
opinion of physician and may take one or more appropriate options -- discharge patient, 
keep him for remainder of seven days, and institute judicial hospitalization proceedings 
under Art. 7, GS Ch. 122; and (6) copies of written physician's opinion, including 
notation of head of facility, must be placed in patient's file and sent to Dep't of 
Mental Health and patient's guardian or nearest relative. 


H 920 Emergency medical services (Iden. S 592) GS 90, 130 
Introducers: Chase and others Sent to HEALTH 


"To provide for the establishment of a comprehensive emergency medical services 
program in North Carolina to be known as the ‘Emergency Medical Services Act of 1973'." 
Identical with S 592, digested in Senate section of today's Bulletin. 
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H 921 Emergency medical service funds (Iden. S591) APPROPRIATION, GS 90, 130

"To amend Chapter 199, Private Laws of 1889, to provide for the election 
of the mayor and board of conmtsstoners in the Town of Blowing Rock." Amends cited 
local act (charter of Town of Blowing Rock) to provide that town to be governed by 
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mayor elected to two-year term and five-member board of comm'rs (now, three), elected 
to staggered four-year terms. Elections held by nonpartisan plurality method and in 
accordance with general law. Staggers terms of initial five members by providing that 
three candidates receiving highest number of votes in 1973 election serve four-year 
terms and two receiving next highest vete serve two-year terms. Revises obsolete 
section regarding eligibility to vote. 


H 915 Hunting in Pender County PENDER 
Introducer: Harrelson Sent tocls COVIA 


"Relating to hunting tn Pender County." Amends Ch. 258, SL 1969 governing hunting 
in Duplin and Pender counties to provide that portion of act concerning bear, male deer 
and squirrel to apply only to that portion of Pender County which comprises the Holly 
Shelter Wildlife Refuge. Remainder of act continues to apply to Duplin and Pender counties. 


H 922 More trustees for Rex Hospital WAKE 
Introducer: Twiggs Sent to L GOVT 1 


"To tnerease the number of trustees of Rex Hospital." Amends Ch. 6, Private Laws 
of 1840-1841, as amended by Ch. 98, Public-Local Laws of 1939 to increase Rex Hospital 
Board of Trustees from five to seven. Two new trustees to be filled by nomination of 
Raleigh City Council with approval of senior resident superior court judge of Wake; same 
procedure to be used for filling vacancies.

(Cumberland, Hoke) and 26th (Mecklenburg) districts. Effective July 1, 1973. 
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S 607 State juvenile policy (Iden. H 944) GS :7As 1140 
Introducers: Gudger and others Sent to CONTROL 
"To elartfy state policy in certain juvenile cases." Rewrites GS 7A-286 


(3) through (5) dealing with allowable dispositions in juvenile cases involving 
delinquent and undisciplined children to make following changes: (1) Authorizes 
chief district judge or district judge having primary responsibility for hearing 
juvenile cases to delegate court's authority to order detention of juvenile offend- 
ers when district court is not in session by administrative order filed with clerk 
of superior court. Requires administrative order to specify which judicial 
officials shall be contacted for approval of detention, in following order--any 
district judge, the chief juvenile probation officer or the clerk of superior 
court. (2) Clarifies that the five days that child may be held in a juvenile 
detention home without judicial hearing on the need for detention is five calendar 
days. (3) Establishes new state policy for judges to consider in designing 
appropriate disposition for undisciplined or delinquent children to include 
working with the child in his own home where possible through community-level 
services such as probation and mental health, educational or social services. 

When placement of a child outside his own home is: necessary, first consideration 
to be given to community-level residential resources. Child not to be committed

Land use 
planning--Provides for a Coastal Area Management plan to be prepared by Dep't of 
Administration, which plan is to be submitted for public hearings in at least three 
coastal counties before adoption, submitted to local, state, and federal agencies for 
comment, reviewed by regional councils of gov't and the Marine Sciences Council, and 
adopted by Governor. Land use management--Authorizes Sec'y of Natural & Economic 
Resources and Coastal Resources Comm'n to designate "areas of environmental concern", 
which may include beaches, sand dunes, coastal marshlands, estuarine waters, and other 
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important natural features. Requires permit from Sec'y of N&ER for development within 
an area of environmental concern, replacing existing controls on cutting sand dunes, 
dredging or filling in estuaries or coastal wetlands. Organization--Sets up a nine- 
member Coastal Resources Comm'n appointed by the Governor, consisting entirely of 
citizens interested in and expett in coastal area conservation and development--this 
Comm'n to make regulations and policy. Also creates a 47-member Coastal Resources 
Advisory Council for direct representation of local gov'ts in the area, regional 
planning agencies, and six designated State dep'ts. Preparation of Coastal Area 
Management Plan to be supervised by the Dep't of Administration, and controls to be 
administered and enforced by Dep't of N&ER. Timing--First hearing on designating 
areas of environmental concern to be held within one year of initial meeting of 
Coastal Resources Comm'n; Coastal Area Management Plan to be completed within two 
years after ratification of act; new permit system to be installed no later than © 
six months after plan is completed. Financing--Appropriates $200,000 from General 
Fund to Dep't of N&ER to carry out its responsibilities under act (with matching 
funds to be sought); and $100,000 to Dep't of Administration to carry out its 
planning program (with matching funds to be sought.) 


S 615 Distribution of tax revenues GS 2036, 2105 
Introducer: Mills Sent to FINANCE 


"To amend G.S. 136-41.1, G.S. 105-113.86, and G.S. 105-213 with regard to 
distrtbutton of gas and tntangtble tax revenues to ctttes and counttes according 
to thetr populatton."”

Re- 
writes GS 130-161 apparently to harmonize authority of State Board of Health to regu- 
late water supply systems and authority of Board of Water & Air Resources to regulate 
waste water disposal. Effective July 1, 1973.

Appropriates from General Fund to Cape 
Fear Technical Institute of Wilmington the sum of $192,000 for FYs 1973-75 to estab~ 
lish special fund for the use of UNC in chartering research vessels owned by Cape 
Fear Technical Institute. -Fund to be administered by Cape Fear which is to deter- 
mine costs of operation and draw against fund.

"To rewrtte Article 4 of Chapter 122 of the General Statutes relating to 
voluntary adntsston of pattents tnto mental health factltties." Amends GS 122-56 
to delete provisions requiring patient voluntarily admitted for mental iliIness or 
alcoholism to give 10-days notice of desire to be discharged, and to delete provi- 
sions authorizing head of hospital and attending physician to have patient sign form 
agreeing to admission for mandatory 30-day period. Makes other minor changes in 
phraseology and terminology. Restates GS 122-57 with no change whatsoever.

H 954 Catawba county police created CATAWBA 
Introducers: Beard and Warlick Sent, to, b.GOViAL 


"To authorize the creation of a Publte Safety Commission of Catawba County, 
and to establish a county police force for the county." Creates Catawba County 
Public Safety Comm'n compaqsed of five persons, one of whom is to be chief adminis— 
trative officer of county as continuing member. Members to be appointed by board 
of comm'rs for two-year staggered terms, and are eligible for reappointment for one 
additional term; chairman to be designated by comm'rs. Requires comm'n to meet 
monthly to make plans, discuss police matters and hear ‘complaints. Provides that 
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comm'n to appoint chief of county police and recommend to comm'rs number of personnel 
needed for police force. Chief to have two years of college plus two years law 
enforcement experience, or five years experience. Chief of Police to appoint and 
remove all police personnel. Requires police officers to be residents of county, 
or to become resident within 30 days of appointment; sets other qualifications and 
authorizes written tests. Requires police chief to file monthly report with board 
of comm'rs on police activities, and requires each individual policeman to file with 
chief daily report of activities. Sets out oaths of office, prohibits political 
activity by policemen, prescribes duties of police; limits police jurisdiction to 
areas of county outside city limits except when there is written agreement between 
county and city providing for county police jurisdiction within city limits. Provides 
that sheriff's duties are to.be service of civil process, attendance upon the courts, 
and operation of county jail; authorizes chief of police to call on sheriff for 
assistance in criminal matters. Requires that comm'n be appointed on or before Sept. 1, 
1973, and that police personnel shall assume full duties on Dec. 2, 1973. Requires 
sheriff to cooperate in timely transferral of functions pursuant to act.

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 3/27/73 rewrites GS 116-143.1(b) 
to authorize Board of Governors of UNC, subject to any tuition requirements estab- 
lished by General Assembly, to charge nonresident tuition at rate in excess of 
resident tuition. Provides that residence status for tuition purposes is to be 
determined as of the beginning of each semester, quarter, or other established term 
of the academic year for which the student is registered. Requires that to qualify 
for resident tuition, person must establish that he or she has been bona fide 
domiciliary of NC for 12 months preceding beginning of semester, etc. Permits 
counting time spent as student in institution of higher education as part of 12- 
month residence period, provided that student can establish that presence in the 
State is for purpose of maintaining bona fide domicile rather than purpose of 
temporary residence incident to enrollment in institution of higher education. 
Establishes presumptions (apparently rebuttable) that student whose parents or 
guardians are not bona fide domicilaries of NC is not a bona fide domiciliary and 
that student whose parents or guardians are bona fide domicilaries is a bona fide 
domiciliary. Authorizes Governors to establish rules and regulations to implement 
and administer this statute. Provides that no person shall lose resident tuition 
status by virtue of service in armed forces outside NC. Effective July 1, 1973.

"To amend G.S. 105-296 to clarify the authority of the county tax 
supervisor to require information pertinent to the discovery of appraisal of 
taxable property." Rewrites GS 105-296(h) to provide that tax supervisor may 
require person operating business enterprise to submit detailed inventory, 
statement of assets and liabilities or other similar information pertinent to 
discovery or appraisal of property subject to listing and taxation "only after 
the abstract has been carefully reviewed" and "upon showing reasonable cause." 
Omits present provision that any such information not required by law to be on 
the abstract is not open to public inspection, except by representatives of Dep't 
of Revenue. Makes unlawful disclosure misdemeanor punishable by fine of not less 
than $500 (now, $50) or six months imprisonment (now, no imprisonment authorized), 
and makes penalty apply to each disclosure.

"To amend G.S. 115-11(13) directing the State Board of Educatton to 
provide stck leave for all publtc school employees." Amends GS 115-11(13) to 
require State Board to provide minimum of five days sick leave with pay per 
school term for all public school employees (now, discretionary with Board). 


H 958 Signs & junkyards in Blue Ridge CS 71427-7136 (143 
Introducer: W. Stevens Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To provtde for the control and regulatton of outdoor adverttsing and 
Junkyards wtthin the viectnity of the Blue Ridge Parkway." Prohibits outdoor 
advertising within 660 feet of right-of-way boundary of Blue Ridge Parkway 
and within 660 feet of nearest edge of scenic easement acquired for use in 
connection with parkway except (1) signs advertising sale or lease of property 
on which located; (2) on-premises signs advertising business occupying or owning 
the property, but not including signs advertising brand name products or services 
unless attached to building in which sold, and provided on-premises signs located 
not more than 150 feet from building in which business carried on; (3) historic 
markers; (4) highway signs; (5) directional and official signs and notices erected 
by public authorities. Prohibits operation of junkyard within area described 
above. Authorizes Sec'y of Natural & Economic Resources to issue rules and 
regulations to implement act. Provides that any existing nonconforming billboard 
may be retained for the life of the structure and that any existing nonconforming 
junkyard may remain. Dep't of NER authorized to acquire by purchase, gift of 
condemnation all nonconforming outdoor advertising and appurtenant property 
rights and all nonconforming junkyards. Sets out rules for determining fair 
market value of property acquired by Dep't. Authorizes Dep't to relocate 
nonconforming junkyards, acquire land by purchase or condemnation to relocate 
junkyard, to convey to owner of relocated junk land so acquired, and to acquire 
and dispose of junk. Declares any outdoor advertising or junkyard erected after 
effective date of act and in violation of act to be a nuisance, and gives Dep't 
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right to remove illegal outdoor advertising after 30 days' notice to owner. 

In condeming outdoor advertising and junkyards, authorizes Dep't to use ''quick 
take'’ condemation procedures of GS Ch. 136, art. 9. Makes violation of act 
misdemeanor, and authorizes Dep't to seek injunction in addition to criminal 


prosecution. 


H 959 Arbitration and award changes GS l 
Introducer: B. Tison Senteto JUDLCar 


"To amend Chapter 1 of the General Statutes by rewriting the provistons 
relating to arbitratton and award." Enacts the Uniform Arbitration Act to be 
codified as GS 1-567.1 through -567.20, and repeals GS 1-544 through 1-567 
(existing statutes on arbitration). Generally permits two or more parties to 
enter into compulsory arbitration agreement for existing controversies or 
controversies to arise in future, and sets up procedures for enforcing such 
agreements. Provides that compulsory arbitration does not apply to any 
agreement that stipulates that this act is not to apply, or to any labor agree- 
ment unless the agreement specifically provides that act is to apply. Sets 
out procedures to compel or stay arbitration; court may stay arbitration only 
on finding that there was no agreement to arbitrate; court may compel arbitration 
when binding agreement found to exist. Sets out method of appointment and pro- 
cedures of arbitrators that apply in the absence of contrary provisions in the 
agreement. Provides each party has right to counsel in any arbitration proceed- 
ing; gives arbitrators power to issue subpoenas to compel attendance of witnesses 
and production of evidence, to administer oaths, and to take depositions. 
Establishes procedure for making award. Permits arbitrators to change award 
to correct evident miscalculation of figures or evident mistake in description 
of anything referred to in award, to eliminate award based on matters not submitted 
to arbitration, and to correct matters of form not affecting merits of controversy. 
Authorizes appeal to courts to vacate award on following grounds: (1) corruption, 
fraud or "other undue means"; (2) evident partiality by an arbitrator appointed 
as a neutral or corruption or misconduct by arbitrator; (3) that arbitrators 
exceeded powers; (4) refusal to postpone arbitration hearing on good cause 
shown or refusal to hear material evidence; (5) that there was no arbitration 
agreement. Provides that upon completion of arbitration, the award is to be 
submitted to the court, and if confirmed, modified or corrected, judgment or 
decree docketed as any other judgment or decree. Authorizes appeals from order 
denying application to compel arbitration, order granting application to stay 
arbitration, order confirming or denying confirmation of award, order modifying 
or correcting award, order vacating award without directing rehearing, or judg- 
ment or decree entered. Act applies only to agreements made on or after Aug. l, 
1973. Effective Aug. 1, 1973. 


H 960 Fair employment practice comm'n GS 143

gives Comm'n subpoena power. Provides that members of Comm'n to serve without 

pay, but are entitled to subsistence and travel allowed State employees generally. 
Makes it a misdemeanor for the State or any unit of local gov't to discriminate 

by race, religion, creed, color, national origin or sex in employment, housing, 
recreation, or facilities or accommodations operated by State or local gov't 

for all citizens. Prescribes punishment by fine up to $350 and/or imprisonment 

for 90 days to 1 year. Effective Jan. 1, 1974.

Direct Board to annually divide income earned in previous year into equal shares 
and disburse as supplemental retirement benefits on following basis: (1) each 
fireman who retired after Jan. 1, 1970 with 20 years or more service and has 
attained age of 55 years to receive share annually but may receive no more than 
$600 in any one year and (2) fireman not otherwise entitled may receive share 
in any calendar year in which Board of Trustees makes written findings of fact 
that: (a) retirement was caused by injury or sickness, (b) two doctors have 
certified this fact within 30 days prior to or following retirement, and (c) 
at time of retirement, no city employment within his capability was available. 
Provides that fireman who transfers into Tarboro Fire Dep't may transfer 
longevity but must work in Tarboro Dep't for five years before becoming eligible 
for supplemental benefits. (At present funds may be used only for’relief of 
active firemen, for family benefits of firemen who die in the line of duty, 
to prevent firemen who have served five years from becoming indigent, and to pay 
Fireman's Fund assessment of firemen unable to pay by reason of disability.) 
Also authorizes and directs investment of funds and requires Board of Trustees 
to sufficiently bond treasurer of fund in lieu of bond required by general law.

charge). Air pollution control--Provides that air quality control program to be 
administered by Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources with Board of Water and Air 
Resources exercising general oversight and supervision over creation and administra- 
tion of local air pollution programs. Directs Board (1) to develop pollution abate- 
ment and control programs, (2) to determine by field sampling present quality of the 
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air, (3) to develop and adopt air quality standards for NC as whole or portions of 
NC, (4) to classify air contaminant sources, (5) to develop and adopt emission con- 
trol standards and (6) to adopt program for testing auto emissions and to adopt auto 
emission standards in conformance with federal regulations. Directs Board to takeinto 
account local conditions when setting air quality and emission standards and author- 
ize Board to prescribe different standards for different areas. Requires public 
hearings before setting standards. Establishes permit system to control and monitor 
sources of pollution and authorizes Board to attach condition to issuance of permit. 
Act also provides for special regulation of complex sources, provides for the 
issuing of special abatement orders (which may be appealed) and authorizes Board to 
study continuing effects of motor vehicle emissions on the environment and to consult 
with persons proposing to utilize potential air cleaning devices. Local air pollution 
control programs--Provides for local air pollution control programs under supervision 
of Board. To be certified, local programs must (1) have ordinance authority compati- 
ble with provisions of the act, though more stringent regulations may be granted upon 
request where local conditions warrant, (2) provide adequate administrative and 
judicial enforcement powers, (3) have adequate staff and financial resources and (4) 
be approved by Board. Local programs may develop pollution plans, monitor air quality, 
identify emissions sources, adopt (after public hearing) air quality and emission 
control standards or adopt by reference (without hearings) standards promulgated by 
Board, and establish abatement plan. Authorizes various governing board mechanisms 
for local programs including utilization of regular local board or comm'ns, special 
air pollution control boards and the local board of health. Provides for area-wide 
control programs on motion of involved local gov'ts, but Board may require area-wide 
program as only alternative to State control if contamination problem in area warrants. 
Authorizes local gov'ts to sue for injunctive relief to restrain actual or immediately 
threatened violations, to expend tax or nontax funds to support program; and pro- 
vides for judicial review of final administrative decisions of local governing 
bodies. Authorizes Board to rescind certification of local program failing to ade- 
quately protect air quality under specified procedure. Board may retain juris- 
diction over any class of air contaminants which because of complexity or magni- 
tude are beyond capability of local program to supervise. 
Provides procedures for enforcement and prescribes $5,000 fine for certain 
violations and $5,000 each day of violation for wilful violations, to be assessed 
by Board. Provides criminal penalties of $25,000 for each day of violation and/or 
6 months imprisonment. Penalties are doubled for second offense. False reporting, 
certification, etc., punishable by fine of $10,000 and/or 6 months imprisonment.

(1) to eliminate subsection (a) (apparently unnecessary in view of preceding por- 
tions of statute); (2) to eliminate from subsection (b) provisions prohibiting 
issuance of compliance orders upon showing by person charged that it is impossible 
or infeasible to eliminate pollution, or that no remedy for pollution is known to 
exist, or cost of remedying pollution is unduly burdensome in comparison with pol- 
lution abatement results or is financially impossible, or that diligent research and 
experimentation in progress justifies postponement of order; (3) to authorize Board 
to enter into special consent orders, assurances of voluntary compliance or other 
similar documents by agreement with person responsible for pollution; and (4) to el- 
iminate all of subsections (e), (f) and (g), relating to encouragement of voluntary 
compliance, equality of enforcement action, and voluntary projects. Amends GS 143- 
215.3(a) (3) and (c)(4), and adds new GS 143-215.4(e) to authorize Board to delegate power 
conduct public hearings to employees of Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources 
designated as hearing officers, who are to report to Board. Revises GS 143-315.3 
(a)(5) to authorize Board to institute actions in Superior Court of Wake County as 
well as in county in which defendant resides. 

Revises GS 143-215.3(a)(8) to eliminate authority to study effects of 
emission of air contaminants from motor vehicles and to substitute authority to 
withold granting of permits for construction or operation of any new or additional 
disposal system or air cleaning device within state pursuant to public hearing and 
upon determining that permitting new or additional source of water or air pollution 
will result in generalized condition of pollution within area contrary to public 
interest; order to be supported by detailed findings of fact, based on competent 
evidence, and applicable to described geographical area of state until such time 
as Board determines that generalized condition of pollution has ceased; contains 
procedure for adopting order and permits judicial review only on route that 
issuance of order was arbitrary or capricious, and provides that order shall not 
be stayed by apeal. Revises GS 143-215.3(a)(9), which now contains provisions 
similar to but less stringent than new (8) summarized above, to provide that if 
investigation reveals violation of regulations, standards » consent orders, etc. 
of Board, it may assess cost of investigation, inspection or monitoring survey 
against person responsible for violation, and if violation resulted in unauthorized 
discharge of pollutants, it may assess person responsible for costs incurred in 
correcting adverse effects upon water or air; if person fails to pay sums assessed, 
Board authorized to institute civil action to recover sums. 

Revises GS 143-215.3(a) (1), which now deals with cooperative efforts with 
local gov'ts, to require that laboratory performing test analyses, and measure- 
ments to be certified by Board, and permits charging fee for such certification. 
States that GS 143-215.3(a)(11) has been rewritten and recodified (apparently by

another bill) and renumbered paragraph (12) as paragraph (11). Adds new GS 143-215.3

Also authorizes Board 
to issue order (1) prohibiting person withdrawing more than 100,000 gallons of water 
per day from increasing amount above limit set in order; (2) prohibiting construction 
or operation of new wells with capacity in excess of rate set in order, not including 
wells with capacity of less than 10,000 gallons per day ; (3) prohibiting person 
discharging water pollutants from increasing rate of discharge in excess of rate 
established in order; (4) prohibiting person from constructing or operating any 
facility that may result in discharge of water pollutants in excess of rate established 
in order; or (5) prohibiting any state agency or local gov't from issuing any permit 
for construction, etc., of facilities for withdrawing water from or discharging water 
pollutants to waters in defined area in excess of rates established in order. Provides 
that order must be supported by detailed finding of fact, supported by competent 
evidence, and must describe affected area of state. Sets out procedure for adopting 
such order, authorizes judicial review only on ground that order is arbitrary and 
capricious, and provides that appeal not to stay order. Amends GS 143-215.15(g) and 
-215.17(b) to provide for appeals and venue of appeals similar to previously digested 
provisions pertaining to general powers of Board.

Amends GS 14- 
288.4(a) (defining disorderly conduct) to include a public disturbance intentionally 
caused by person who disrupts or takes action likely to disrupt teaching of students at 
_ public or private school or to disturb peace or discipline at school or on its grounds 
(punishment of fine up to $500 or imprisonment for up to six months). 


S 640 Expunge young offenders records CS 790. 7A. the 
Introducer: Knox Sent. to JUDIC 1 


"To protect youthful offenders." Adds new GS 90-113.5 permitting person convicted 
_of misdemeanor when less than 18 years old and without previous conviction other than traf- 
fic violations to petition for expunction of misdemeanor record. Petition must be filed 
no earlier than two years after conviction and contain: (1) affidavit of good behavior 
and nonconviction of other offense; (2) character affidavits from two nonrelatives; 
(3) statement that affidavit is motion in cause in case in question; (4) affidavits veri- 
fying nonconviction for other offense from court clerk, police chief, sheriff, FBI, and 
SBI. Petition must be served on convicting solicitor, who must file objection within 10 
days and be notified of petition hearing date.

H 999 Fishermen economic develop. funds GS 113, APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: Mason and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds to the Department of Natural and Economic Resources Diviston 
of Commercial and Sports Fisheries for the Fishermen's Economie Development Act." As 
title indicates; appropriation of $167,000 for each year of 1973-75 biennium for admin- 
istrative expenses and salaries in carrying out development program. 


H 1000 Private protective services act GS 74A, 74B, 114 
Introducer: Long Sent to JUDIC 2 
"To be knoum as the Private Protective Services Act." Adds new GS Ch. 74B to 


establish Private Protective Services Board in Dep't of Justice, composed of SBI Director 
as chairman, Attorney General, appointee of AG, and two appointees of Governor who have 
been private protective service licensees for five consecutive years. Powers of Board in» 
clude requiring reports by licensees, establishing training and experience requirements, 
monitoring licensee compliance, and denying, suspending, and revoking licenses. Requires 
license of anyone engaging in "private protective services" (including polygraph operator, 
contractual guards, contractual transporter of valuables, contractual burglar alarm ser- 
vice personnel, contractual counter-surveillance service personnel, private investigators, 
and contractual investigator of employee integrity, but not including insurance adjusters, 
public officers, lawyers or their agents in connection with law practice, and owners of 
property conditionally sold). Existing detective licenses not revoked. Grants powers to 
investigate licensed and license-requiring individuals to SBI. Requires written applica- 
tion to Board for license showing that requirements for license are met and authorizes 
Board to require examination on requirements. Upon finding by chairman that application 
is proper and requirements are met, Board must issue two-year license, for $200 fee, 
following filing of surety bond of at least $5,000. Requirements for licensee are (1) 18 
years old; (2) US citizen; (3) good moral character and temperate habits; (4) meeting 
training and experience requirements. Board can refuse license to applicant recommended 
by Chairman as meeting those requirements only upon finding at hearing that applicant has 
committed one of certain specified crimes or acts, has bad reputation, has had license 
previously refused, has bad business reputation, or the like. Board may suspend or revoke 
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license after hearing if licensee or business associate: (1) makes false statement in 
connection with license; (2) violates provision of Chapter; (3) violates regulations; 

(4) took part in impersonating officer; (5) permitted unlicensed protective service; 

(6) did not perform paid-for service; (7) committed unlawful breaking or entering, assault 
battery, or kidnapping; (8) knowingly violated or aided violation of a court order or 
injunction; (9) gave legal advice or simulated legal process; (10) committed other act 
which is ground for denial of application. Prohibits licensee or business associate from 
divulging information without direction of client except to law enforcement officer or 
solicitor, making false report to client, conducting business under ficticious name, 
advertising without using name and address in Board records; failing to notify Board of 
new or changed branch office address, being employed as law enforcement officer while 
holding license, performing or offering services covered by chapter without license. 
Violation of act is general misdemeanor (fine and/or two years imprisonment). Effective

H 1001 Code of legislative ethics GSeb20 
Introducers: Jones and others Sent to RULES 


"To be known as the Legislative Ethics Act." Adds new Art. 12 to GS Ch. 120 
generally setting up code of ethics for legislators and scheme for enforcing code. 

Code of ethics--Prohibits legislator from (a) receiving or soliciting anything of value 
on understanding that legislator's vote or official action will be influenced thereby 

and (b) disclosing confidential information gained by reason of his official capacity in 
any way that could result in financial gain for himself, member of his immediate house- 
hold, or business with which he is associated (interest of $1,000 or more). Prohibits 
person from offering to legislator or member of his household anything of value. Pro- 
vides that before taking action on matter to which possible appearance of conflict, 
legislator must consider: (1) whether substantial threat to his independence of -judgment 
has been created, (2) effect his participation would have on public confidence in in- 
tegrity of General Assembly, (3) whether his participation would have significant effect 
on dispostion of matter, and (4) need for his particular contribution to effective 
functioning of General Assembly. If he determines that actual conflict of interest exists 
he should not take action to further private interest. 

Statement of economic interest--Requires every candidate for and every member of 
General Assembly to file statement of economic interest (specifies where and when such 
statements must be filed) which is to include following information: (a) identity of all 
offices and directorships of organizations for profit held by him or member of household, 
(b) character and location of all real estate in NC in which he or member of household 
has interest, (c) creditors to whom he or member of household owes more than $5000, 

(d) each business in which he or member of household has financial interest of more than 
$5000 and nature of interest, (e) name and nature of his business and types of customers 
served, and (f) businesses with which he is associated that do business with or are 
regulated by State. Requires annual revision of information and provides that statements 
are public records open for inspection. Failure to file statement is misdemeanor punish- 
able by $250 fine. 

Legislative Ethics Committee--Creates Lepislative Ethics Committee of eight member 
four to be Senators appointed by President of Senate and four to be Representatives ap- 
pointed by Speaker of House; equal number from each of two parties. Members to serve two- 
year terms coinciding with terms to which elected as members of General Assembly. Com- 
mittee to investigate alleged violations of Act, to hold hearings at which alleged vio- 
lator given right to present evidence, cross-examine witnesses, and be represented by 
counsel. Hearings may be closed except alleged violator may in writing demand public 
hearings. Gives committee subpoena power. After investigation committee may (a). dismiss 
case, (b) refer matter to Attorney General for prosecution, (c) refer matter to appro- 
priate House which may censure, suspend, or expel member. Committee granted following 
additional powers: (1) to render advisory opinions at request of member of General 
Assembly, (2) to recommend amendments to ethics law to General Assembly, (3) to prescribe 
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forms for statements of economic interest, and (4) to preserve statements for 10 years. 


fH 1002 Mental incompetents not vote GS 122, 163, CONSTITUTION 
Introducer: L. Brown Sent to CONSTUTN 
"To amend the Constitution of the State of North Carolina." Proposes amendment 


to NC Constitution to deny right to vote to persons adjudged to be mentally defective or 
insane. Requires amendment to be submitted to voters at first statewide special election 
held in 1973 after ratification of act, or if no such election held, at general election 
on Nov. 5, 1974. If amendment approved by voters, makes corresponding change in GS ]63- 
55 (persons not allowed to register or vote). 


H 1003 Remedy for odometer alteration GS 20 
Introducers: Miller and Michaux sent to  JUDIC 2 
"To provide state remedies for victims of odometer alteration." Adds new Art. 15 


to GS Ch. 20 to be entitled Vehicle Mileage Act. Makes it unlawful for person to (1) con- 
spire to or to sell, use, or install device that causes odometer to register other than 
true mileage or (2) to operate or conspire to operate vehicle with disconnected or non- 
operating odometer with intent to defraud. Requires person repairing or replacing odo- 
-meter to set new odometer at reading of old or if that not possible to place written 
notice on vehicle door frame indicating mileage prior to replacement. Requires trans- 
feror of vehicle to deliver to transferee, before transfer of ownership, a written state- 
'ment containing: (a) odometer's mileage reading at time of transfer, (b) date of trans- 
fer, (c) transferor's name and address, (d) identity of vehicle, (e) statement that 
mileage unknown if transferor knows odometer reading differs from actual mileage, (f) de- 
tailed listing of each known alteration of reading, and (g) disclosure of excess mileage 
when vehicle is known to have exceeded 100,000 miles. Copy of statement to be sent to 
Dep't of Motor Vehicles and Dep't may not register vehicle until statement received. Exr 
empts from making statement: vehicle with weight rating more than 16,000 lbs., vehicle 
not self-propelled, vehicle 25 years old or older, and new vehicle prior to first transfer 
for purposes other than resale. Requires new vehicles sold after Jan. 1, 1975 to have 
odometer with six whole-mile digits. Sets out following penalties for violation of act: 
(1) civil liability of three times amount of actual damages or $1,500, whichever is 
greater, plus costs and attorney's fees; (2) may be enjoined as unfair and deceptive trade 
“practice; and (3) criminally punishable as general misdemeanor (up to two years and/or 
Bfine). 
Amends GS 20-183.2 to require that beginning Jan. 1, 1974 every motor vehicle 
inspection certificate contain date of current inspection, odometer reading at time of 
current inspection, date of previous inspection, odometer reading on date of previous 
inspection, and identification of person making inspection and affixing certificate. 
Effective Sept. 1, 1973.

Requires 
treasurer to file statements of receipts and expenditures with State Board of 
Elections within 10 days after he is appointed and monthly thereafter; provides 
for reporting of unspent contributions. Sets forth procedures with respect to 
inactive candidate or committee. Requires individuals who spend more than $25 
in behalf of or in opposition to candidate or committee to file report with State 
Board of Elections. Requires ''media'’ businesses receiving campaign expenditures 
to report amounts paid by each candidate or committee; prohibits such businesses 
from receiving expenditures unless made by treasurer, candidate, or committee 
or authorized agent thereof. Prohibits anonymous gifts and gifts in names of 
others; requires treasurer to refuse such gifts, attempt to return them, or pay 
them over to State Treasurer, who will hold funds, advertise he has them, pay 
them over to claimant who proves he originally made such gifts, or pay them to 
State General Fund if not claimed within specified period. Provides for following 
penalties for violation of act by corporations: fines against corporation itself 
of $1000 to $10,000 and penalty in amount of three times value of illegal payment 
or contribution; fines against corporate officers, directors, employees, agents 
of $100 to $5000 and/or one year imprisonment; liability to stockholder derivative 
suits; and fines against persons receiving illegal corporate payment or 
contributions of $100 to $5000 and/or one year imprisonment. Prohibits "media" 
businesses from charging more than normal fees for political advertising. Sets 
forth following powers of State Board of Elections: (1) to promulgate rules and 
regulations; (2) to furnish reporting forms; (3) to investigate and audit state- 
ments; (4) to investigate failures of comply with act by any persons; and (5) to 
report violations to solicitors or Attorney General. Provides for immunity from 
prosecution for person required to waive rights against self-incrimination in 
trial of other person's violation of act. If campaign reports not made, name of 
candidate not printed on ballot or, if ballot already printed, candidate not 
declared nominated or elected if he gets winning number of votes. Sets out 
penalties for violations in addition to other penalties digested above. Grants 
superior courts power to issue injunctions to compel observance of act or to 
appoint special prosecutors to prosecute violations. Effective 30 days after 
ratification, and first reporting period for existing candidate or committee 
begins on effective date of act.

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S 697 (Joint Res.) Election of UNC governors (Iden. H 1074) JOINT RES, GS 116 
Introducer: Strickland Sent to HIGHR ED 


"Providing for the procedure for nominating and electing members of the Board 
of Governors of the Untverstty of North Carolina." Sets out procedure by which 
General Assembly nominates and elects members to UNC Board of Governors: House Com- 
mittee on University Trustees and Senate Higher Education Committee, in joint session, 
to nominate at least two candidates for each opening in each category of seats on 
Board, to screen nominees, and to place nominations before joint session of General 
Assembly. At joint session, floor opened for further nominations; joint session 
dissolved when that completed. Nominations grouped into four categories--women, 
minority races, Republicans, and at large. Number of nominees must be at least 
twice number of places to be filled in each category. Ballot to be prepared for 
Sentate and senators to mark ballot as follows: one person in women's category, 
one in minority race category, none in Republican category and two in at-large cate- 
gory. Nominee must receive majority vote to be elected; procedures set out for run- 
off. After Senate elects members, ballot to be prepared for House and representatives 
to vote as follows: no person in women's category, none in minority race category, 
one in Republican category, and three in at-large category. Heuse follows same 
‘procedure for election as Senate. When election process complete, chairmen of two 
General Assembly committees to notify Sec'y of UNC Board of Governors of names and 
categories of those elected.

Identical with S 686, digested 
in Senate section of today's Bulletin. 
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H 1060 Changes in barber law GS 86 
Introducer: Jordan Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To amend Chapter 86 of the General Statutes, relating to barbers." Amends 
GS 86-6 to establish a seven member (now, three) State Board of Barber Examiners, 
six appointed by the Governor and one selected by the State Health peer from the 
staff of the State Board of Health. Requires each board member app’ ted by Governor 
to be licensed, practicing barber with at least five years experience. Board mem- 
bers may be removed by the Governor for cause and may serve only {two Succes’ Lvs 
terms of six years each. Present members of Board may stay on a make written re- 
quest to do so. Amends GS 86-7 to require Board's executive sec y to schedule exam- 
inations, and to authorize sec'y to hire five inspectors with approval of Board. 
Amends GS 86-8 to provide for per diem and expenses for Board members, but states 
they shall receive no salary. Board to be responsible for periodically studying 
and updating curriculum of barber schools. 


H 1061 Hiway Patrol accident investigation GS. 20 
Introducer: Tart sent to HY SAFTY 


"To amend G.S. 20-188 concerning tnvestigations of vehteular acetdents.” 
Adds new paragraph to CS 20-188 to provide that regardless of territorial jurisdic- 
tion, highway patrolman who initiates accident investigation not to stop investiga- 
tion until he has clear assurance that another law enforcement agency has under- 
taken responsibility for investigation; patrolman to render assistance to agency 
upon requést. Effective July 1, 1973. 


H 1062 Appeals to State Personnel Board GS 126 
Introducers: Long and others Sent..to. ST PERS 


"Amending Chapter 126 of the General Statutes with regard to the appeals 
of State and local employees to the State Personnel Board." Amends GS 126-3 to 
provide that State Personnel Director to serve at pleasure of Board notwithstanding 
provisions of State Gov't Reorganization Act of 1971. Amends GS 126-4 to give Board 
the added powers and duties of investigating complaints, and directing or pinding 
corrective action upon the appointing authority and to limit duty vr issuing advis- 
ory recommendations to non-discrimination cases. Adds new GS 126-5(d) to exempt 
from State Personnel Act, except for salaries, the following: chief deputy or 
assistant to State Dep't head, one confidential assistant or secretary for each 
elected or appointed dep't head and his chief deputy, and employees of the Governor's 
office vandsottice) ots Lt. Gov. 

Adds new Art. 7 to GS 126 dealing witn disciplinary action and employee 
appeals. Requires written statement before any permanent employee covered under 
the statute can be discharged, suspended or receive disciplinary action. Employee 
is granted five days to reply in writing. Allows appeal of grievance to State Per- 
sonnel Board within 30 days of agency's finai decision. Provides for direct appeal 
to State Personnel Board for accusations ot unlawful State employment practices. 
Personnel Director may investigate, hear and recommend settlement; Personnel Board 
to review findings and make final decision. All actions of State Personnel Board 
subject to judicial review. Authorizes subpoenas to be issued by Board to assist 
in any hearing or investigation and allows the Superior Court to impose punishment 
for contemptuous acts before the Board. 





H 1063 Reorganize Dep't Transportation (Iden. S 695) - GS 43965 “14347 720 
Introducers: J. Green and others Sent to ROADS 


__ "To reorganize the Department of Transportation and Highway Safety as it relates 
to highways." Creates Board of Transportation, and Secondary Roads Council, within Dep" 
and extensively specifies budget and management procedures for construction and mainten- 
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ance of highways. Board to have complete policy formulation, rule-making, organizational, 
hiring-firing (including State Highway Administrator), and promotion authority with re- 
spect to highway matters within Dep't, despite any provisions of GS Ch. 143A placing 
authority in Secretary. Sec'y to be ex officio chairman of Board. Governor to appoint 
nine members for initial staggered terms, thereafter for four-year terms. Lt. Gov., 
Speaker of House, and Joint Caucus Leader of Minority Party in legislature each to appoint 
one legislator for initial staggered terms, thereafter for two-year terms. Members to 
receive per diem plus expense reimbursement. Council to have duty of adopting formulas 
for allocation of secondary road funds, allocating funds among counties, and adopting 
annual work programs for each county (after consultation with county comm'rs and subject 
to review and possible overruling by Board). Governor to appoint 14 Council members (one 
from each existing engineering division) to serve at his pleasure, and to designate chair- 
man. Members receive per diem plus expense reimbursement. 

Directs Dep't to prepare statewide annual maintenance program and construction 
program for interstate, primary, and urban system highways, for approval of Board (details 
information to be included), which to be made available to appropriate legislative com- 
mittees and others along with Budget Appropriations Bill. Dep't to: (1) develop formula 
for allocation of secondary road funds among counties for approval by Council, with copies 
for legislators; (2) develop criteria for improvements and maintenance of such roads (in- 
cluding long-range and immediate goals and priorities) for Council adoption; (3) hold 
public meeting with county comm'rs to discuss plans, receive written recommendations from 
comm'rs, after which Council to adopt annual programs, with copies for legislators and 
newspapers. Division engineers to certify work done each year, with explanations for 
deviations from approved programs. Dep't to give detailed information as to status of 
secondary road work plus projects where right-of-way acquisition or construction contracts 
have been delayed more than two years. Budget Appropriations Bill to contain separate 
enumerations of appropriations for interstate, primary, secondary, urban, and public 
service roads and details of source and amount of expenditures for specified purposes 
(including details as to funds for secondary roads in each county). 

Amends and repeals numerous statutory sections to conform to new Dep't structure, 
terminology, and procedures. Authorizes Attorney General to hire outside counsel for 
highway work; and authorizes Dep't to assist municipal airport authorities and municipal 
airports without scheduled commercial flights by furnishing emergency runway clearance 
and minor construction, on reimbursement basis. Effective July 1, 1973. 


H 1064 Immunization of children GS 130 
Introducers: McDaniel and others Sent to HEALTH 
"To amend portions of the State immuntzatiton law." Amends GS 130-87 to 


empower State Board of Health to determine which immunizations shall be required of 
all children residing the State (now, required immunizations prescribed in statute). 
Amends GS 130-90 to allow child to be entered in school for 90 days before parents 
required to present evidence of child's immunization (now, must be shown before ad- 
mitted). Requires school authorities to inform parents of immunization requirement 
prior to or on day of child's first admission. 


H 1065 Equal Pay for Equal Work Act GS 143 
Introducer: Sawyer Sent to JUDIC l 


"To promote and protect the welfare of the people of the State of North 
Carolina by prevention and elimtnatton of discriminatory employment practices and : 
policies based upon race, color, religion, nattonal ortgin, ancestry, agé, or sex. 
Adds new chapter to General Statutes, Equal Pay for Equal Honk Act, generally pro- 
hibiting discrimination in employment by state and local gov'ts and private employ- 
ers on basis of race, color, religion, national origin, ancestry, age, Or sex. 

Fair employment comm'n--Creates NC Fair Employment Comm'n composed of seven 
comm'rs appointed to four-year staggered terms. Four comm'rs appe lated by Governor 
and three by Lt. Gov. Authorizes Comm'n to appoint executive sec'y and staff. Comm n 
to have following powers, among others: (1) to refer matter to Attorney General 
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with recommendations for necessary actions to enforce act; (2) to institute proceed- 
ings for violations of act before court; (3) to adopt rules to carry out provisions 
of act; (4) to hold hearings, subpoena witnesses, administer oaths, and require pro- 
duction of relevant records; (5) to create advisory agencies and conciliation 
councils; and (6) to make annual report to Governor and General Assembly. Authorizes 
Comm'n to provide assistance to local communities and persons therein in resolving 
disputes based on discriminatory practices which violate person's federal or state 
rights (not limited to employment discrimination). Such assistance may be given only 
when peaceful relations among citizens of community threatened and when community 

or person requests assistance, and assistance is limited to conciliation efforts. 
Activities of Comm'n in providing such community assistance must be conducted in 
private, and comm'r or employee of comm'n who makes public any information gained in 
conducting conciliation assistance is guilty of general misdeameanor. 

Unlawful employment practices--Defines "employer" as including person em- 
ploying eight or more employees, State, or local gov't, but specifically does not 
include social club, fraternal, charitable, educational or religious organizations, 
or nonprofit corp. Except where based upon bona fide occupational qualification or 
applicable US or NC security, act prohibits discrimination because of race, creed, 
nat'l origin, age or sex in’hiting, firing, pay, training, etc. by employers; labor 
union, employment agency or so forth. Also prohibits retaliation against person for 
exercising rights under act. Prohibits employer from discriminating in wages on the 
basis of sex and makes violation misdemeanor punishable by fine of no more than $50 
and/or imprisonment of no more than 30 days. Prohibits female from being assigned 
to task disproportionate to her strength or employed in place detrimental to her 
morals, her health, or her potential capacity for motherhood. 

Makes wilful interference with comm'n member in performance of duties mis- 
demeanor punishable by not more than six months imprisonment and/or not more than 
S00 siaLhes 
Conduct of investigations and remedies--When it appears that unlawful em- 
ployment practice has been committed, chairman of Comm'n designates comm'r to make 
investigation. If after investigation, comm'r determines that further action 
warranted, he may attempt to eliminate unlawful practice by conciliation. Such 
procedure to be confidential. Additionally, person claiming to be aggrieved by un- 
lawful practice or Attorney General may file written verified complaint with Comm'n 
(act specifies information to be included in complaint) within one year after vio- 
lation is alleged to have been committed. Comm'n to serve copy of complaint on 
person alleged to have committed unlawful act, and then to investigate and attempt 
to conciliate matter. If conciliation fails, alleged violator required to answer 
charges at Comm'n hearing. Case presented by Comm'n attorney; comm'r who conducted 
initial proceeding may not participate except as witness. If Comm'n finds no un- 
lawful practice, complaint dismissed. If Comm'n finds that unlawful practice has 
been committed, it must state its findings of fact and issue cease and desist order. 
Additionally Comm'n authorized to order person committing unlawful practice to take 
action including, but not limited to, hiring, reinstatement or upgrading or employees, 
with or without back pay. 

Comm'n has authority to bring action in superior court to seek injunction to 
prevent or stop violation of act. Final decision by Comm'n subject to judicial re- 
view as provided in GS 143-307. Effective Oct. 1, 1973. 


H 1066 Not require smallpox shots GS 130 
IntroducerS: Haynes and others Sent to HEALTH 


"To remove smallpox vaeeine from the list of immuntzations required by 
G.S. 150-87." Amends GS 130-87 to delete provision requiring NC children to receive 
immunization against smallpox before attaining the age of six years. 
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H 1067 Bonds for ECU medical school Goa Oy oe 
Introducer: Eagles Sent to FINANCE 


"To authorize the tssuance of $50,000,000 in bonds of the State to provide 
funds for the construction and establishment of a four-year medical school at East 
Carolina Untverstty subject to a vote of the people of the State." Authorizes, after 
voter approval, sale of State bonds not to exceed $50 million for establishment of 
four-year medical school at East Carolina University. Any funds achieved shall be 
used in conjunction with private and federal funds available for the same purpose. 
Maturity of the bonds not to exceed 25 years. Proposed election to be held in 1973 
or 1974; specific date to be fixed by Governor. 


H 1068 : Dissolution of sanitary districts eS ane & 
‘Introducers: Payne and others sent to JUDIC 1 


"To amend Article 12 of Chapter 130 to provide for the dissolutton of certain 
sanitary districta." Allows counties with population in excess of 200,000 to dissolve 
Sanitary district upon county voter approval, and to assume any outstanding indebtedness. 
When no indebtedness exists, comm'rs may dissolve district upon approval of members of 
the district. Prior to dissolution, plan for continued sanitary sewage must be adopted 
and approved; municipality must also approve if system to service it. 


H 1069 Detectives privilege tax (Iden. S 690) GS 105 
Introducer: DeBruhl Sent to FINANCE 


"To amend G.S. 105-42 dealing wtth Privilege license taxes of private detectives." 
Identical with S 690, digested in Senate section of today's Bulletin. 


H 1070 Public employees bargaining GS 95 
Introducers: Miller and others sent to JUDIC 1 
"Authortzing publte employees to bargain collectively." Repeals Art. 12 of 


GS Ch. 95 (public employees not to join unions) and substitutes new article giving public 
employees right to bargain collectively. Provides (1) public employees to have right to 
bargain collectively with employer but not to have right to engage in work stoppage or 
Slowdown, (2) gov't employers to have duty to bargain with employees' bargaining agent, 
and (3) parties to submit to arbitration if unable to agree fully within 30 days of start 
of bargaining. 

Bargaining agent to be vocational organization selected by majority of employees 
in dep't. Dep't of Labor to conduct elections to determine if there is majority repre- 
sentation if question arises. Employer must commence bargaining within 10 days of written 
request by agent. When any matter requiring an appropriation by gov't unit is to be 
included in collective bargaining, party wishing to bargain must serve written notice 
including items they wish to negotiate at least 110 days prior to last day on which 
moneys can be appropriated by employer. 

Arbitration panel to be composed of one arbitrator selected by bargaining agent 
and one selected by employer plus one chosen by these two. If these two unable to agree, 
third member chosen by American Arbitration Assoc. upon written request from either party.

"Creating the North Carolina Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility." Repeals GS 20- 
279.34 (assigned risk plan for automobile insurance) and substitutes new Art. 25A, 

GS Ch. 58, Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility, purpose of which is stated to be to guar- 
antee immediate access to motor vehicle insurance by every licensed motorist in state. 
Requires every insurance agent licensed in State to provide insurance to NC motorist re- 
questing it by writing insurance either in an insurer agent is authorized to represent or 
through Reinsurance Facility. Creates NC Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility made up of 
all insurers authorized to write and writing insurance in NC (insurer must be member of 
Facility as condition to writing insurance in State). Purpose of Facility is to guarantee 
that insurance will be available through licensed agents to motorist otherwise unable to 
procure insurance. Authorizes Facility (1) to arrange for binding and issuance of motor 
vehicle insurance on behalf of facility (policy may be issued by member of Facility in 
its name on behalf of Facility or by Facility); (2) to establish procedures for sharing 
among members profits, losses, costs, and assets of Facility and for assessing members 
for their shares; and (3) to establish rates of service fees to be paid on Facility poli- 
cies. Any NC insurance agent may apply to Facility to be appointed to represent it 
through a carrier (insurer) designated by Facility to write insurance on behalf of Faci- 
lity. Facility to develop reasonable qualifications and standards of service for insurer 
authorized to act on its behalf. 

Authorizes Comm'r of Insurance to establish rate classifications to be used in 
policies issued pursuant to act and authorizes him to establish rates for policies under 
act that are higher than approved manual rates. Provides that if any member of Facility 
terminates insurance policy, termination notice to include statement that replacement 
coverage will be provided through Facility without lapse of protection. 

Facility administered by eleven-member Board of Governors consisting of following: 
one domestic insurer appointed by Comm'r of Insurance; two members elected by Facility 
members of Amer. Insur. Ass'n; two by Amer. Mutual Insur. Alliance; two by Nat'l Ass'n 
of Independent Insurers; two by members of Facility not affiliated with such ass'ns; two 
agents licensed to write motor vehicle liability insurance, appointed by Comm'r of Insur- 
ance. Facility to file plan of operation with Comm'r; Comm'r may disapprove, within 30 
days from filing, any part of plan that does not meet requirements of act; if part dis- 
approved, Facility to submit revised plan. 

Any applicant for policy issued through Facility or member of Facility has right 
to hearing and ruling from Board of Governors with regard to violation of plan of opera- 
tion or improper ruling of Facility (act sets out hearing procedure). Ruling of Board 
may be appealed to Comm'r of Insurance, and Comm'rs ruling subject to judicial review.

Requires all unencumbered funds of Housing Corp. (GS Ch. 122A) to be turned over to 
State Treasurer within 30 days after ratification (or when become unencumbered). Requires | 
State Treasurer to serve as trustee for Corp. to hold funds, to pay legally enforceable 
obligations (but no salaries of officers or employees of Corp. later than 30 days after 
ratification), to sell assets as personal property of State and hold proceeds of sale, 
and to otherwise succeed to necessary powers of Corp. Establishes comm'n to study 
advisability of maintaining Housing Corp. and to study proper role of State in housing.

H 1075 Regulate biological organisms GS 106 
Introducers: Everett and Gilmore Sent to AGRICULT 


"Authorizing the Department of Agriculture to regulate the production, sale, use 
and distrtbution of btologtcal organisms." Act to be known as NC Biological Organism 
Act, generally authorizing Dep't of Agriculture to regulate sale, use, and distribution 
of biological organisms that may have adverse effect on environment. Defines "biological 
organism" as plant, lower animal, virus or disease causal agent intended for release into 
environment; or organism that affects environment by its presence or absence. Authorizes 
NC Board of Agriculture (1) to adopt regulations to protect environment from detrimental 
importation, sale, or release of biological organisms and to protect organisms that are 
beneficial to environment; (2) to cause importation, collection, and release of beneficial 
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organisms when in State's interest; (3) to promote and regulate businesses engaged in 
}importation, rearing, and use of biological organisms; (4) to establish standards of posi- 
‘tive identification, purity of culture or colony, freedom from disease and hyperparasites 
of biological organisms; (5) to establish standards of competence for private practitioner 
engaged in propagation, use, or sale of biological organisms; (6) to cause use of pesti- 
'cides, parasites, predators, pheromones, genetic material, and other control techniques 

| that are consistent with pesticide, environmental, and other laws applicable in NC. Pro- 
hibits biological organism from being brought into, sold, or propagated in NC except as 
prescribed by regulations issued by Board. 

Authorizes Comm'r of Agriculture to initiate or cooperate in management or miti- 
gation programs to be conducted against those plants, environmental, or nuisance pests 
that can be controlled in economically, ecologically, and biologically sound manner and 
‘to enter into memoranda of understanding with other State and federal agencies concerning 
biological organisms. 

Makes violation of act or interference with Comm'r while in performance of act a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine of not less than $50 nor more than $250 or imprisonment for 
not less than 10 nor more than 30 days. Each day's violation separate offense. 


H 1076 Administrative procedure act GS 143, 150 
Introducers: Whichard and Josey Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To establish procedures for the conduet of proceedings before administrative 
agenctes and to establish a code of administrative regulations." Rewrites GS Ch. 150 
(now "Uniform Revocation of Licenses") to constitute new Administrative Procedure Act for 
State agencies (also repealing GS Ch. 143, Art. 18, "Rules and Regulations Filed with 
Secretary of State," Art. 33, "Judicial Review of Decisions of Certain Administrative 
Agencies," and Art. 33A, "Rules of Evidence in Administrative Proceedings before State 
Agencies" and consolidating them into new act). Exempts legislative and judicial agen- 
cies, agencies of local gov't and related units, and private corporations. Includes pro- 
cedures for rule-making, administrative hearings, judicial review, publication of rules, 
plus certain special provisions with respect to licensing. Rule-making provisions exempt 
internal management rules, memoranda, declaratory rulings, policy statements or inter- 
pretations, rules related to highways which are communicated to public by signs. Requires 
each agency to adopt rules or practice and to make available to public those rules plus 
any written statements of policy or interpretation plus materials which were before offi- 
cer issuing final orders or opinions. Except for emergency rules (effective maximum of 
120 days), notice and hearing required before adoption, amendment, or repeal of rule; 
permits adoption by reference of codes, standards, or regulations of other agencies; con- 
tinues in effect rules of predecessor agencies until amended or repealed; allows any per- 
son to petition for rule, amendment, or repeal; authorizes declaratory rulings on request 
of aggrieved person. Hearing provisions cover contested cases. Specify notice to be 
given parties, right of intervention by any person, venue of hearing, conduct of hearing 
(including rules of evidence, official notice, stipulations, answers), subpoena authority, 
use of depositions, challenge of hearing officer, powers of hearing officer, notice to 
parties of proposed decision, prohibition of ex parte communications with parties and 
others (with specified exceptions), requirement of written agency decision including 
findings of fact and conclusions of law served on parties, and content of official record. 
Judicial review provisions specify right to review (including judicial intervention when 
agency unreasonably delays decision), time, manner, and contents of application for review; 
record on appeal; procedure for taking newly discovered evidence; requirement that court 
review on record without jury; further appeals. Decision may be reversed or modified if 
unconstitutional, in excess of authority, made upon unlawful procedure, unsupported by 
substantial evidence, or arbitrary and capricious. Publication provisions require rules 
adopted after July 1, 1974, to be filed with Attormay General (earlier rules to become 
ineffective until filed); states form of rules (with authority in AG to modify); requires 
that AG make rules available for public inspection; provides that statutes requiring 
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further publication or distribution shall be complied with; directs AG to compile, index, 
and publish rules; directs judicial notice of rules. Effective July 1, 1974, but not to — 


affect pending administrative hearings.

"To amend Chapter 122 of the General Statutes relating to commitment of persons 
to treatment factlittes for the mentally tll." Adds new provisions to General Statutes 
dealing with commitment of persons for mental illness and alcoholism. Voluntary admis- 
sions--any person voluntarily presenting himself to treatment facility to be admitted 
without formal application and must be examined by physician within 24 hours. Physician's 
statement not required for admission. Must be discharged at any time upon request. 
Involuntary admissions--persons determined by law enforcement officers to be violent and 
dangerous or gravely disabled because of commission of overt acts of violence may be 
taken into custody to obtain examination by physician. If physician reaches same con- 
clusion, he may by written statement stating that has made examination authorize officer 
to bring person before magistrate. Officer may take person directly to magistrate if 
reasonable grounds to believe that person is dangerous and delay for medical examination 
would likely endanger life or property. Magistrate to hold hearing to determine if per- 
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son dangerous and may consider oral testimony and physician's authorization. Magistrate 
may order release or, upon written finding that person is dangerous based on specific 
acts, order person to be taken to treatment facility, but if there is no written author- 
ization of physician magistrate must order release unless he makes specific finding that 
delay to obtain examination would endanger life or property. Within 10 days of time 
person is taken into custody, district court judge to hold hearing to determine if person 
dangerous. If so finds, person may be committed to treatment facility or for outpatient 
treatment; maximum period of 120 days. If head of facility determines that person will 
need care beyond initial commitment period, he must make written request for hearing at 
least 30 days prior to end of period. Recommitments limited to 180 days. Persons en- 
titled to due process rights at all hearings in district court including right to notice, 
to counsel (appointed counsel for indigents), right to be present at hearing, free tran- 
script if indigent and right to appeal to superior court for trial de novo before jury. 
Discharge--Head of facility may discharge at any time before expiration of commitment time, 
must be transported to county of residence by sheriff but may elect to use other means. 
Within 10 days of discharge, head of facility must send to committing court certificate 
-of discharge. If discharge certificate states that patient is no longer in need of care, 
discharge operates to remove all disabilities. 

Repeals conflicting sections of GS Ch. 122. Repeals subsection (1) of GS 122- 
65.8 authorizing court to order involuntary commitment of person acquitted of public 
drunkenness by reason of alcoholism. Effective Sept. 1, 1973.

counties in which local ABC store established must hold special election before 

mixed drinks may be sold in that county; election held upon written request of 

county comm'rs or petition signed by 20% of voters of county; act sets out procedures 
for election (originally, if statewide referendum in favor of mixed drinks, mixed 
drinks sold in counties with local systems upon request of local ABC Board); (6) 
prohibits permit from being issued to premises within 500 feet of church, public 
school or child care center (now 50 ft.) but adds provision that State Board, after 
hearing, may determinethat premises suitable one and allow within 500 ft.; (7) 
provides that mixed drinks may be sold and consumed at same hours that malt beverages 
may be sold and consumed; (8) prohibits permittee from employing waiter or waitress 
less than 18 years old (originally 21 years); (9) provides for mixed drink application 
fee of $300 rather than $500; initial annual fee of $300 for establishments having 
capacity of less than 51 seats and an additional $5 fee for each seat in excess of 50, 
with maximum of $1,000; and annual renewal fee at 50% of initial annual fee (originally, 
annual fee of $1,000 or $5 per seating capacity, whichever is greater); (10) adds 
provision that permitte must pay ABC store $5 per gallon for alcoholic beverages 
purchased to be used for sale of mixed drinks and that proceeds from fee go to 

general fund of county in which ABC store located; and (11) deletes provision that 
Board may assess $1,000 fine against permittee who violates act.

Permits voter to make request personally or through an 
agent (who is limited to being an agent for only one voter unless the voter is his "near 
relative") or through a "near relative" (defined as spouse, parent, grandparent, child, 
grandchild, sibling) (now, voter must request applications personally unless he is taken 
suddenly ill, in which case near relative may make request). Agent's or near relative's 
request for application for absentee ballot is required to be witnessed (now, only the 
request of near relative in case of suddenly ill voter must be witnessed). Provides "one- 
stop'' voting by absentee ballot: voter who will be absent from county on primary or elec- 
tion day may go to office of board of elections, request and complete application, re- 
ceive ballots, vote them, and return them in container-return envelope (now, mo "one-stop" 
voting). Sets forth procedure for ruling on "one-stop" applications and handling accepted 
or rejected "one-stop" applications. Requires board, in case of second primary, to auto- 
matically mail applications to all persons who voted absentee in first primary; also allows 
absentee voting in second primary under same circumstances as allowed in first. Requires 
party affiliation to be printed on applications for primary absentee ballots; requires 
printing of legend on all applications that application is valid for only particular 
primary or election (now, no legend required). Allows persons convicted of misdemeanors 
to register by mail and vote an absentee ballot when their incarceration prevents them 
from doing either act in person (now, the statute is silent about incarcerated misdemeants 
voting). Provides for withdrawing absentee ballots. Requires all absentee ballots to

Introducers: Lawing and DeBruhl Sent to MFG LABR 


"To establish a commisston to ltcense and regulate auctioneers." Repeals 
current GS Ch. 85 providing for licensing of certain auctioneers and enacts new provi- 
sion to expand those required to be licensed and to establish commission to regulate 
activities. Kequires licensing of all auctioneers except those conducting following 
auctions: (1) sales by owner of goods unless he bought goods for resale; (2) sales by 
public authorities; (3) sales by iudicial order or in settlement of decedent's estate; 
(3) any sale required by law to be at auction; (4) sale of livestock at authorized 
public livestock auction; (5) leaf tobacco sales; (6) auto sales by licensed dealer; 

(7) sales by specialized auctioneer of particular brand of livestock; and (8) sales 
by charitable and religious groups if no fee paid auctioneer. 

Requires annual licensing of apprentice auctioneers and auctioneers, with require- 
ments that licensee be at least 18, be resident, not have been convicted of felony in 
last five years, and not have had license revoked in another state. Examination required 
for initial apprentice auctioneer license, and two years as apprentice required before 
eligible for auctioneer license (with exception for those who have been in auctioneer 
business for two years and apply within one year). Apprentice to have auctioneer super- 
visor who generally must approve his activities. Limit of three years as apprentice. 
Licensing to be by five-member Auctioneers Comm'n, appointed by Governor. At least 
three members to be appointed from nominees of Auctioneers Ass'n of NC; at least three 
of five to be experienced auctioneers. Vote of three sufficient for Comm'n action. 

All licensees required to provide bond ($1,000 for apprentice, $5,000 for auctioneer) 
for faithful performance of contracts; Comm'n can order payment on bond. Partnerships 
or corporations with licensed auctioneers can receive designation as licensed 


SOlon 


auctioneering business. Provides for reciprocal licensing of out-of-state auctioneers 
and licensing of unlicensed South Carolina and Virginia auctioneers who have been con- 
ducting business in NC for two years. Fees required as follows: $50 for application 

and apprentice exam; $25 for apprentice license; $25 for auctioneer application; $100 

for auctioneer license; and $75 for designation as auctioneer business. Local gov'ts 

prohibited from requiring additional licenses or fees. 

Regulates conduct of auctions by requiring written agreement between auctioneer 
and owner, ccpy of which must be kept for two years. Auctioneer also required to 
maintain record book containing information on owners and sales. Agreements and records 
open to Comm'n inspection but not required for "auction house" sales of less than $500 
for which there has been no prior negotiation. 

Provides for suspension and revocation of licenses by Comm'n following due process 
hearing. Sets out activities for which suspension or revocation authorized, generally 
including violations of act, misrepresentations, failure to pay over money, using false 
bidders, and violation of Nat'l Auctioneers Ass'n Code of Ethics. Appeal to superior 
court for suspension or revocation. Effective July 1, 1973. 


m L108 Solicitation of charitable. funds GS2 108 
Introducer: Jordan . Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To regulate tndividuals and organizations engaged in charitable publte 
soltettattons." Rewrites Part I ("licensing of Public Solicitation") of Art. 3 of 
GS Ch. 108 as title indicates. Redefines "charitable organization" to exclude 
churches, political parties, political campaign committees, volunteer fire, ambulance 
and rescue dep'ts, civil and fraternal organizations, nonprofit hospitals and 
individuals under specified circumstances. Defines "federated fund-raising 
organization", "professional fund-raising counsel", and "professional solicitor". 
Directs Dep't of Social Services to issue one-year licenses to covered organizations 
for soliciting under dep't regulations having force of law. Organizations seeking 
license to provide detailed information to Dep't on forms prescribed by State Board 
of Social Services. Applicant organization to pay licensing fee of $10 to $25 
depending on amount of funds raised. Dep't authorized to enter reciprocal agree- 
ments with similar authorities in other states for exchanging information respecting 
charitable organizations. Nonresident organization soliciting in NC deemed to have 
appointed NC Sec'y of State as its agent for service of process. Specifies type 
records to be kept by charitable organizations, professional fund-raising counsel, 
and professional solicitors. Regulates contracts between charitable organizations 
and professional fund-raising counsel, including amount payable by organizations to 
counsel for services. Licensing applications, contracts and related information made 
public records. Authorizes Comm'r of Social Services to revoke or deny issuance of 
license to solicit for specified reasons, upon notice and hearing. Creates Comm'n 
on Charitable Organizations, consisting of Comm'r of Social Services and six citizens, 
appointed by Chairman of State Board of Social Services; sources of appointees (none 
may be State employees) specified. Prohibits certain conduct by charitable organi- 
zations, fund-raising counsel and professional solicitors. Violation of act made 
misdemeanor, punishable by fine of up to $500 and/or six months confinement, for 
first offense. Authorizes Attorney General to bring actions for violation of act. 
Exempts certain charitable organizations from licensing provisions. Authorizes 
Comm'r to publish "warning" that certain organizations may be operating in violation 
of act. Creates Comm'n on Charitable Organizations by Aug. 1, 1973; State Board 
to promulgate regulations by Jan. 1, 1974.

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H 1114 Environmental education program GS 113A,143,APPROPRIATION 
introducers: Bryan and others Sent to APPKUPRN 


"To be known as the North Carolina Environmental Edueatton Act of 1973." 

Creates NC Environmental Education and Information Program to encourage, promote, and 
support development of programs, facilities, and materials for environmental education. 
Program is to (1) coordinate various agencies, institutions, and citizens involved in 
planning statewide program of environmental education, (2) be responsible for alloca- 
tion of funds for purchase of educational equipment, materials, and supplies, and 
employment of consultants necessary to carry out provisions of act, (3) maintain 
liaison between executive branch of gov't and environmental groups; and (4) encourage 
coordination between state and local gov'ts, citizens groups, and businesses in dis- 
semination of environmental information and education. 

Creates Environmental Education and Information Advisory Council composed of 
two panels: (1) Advisory Panel (number not specified) appointed by Governor from among 
directors of environmental education programs, representatives of State agencies with 
direct interest in environmental education, and other persons qualified in environ- 
mental education; (2) Fiscal Review Board (number not specified) appointed by Sec'y of 
Administration from among persons having demonstrated interest in environmental educa- 
tion but wne may not be State or local gov't employees. Provides for Director of 
program but does not specify how selected. Review Board determines allocation of grants 
and reviews expenditure of all funds allocated to program. Grants made under act to 
promote development of local and regional environmental education facilites with 
emphasis on reaching more school-aged children.

SUMMARY OF LEGISLATIVE MESSAGE OF 
GOVERNOR ON MEDICAL CARE IN RURAL AREAS 


Delivered at a Joint Session of the General Assembly 
of North Carolina at 3:00 pm, “Thursday, April iz. 1973 


Governor James E. Holshouser, Jr. today outlined for the General Assembly 
a comprehensive program for delivery of medical care to all areas of the State. The 
Governor stated that the problem of delivery of medical care is not simply a question 
of getting more doctors but in addition is one "of encouraging distribution of 
doctors and other medical personnel so that all our citizens can be assured of modern, 
adequate care.'' His program includes (1) establishment of a network of primary care 
clinics across the State, manned by physician's assistants and family nurse 
practitioners who have the supervision and backup support of physicians, and (2) 
the expanded use of Area Health Education Centers (five such centers are now in 
operation under a federal grant). Under Area Health Education Centers, a University 
Medical Center works with local hospitals in training health workers of various 
kinds at the community level and rhe centers, in turn, train and attract more 
health professionals into the area in which they are located. Both the rural health 
clinic program and the Area Health Education Centers are presently pilot projects 
funded by the federal government on an experimental basis, but the Governor urged 
that they be expanded to provide medical care for all North Carolinians. He urged 
the creation of a new office within the Dep't of Human Resources to expand the local 
clinic program, and called for appropriations of approximately $500,000 in the first 


year and $1,000,000 in the second year to be used to put 15 rural clinics in operation 
in the next two yeurs, co provide tor a stiall supportive staff in the Dep't to provide 
eechnical gesistaice iu the sdevelopment “of rural. clingesj a and tomprovide trainine 
Srants ior 45 iamii,y nurse practitioners in the two-year period, 


The Coverner also (1) urged continued support of the Medical Care Comm'ns 
Incentive Loan Prograa (a program designed to interest more people to go into health 
careers and to practice in NC) but suggested that there might be a more in-depth 
student survey system to measure student's commitment to NC; (2) urged support of 
S 301 and H 512 which call for a $100,000 appropriation to establish a pilot program 
to provide direct grants to physicians who agree to practice in medically deprived 
areas of the state; (3) supported continuation of grants to private medical schools; 
and (4) urged the General Assembly to give consideration to a bill (apparently not 
yet introduced) that would grant incentive payments of State funds to medical schools 
for their training programs in primary care area of medicine (family practitioners, 
internists, pediatriciuns).

S 734 Amend Clean Water Bond Act-3 cs 343 
Introducer: Staton Sent to NAT&ECON 


"To authorize a technical amendment of Section 7(e)(1) of Chapter 909, Sesston 
Laws of 1971 (Clean Water Bond Act) to permit assistance grants to local units of govern- 
ment for the construction and improvement of wastewater treatment works from funds hereto- 
fore approved by the General Assembly and a vote of the people." Amends cited section, 
subject to favorable statewide vote, to provide that any portion of $50 million heretofore 
allocated to Pollution Control Account which cannot be used for exclusive purpose of pro- 
viding State's share of funds required for wastewater treatment works project to qualify 
for federal grant shall be used to pay part of nonfederal share of construction costs for 
wastewater treatment works projects (such expenditures to be subject to limitations of 
Sec. 7(a)(2)). Election to be held on date fixed by Governor, but not later than Nov. 30, 
1973. State to reimburse counties for cost of election from Contingency and Emergency 
Fund. Sets out form of ballot. Purpose of act is to conform Sec. 7(c)(1), Ch. 909, 
SL 1971 to 1972 amendment to federal act. 


S 735 Licensing board for teachers GS 115 
Introducers: Poovey and Sharpe Sent to EDUCATN 
"To establish a ltcenstng board for educational personnel." Rewrites GS 115-153 


to provide for 9-member Board to be appointed by Governor for 4-yr. staggered terms to 
establish qualifications for licensing and to license teachers (now, State Board controls 
certification). Four Board members to be certified personnel in NC elementary and 
secondary school system; three to be faculty members of public or private colleges or 
universities; and two to be private citizens. (In setting out staggered terms bill pro- 
vides for 10 members of Board.) Superintendent of Public Instruction and State Board of 
Education each appoint one ex officio member to Board; ex officio members have no vote. 
Authorizes Board to appoint executive sec'y who serves at its pleasure. Grants Board 
following powers: (1) to set standards for certification, (2) to examine applicants, 
(3) to develop examinations to test applicant's subject matter knowledge, (4) to develop 
standards to measure professional competence, (5) to establish standards and procedures 
for renewal of certificates, and (6) to establish classes of certificates. 

Sets minimum qualifications for certification as baccalaureate degree from ac- 
credited institution of higher learning (except for instructors in vocational education) , 
passage of Board prescribed examination, and additional requirements prescribed by Board. 
Board may deny or revoke certificate or application for certification for lack of quali- 
fications, physical or mental disability, alcohol or drug addiction, commission of act 
involving moral turpitude, deception or fraud in application, refusal to furnish informa- 
tion to Board, or conviction of felony. Makes conforming changes to GS 115-17(3), -151.10, 
—152, -152.1, -154, -155, and -156.

"To amend G.S. 115-159.1 as tt relates to the salary of a teacher injured during 
an eptsode of violence." Rewrites GS 115-159.1 to provide that teacher injured during 
episode of violence while engaged in course of employment or in activities incidental to 
employment (now, only while engaged in employment) is entitled to receive full salary fo 
shortest of following periods: one year, continuation of disability, or period during 
which unable to engage in employment due to injury (now, for remainder of school year or 
continuation of disability). Defines episode of violence to mean acts of violence direc 
toward school building or facility, or to any teacher or student by any person. 


S 737 Retire. contribution while on leave GSi2n35 
Introducer: Knox Sent to EDUCATN 
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"Rewriting G.S. 135-8(b)(5) relating to monthly contrtbutions to the rettrement 
system by members who are on leaves of absence." Amends cited section to remove require= 
ment that Board of Trustees of Teachers and State Employees Retirement System must appro 
action before member is allowed to make monthly contributions while on educational leave. 
Adds provisions to allow employees on sick leave (up to one year) or on leave to hold 
full-time public office to make contributions to System while on such leave. Contribu- 
tions to be made on basis of salary employee would be receiving if not on leave (now, on 
basis of salary received at time leave granted).

"To amend the laws concerning preparation and adoption of local school budgets so 
as to conform them to the Local Government Budget and Fiscal Control Act."

"To create a State Land Poltcy Counetl to develop State policy with respect to 
land use and land management for the protectton of the envtronment and the conservation 
of the baste land resource." Effective 7/1/73 enacts State Land Policy Act of 1973, pro- 
viding for the development of a State land use policy and State land classification 
system, to serve as guide for State decisionmaking and as framework for local land use 
policies and programs. Organization--Creates a new 8-member Land Policy Counct 34 Leto 
consisting entirely of cabinet members (or their alternates) serving ex officio--heads 
of departments of Administration, Agriculture, Art-Culture-History, Commerce, NER, 
Revenue, Human Resources, and Transportation. LPC to be established within Department 
of Administration and be provided with staff services primarily by the State Planning 
Office. LPC is to develop and Governor to adopt State Land Policy and State Land Clas- 
sification System. State Land Classification System--Requires not less than four nor 
more than eight land classifications. Classifications are to recognize land as a basic 
resource; to provide for orderly growth and development; to protect resources in areas 
of “particular public concern"; and to focus on problems of areas impacted by key facili- 
ties and other large scale developments. Specifies procedures for development of the 
classifications, and requires LPC to develop criteria for classification. "Areas of 
particular public concern" will include "areas of environmental concern", and other areas 
where uncontrolled development could cause irreversible damage to important values or 
endanger life or property. State Land Policy--The "State Land Policy" is to include 
(a) principles and methods for State and local government transactions involving land use, 
management, ownership, etc.; (b) compilation of relevant State laws, regulations, deci- 
sions, etc.; and (c) policies concerning such matters as advance land acquisition, utility 
right-of-way use, large-scale public projects (including land assemblage) determination 
of areas of particular public concern, new towns, projects of regional impact, etc. When 
adopted, the State Land Policy will guide and determine administrative procedures & deci- 
sions, consistent with existing laws. Timing--State Land Classification System to be 
adopted by 7/1/75 (2 years after effective date of Act) and be completely implemented 
by 1/1/79. Further legislation to be proposed by 7/1/75. State Land Policy to be pre- 
pared and recommended to Governor by 7/1/75. 


H 1181 Allow killing depredating deer 6S 113 
Introducer: J. Green Sent to WILDLIFE 


"To permtt the killing of deer which are destroying real or personal 
property." Rewrites GS 113-109(f), relating to taking of deer, to provide that sec- 
tion shall not apply to taking of deer in accordance with new GS 113-126.2. New 
section provides that deer may be killed when owner or tenant finds deer in act of 
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destroying or attempting to destroy growing crops and deems such action necessary 
to protect crop. Requires person killing deer out of season in these circumstances 
to notify Wildlife Resources Comm'n within six hours of killing. Comm'n to pick 

up carcass and person to furnish proof that deer was destroying or attempting to 
destroy crops. 


H 1182 Cities regulate garbage disposal GS 160A 
Introducers: Bundy and others . Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To regulate the placing of trash, refuse and garbage within muntctpal 
limits." Authorizes municipality to enact ordinance regulating placing of trash, 
refuse or garbage within municipal limits. Provides that city may adopt ordinance 
making each day articles are left a separate offense and provide for $50 to $500 
fine and/or 30 day imprisonment.

Petition must 
contain names of property owners, clear description of area to be annexed and 
signatures of all property owners. Provides for public hearings and, upon 
approval and guarantee by town of Carolina Beach that it can provide equal services 
as now exist for other town areas, town may adopt ordinance annexing area. Total 
area annexed under act not to exceed 20% of total area of Carolina Beach. 


S 808 Craven school board lease land CRAVEN 
Introducer: Stallings Sent to LOC GOVT 


"Authorizing the Craven County Board of Educatton to lease certain real 
property to the Neuse River Water and Sewage Assoctatton, Inc., for a pertod 
not to exceed forty years." Authorizes Craven school board to lease part of 
Brinson Memorial School site to Neuse River and Water Sewage Ass'n for purpose of 
construction of water tower and lines, 


S 809 Cumberland pawnbrokers records CUMBERLAND 
Introducers: Raynor and Henley sent to LOC GOVT 


"To requtré every pawnbroker in Cumberland County to maintatn a permanent 
record of all purchases and sales made." As title indicates; records to be made 


available during business hours to any police officer upon request. Effective 
WULy EY, e193),

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 4/18/73 eliminates no-coverage option for 
vehicle damage. Motorcycles are removed from mandatory coverage. Subrogation is per- 
mitted to extent (i) elements of damage compensated by basic or added reparation bene- 
fits are recoverable and (ii) reparation obligor has paid or become obligated to pay 
accrued or future basic or added reparation benefits, but not to proceeds of claim or 
action for economic loss in excess of basic or added reparation benefits. Other changes 
(1) identify factors to be considered in determining loss of income when injured person, 
at time of injury, was temporarily unemployed or had never been employed; (2) restate 
intent that basic reparation benefits are not subject to reduction by collateral sources, 
other than workmen's compensation; (3) shift to wrongful death formula to determine sur-~ 
vivor's economic loss; (4) bolster intent that tort liability continue for sellers, les- 
sors, manufacturers, etc. of defective motor vehicles; (5) specify wrongful death proce- 
dure to enforce subrogation in limited applicable situations; (6) change statute of limi- 
tations to conform with existing law; (7) simplify provision relating to equitable allo- 
cation of burdens among insurer. Other changes are editorial and clarifying.

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 4/18/73 not available at time of printing,

S 447 Consumer finance law changes (digested in Bulletin No. 44, p. 404) 

: Amendments adopted in Senate 4/18/73 (1) authorize businesses now licenced to 
make small loans or motor vehicle loans to, within 90 days from effective date of act, 
surrender present license and elect to make consumer loans or auto loans (but may not 
make both), (2) delete provision of bill which would have changed reference in GS 53-166 
from GS 24-1.1 to GS Ch. 24, (3) provide that interest charged on loans granted inadver- 
tently to be computed at six percent on entire obligation, and (4) delete section which 
would have permitted charging full interest rate on loans having unpaid balances at 
maturity. 


S 538 Regulate commercial feed sales (digested in Bulletin No. 50, p. APP 
Committee substitute approved in Senate 4/18/73.deletes following provisions 
from original bill: (1) Sec. 5(b) which authorized that Comm'r of Agriculture to 
issue numbered permits to manufacturers of registered feeds; (2) inspection fees on 
cartons of canned pet food and commercial feeds and establishment of special fund 
with such fees. Adds new section requiring all registration fees to be deposited 
in the Agricultural fund. Sets penalty for not filing quarterly statements of $10 
to $100. Raises appropriations for FY 1973-74 from $80,639 to $320,639 and for 
FY 1974-75 from $74,748 to $314,748.

"Providing for regulation of traffte and parking and the regtstratton of motor 
vehicles on the campuses of the constituent tnstttuttions of the University of North 
Carolina." Adds new Part 4A to Art. 1, GS Ch. 116 authorizing boards of trustees of con- 
stituent institutions of UNC to regulate parking and traffic on their campuses. Author- 
izes boards of trustees to adopt ordinances (1) to prohibit or regulate traffic and parking 
of motor vehicles on campus; (2) to fix speed limits; and (3) to provide for registration 
of motor vehicles operated on campus by students, faculty, or staff and fix fees for 
registration. Violation of ordinance adopted under this act is misdemeanor punishable by 
fine of not more than $50 or imprisonment not more than 30 days, but ordinance may pro- 
vide that it is not to be enforced by criminal sanctions. Authorizes boards of trustees 
to establish civil penalties for various violations. Requires monies received from act 
to be used to defray costs of administering ordinances, to develop parking areas, to 
provide transportation system, or as pledge to secure revenue bonds for parking 
facilities. 

Authorizes specified constituent institutions to regulate parking on certain 
public streets (set out in act) so long as parking on those streets not prohibited by 
ordinance of city in which institution located.

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 4/19/73 deletes jury's discretion to give 
life imprisonment for lst degree murder, adds kidnapping as one of specified crimes for 
felony-murder rule, changes maximum punishment for 2nd degree murder from 30 years to 
life, sets punishment of life imprisonment for lst degree burglary and arson (now, death), 
raises from 10 to 20 years period that must be served by person sentenced to life im- 
prisonment before eligible for parole, and provides that sentence of life imprisonment 
to be considered term of 80 years. 


S 158 No death penalty for rape (digested in Bulletin No. 15, p. 146) 
Committee substitute adopted in Senate 4/19/73 defines lst degree rape to include 
intercourse with female less than 10 years old other than wife, by force and against her 
will; victim must not be voluntary social companion of the defendant and must not have 
previously permitted him sexual liberties. Sets punishment for lst degree rape as death. 
All other rape is 2nd degree rape and punishable by up to life imprisonment. 


S 343 Health service for minors (digested in Bulletin No. 32, p. 305) 

Amendments adopted in Senate 4/19/73 delete provision allowing authorized agent 
of physician to determine whether contraceptive services warranted and require written 
consent of parents before contraceptive services can be provided to minor. 
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S 408 Marketable land title (original bill digested in Bulletin No. 40, p. 3673; amend- 
ments adopted in Senate 4/5/73 digested in Bulletin No. 62, p. 637) 
Amendment adopted in House 4/19/73 makes technical change and provides that pro- 
visions in act regarding railroad rights-of-way not to be construed to repeal GS 1-44.1 
(presumption of abandonment of railroad right-of-way). 


-S 416 Taxation of farm land (digested in Bulletin No. 41, p. 375) 

) Amendments adopted in Senate 4/19/73 (1) provide that when land classification 
change results from condemnation, property not to be subject to deferred taxes, (2) ap- 
parently provide that upon termination of open spaces classification taxes to be due for 

six preceding years plus year of change, (3) provide that "tobacco" to receive special 
real estate classification, (4) provide that to receive special classification agricul- 
tural or horticultural land must consist of at least five acres or have produced average 
product sales of $500 per year for each of last three years, including income from soil 
conservation or land retirement programs, and that forest land must consist of at least 
20 acres unless contiguous to land which otherwise qualifies, and open space land must 
consist of at least five acres. 


S 426 Forest timber tax exemption (digested in Bulletin No. 42, p. 383) 

Amendment adopted in Senate 4/19/73 makes bill repeal subparagraph e rather than 
a of GS 105-287(b) (2). Subparagraph e prohibits increasing valuation of real property 
by reason of planting of forest trees on vacant land for reforestation purposes for 10 
years after planting. 


S 436 License and bond grain dealers (digested in Bulletin No. 43, p. 395) 

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 4/18/73 makes following changes: (1) de- 
fines grain dealer as person owning, controlling, or operating an elevator, mill,-ware- 
house or similar structure, or truck or tractor, who buys, solicits for sale, processes 
for sale, contracts for storage or exchange, or transfers grain of NC producer, but term 
not to include producers buying grain for consumption on own farm; (2) requires grain 
license application to include name and address of applicant, location of principal place 
of business in NC, kinds of grain applicant proposes to handle, and type of grain business 
proposed to be conducted; (3) requires decal to be displayed on truck or tractor used in 
connection with purchase of grain from producers as well as posting license at place of 
business; (4) sets initial license fee of $25 plus $20 per decal for each separate buying 
station or truck (originally, $25 license fee but mo requirement for decal fees); (5) re- 
quires $10,000 faithful performance bond (originally, bond set by Comm'r not to exceed 
$10,000), but cash buyers (grain dealers who pay producer at time of obtaining title, 
possession, or control of grain, full price of grain in currency or by certified or 
chasier's check or bank draft) not required to give bond; (6) adds procedures for pro- 
ducers to bring suit on bond; (7) authorizes Comm'r to refuse to grant license, or sus- 
pend (no more than one year) or revoke license if dealer (a) has money judgment against 
him that has not been paid, (b) failed to promptly pay for grain, (c) failed to maintain 
required business records, (d) engaged in fraudulent or deceptive practices, (e) failed 
to collect from producer and send to Comm'r assessments required to be collected under 
Art. 50, GS Ch. 106, or (f£) convicted of crime involving moral turpitude within three 
years; (8) provides that Superior Court of Wake County to hear appeals from license denial, 
revocation, or suspension; (9) makes violation of act punishable by fine of $100 to $500 
(originally, $25 to $100); and (10) changes effective date from Jan. 1, 1974 to.May 1, 1974. 


S 479 Compulsory workmen's comp. law (digested in Bulletin No. 46, p. 423)

"To, amend Chapter 18A of the General Statutes to provide for the redemptton 
of beverage containers." Sets refund value of 54 (except as certified for lower value) 
for each glass, metal or plastic can, jar or carton sold in state containing beer, 
mineral or soda water or soft drink; and requires each dealer to pay refund amount . 
to consumer returning container, and distributor to pay refund amount to dealer 
returning container. Each container sold in state to contain stamp or label giving 
refund value; container need not be accepted for refund if no such stamp or label, 
Exempted from labeling requirement (and thus from being entitled to refund) are glass 
containers with brand name permanently marked if container as of July 1, 1974 has refund 
value of at least 5¢. Container may be certified for refund value of not less than 2¢ 
by State Board of Alcoholic Control (which generally is to enforce act) if it can be 
used by more than one manufacturer and more than one will ordinarily accept it for 
reuse. Procedure set out for determining whether certification proper and for with- 
drawing it.

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 4/25/73 makes following changes: 
(1) Creates Board of Sedimentation Control to develop and administer sedimentation 
control program (originally, Sec'y of Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources 
administered program); Board to consist of eleven members appointed by Governor 
to four year terms and include the following: Sec'y of Natural and Economic Resources, 
who is chairman; person nominated by Board of NC Home Builders Ass'n; person 
nominated by Carolina Branch of Associated General Contractors of America; president, 
vice-president or general counsel of NC public utility co.; Director of Water 
Resources Research Institute; member of State Mining Council; member of State 
Soil and Water Conservation Committee; member of Board of Water and Air Resources; 
soil scientist from NC State University; and two persons who are representatives of 
nongovernmental conservation interests. (2) Deletes authority of Sec'y of Natural 
and Economic Resources to require permits for land disturbing activities. (3) Sets 
out three minimum standards that must be complied with before undertaking land 
disturbing activity: (a) no land disturbing activity permitted in proximity to lake 
unless buffer zone provided along margin of watercourse of sufficient width to 
confine visible siltation within 25% of the buffer zone nearer the land disturbing 
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activity; (b) no slope may be graded to angle greater than angle of repose for 
saturated soil involved unless soil on slope retained by adequate erosion controlling 
structure; and (c). whenever land disturbing activity undertaken on tract of more than 
one acre, if more than one contiguous acre is uncovered, a ground-cover sufficient 

to restrain erosion must be planted. (4) Allows double damages only in actions in 
which actual damages $500 or less (originally, in all actions no matter what actual 
damages were). (5) If temporary restraining order or preliminary injunction sought, 
allows court to require bond of any amount (originally, not more than $5,000). 






S 284 18-year olds hold office (digested in Bulletin No. 24, p. 244) 

Amendments adopted in House 4/25/73 (1) provide that amendment to allow 18-year 
olds to hold office to be voted on at Nov. 6, 1973 election (originally, next general 
election) and if approved to take effect on Jan. 1, 1974 (originally, 1975); (2) proposa 
constitutional amendment to Art. II, Sec. 6, to remove requirement that a State Senator 
be at least 25 years of age; and (3) make technical addition.

Amends GS 97-2(2) to remove current exemption from workmen's compensation 
for officials elected by people (state or local) or General Assembly or appointed by 
Governor to serve part-time; specifically includes such persons in coverage of act. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1974. 


S 862 Limits on teacher tenure act GS 115 
Introducer: Knox (by request) Sent to EDUCAIN 


"To postpone the granting of tenure to teachers under the teacher tenure act 
and to eliminate the tenuring of administrators tn parttcular posttions." Rewrites 
subsection (c) of GS 115-142 concerning tenure for public school teachers to rearrange 
provisions on career teachers and make following changes: (1) no teacher to become 
enreer teacher before July 1, 1974, and must have been employed by an NC school as of 
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July 1, 1973 (effect appears to be to move implementation of section back two years); 
(2) adds provision that teacher with career status who resigns and then seeks reemploy

"Requtring the use of lamps and reflectors on btcycles." Rewrites GS 20-129(e) 


to require bicycles in use at night to be equipped with white front light visible at 
least 500 feet in front, and with red reflector of type approved by Dep't of Motor 
Vehicles visible from all distances from 100 to 500 feet to rear when directly in 
front of low beams of motor vehicle head lamps. Effective Jan. 1, 1975, makes 
_unlawful purchase or sale at retail of bicycle for operation on NC streets and high- 
ways unless bicycle is equipped with reflective surfaces visible during nighttime 
from 500 feet when viewed under low beam headlamps under normal atmospheric condi- 
tions on straight, level, unlighted roadway; provides that these reflective surfaces 
must include strip on each side of pedals and minimum 3/16" strip of white reflective 
material on wheels or tires to indicate continuous circular shape.

Adds new GS 14-19.1 to make 
it misdemeanor to (a) operate motor vehicle on public street in violation of "safety 
statute" prescribing a penalty other than those in GS 20-176 (misdemeanor penalties), © 
or (b) negligently operate motor vehicle on private property, either of which results — 
in accident proximately causing death of person other than operator within 90 days 
after accident (but not amounting to manslaughter). Punishable under GS 14-3 
(fine and/or 2 years). Amends GS 15-144 to allow proof of negligent homicide either — 
under bill for manslaughter or on separate process specifically charging that offense; 
requires in either event that process specify death occurred due to violation of 
safety statute (if there was violation); if separate process used, must allege any 
statutes violated, that accused unlawfully and negligently operated motor vehicle 
and proximately caused death of person killed, and must name "him."

Board or Dep't of 
Revenue, or (b) unfairly or without just cause terminate any agreement or franchise 
existing on or since Jan. 1, 1965, to sell any intoxicating liquor manufactured, etc. 
by such person; makes latter provision implied part of any contract or franchise 
entered after June 17, 1965, by any of listed persons and any other person. Provides | 
that contractual relationship under section shall be prima facie shown by (a) shipment 
or acceptance of order for intoxicating liquor to licensed individual in state or 
(b) payment by licensed individual in state, accepted by manufacturer, for shipment 
of intoxicating liquor intended for sale within state. Authorizes superior court to ’ 
enjoin cancellation of franchise or agreement, on application of person harmed; 
injunction to prohibit supplying customers or territory through other distributors 
or "means" while effective. State ABC Board may investigate violations, furnish 
information to prosecutor of appropriate court, enforce conformance with any injunction 
(and if court finds violation, revoke or suspend permit of person affected).

representing community colleges; (3) one member who is parent of child in public ele- 
mentary school and one parent of child in public high school. Comm'n to select own 
chairman and other officers. Members to receive per diem, subsistence and travel 
allowances as other State boards and commissions; expenses of comm'n to be paid from 
Contingency & Emergency Fund. Directs comm'n to report to Governor by Jan. 15, 1974, 
and directs Governor to transmit report to 1974 session of General Assembly. 


H 1255 Reorganize juvenile services GS 143A,110,7A,126,134 
Introducer: Jordan Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To reorganize juventle services in North Carolina including juventle pro- 
batton and after-care." Adds new Art. 14A, entitled "Youth Services", to GS Ch. 143A 
(State Government Reorganization), consisting of new GS 143A-170.1 through -170.7. 
Provides that purpose is to reorganize State juvenile services. Creates three youth 
divisions in Dep't of Social Rehabilitation and Control. Division of Community Services 
for Youth to give leadership and technical assistance to development of community- 
based services and other community-based alternatives to training school for pre- 
delinquent and delinquent youth, with priority given to delinquency prevention programs, 
youth services centers, counseling services for youths and parents and similar programs, 
and "leadership" given to development of small group homes, foster homes, half-way 
houses and similar programs. Division of Juvenile Probation and After-Care to plan 
and arrange for uniform statewide system of juvenile probation and after-care; 
existing personnel providing family court services pursuant to GS 7A-134 transferred 
to Division, and Division given all authority of county directors of social services 
with respect to juvenile probation: future appointments in Division to be made by 
Sec'y under State Personnel Act. Authorizes Division to contract with county dep'ts 
of social services and other appropriate public or private agencies to provide juvenile 
probation and after-care services in order to gradually implement statewide uniform 
system. Division of Youth Development duty to improve quality and type of institutional 
programs for committed delinquent youth, in consultation with Board of Youth Develop- 
ment. Provides that institutions should house no more than 50 youths in one institu- 
tion: that institutions should be community-based (located within or near urban areas 
where most of committed delinquents come from); and therapeutically oriented (staffed 
with personnel and resources to provide diagnosis, treatment, care and services 
according to needs of children in care). Directs Division to plan toward closing 
State training schools that are too large or whose buildings are obsolete or located 
in isolated rural areas; authorizes Sec'y of Social Rehabilitation to close, consoli- 
date or convert to other appropriate State uses any institutions provided for in GS 
Ch. 134 in consultation with Board of Youth Development. 

Sec'y to encourage local communities to develop programs for youth which pro- 
vide services and care for pre-delinquent and delinquent youth by rendering technical 
assistance and setting standards; to develop standards for youth services programs, 


both nonresidential and resident, in consultation with appropriate State, local gov't, 
and public or private agencies. Dep't of Social Rehab. and Control authorized to fund 
community-based programs meeting State standards from available public or private funds. 
Sec'y to contract for purchase of services and care with State or local agencies, public 
and private, meeting standards established by Dep't; such services to include both serv- 
ices to child in own home, in any place where then living, or residential care in public 
or private residential facility, including youth services centers, counseling or case 
work services, mental health services, social services, vocational or occupational train- 
ing, educational services, and others.

"To provide for an tnquest concerning susptetous death where there ts no 
coroner." Adds new Art. 23 to GS Ch 15 entitled "Inquests in Counties without Coroners. 
Authorizes presiding superior court judge to order inquest of suspicious death upon 
request of Chief Medical Examiner, solicitor, or on petition of 25 registered voters 
of county. Defines suspicious death as death occurring under circumstances suggesting 
possibility of criminal homicide or where independent evidence suggests such possibility 
Order of inquest must designate district court judge to preside at inquest, must 
appoint solicitor or other member of the bar to act as examiner to question witnesses 
and present evidence before inquest jury, and must order names of at least 15 persons 
to be drawn from jury box in accordance with GS 9-5. Inquest jury to have seven mem- 
bers, Directs that persons drawn for jury must be summoned for inquest; that examiner 
May request assistance from public officials or employees in investigating death and 
preparing for inquest; and that clerk of superior court must subpeena witnesses as re- 
quested by examiner. Requires verbatim record of inquest, and contains rules for call- — 
ing and examining witnesses, Requires judge to submit to inquest jurors issues as 
follows: (1) what was cause and manner of death; (2) whether death result of criminal 
homicide; (3) if so, whether probable cause to believe any identifiable person caused 
homicide; (4) if so, identity of such person. Requires jurors to determine circumstance 
surrounding death, and to submit written report answering issues put to them. Provides 
that five jurors must agree on answer to each issue. Provides for compensation of 
witnesses, jurors, and examiner; jurors and witnesses to receive same expenses and 
fees as if summoned to district court; examiner to receive compensation as determined 


by Administrative Office of Courts. Applies only to counties in which there is no 
coroner serving.

Introducer: Scott Sent to APPROPRN 


"Relating to the purchase and development of park lands, recreation areas and 
other lands in their natural unaltered condition and to the acquisition of other 
Lands and property; the North Carolina Land Conservancy Corporation shall have the 
power to buy, sell, convey, mortgage or lease any interest in such property." 
Creates Land Conservancy Corp. with purposes as stated in title. Corp. to be governed 
by nine-member Board of Trustees, seven of whom are to be appointed by Governor, other 
two being chairmen of Senate and House appropriations committees. State Treasurer, 
Sec'y of Natural and Economic Resources, and Sec'y of Administration or designees to 
be ex officio non-voting trustees, with latter also to serve as executive director. 
Five members required for quorum and action except all other trustees' approval 
required when action involves buying or selling property of one trustee. Trustees 
to receive no compensation but to receive reimbursement for travel expenses and per 
diem. Trustees to appoint up to 100-member advisory board which is not to be policy- 
making body, only to consult and make recommendations. 

Board authorized to do following among other things: (1) employ consultants and 
employees and pay them; (2) borrow money and issue corp.'s obligation; (3) solicit 
financial support; (4) utilize funds provided by General Assembly; (5) dispose of 
property declared surplus by General Assembly; (6) enter into agreements and contracts 
to carry out purposes; (7) participate in projects with non-profit conservation organi- 
zations; (8) preserve or aid in preservation of natural areas; (9) buy, sell, lease, 
etc. real estate and personal property and make improvements; and (10) loan funds to 
counties and cities for acquiring parks, recreational lands or other lands needed in 
public interest.

Introducer: “Scott Sent to APPROPRN 


"To authorize the tssuance of $50,000,000 in bonds of the state to provide 
funds for the acquisition, preservation and development of park, recreational and 
publte lands in the state subject to a vote of the people of the state." Provides for 
vote on issuance of bonds in amount and for purpose set out in title (see S 899 
immediately above for bill creating Land Conservancy Corp. and setting its powers).

"To change the gambling laws of North Carolina." Rewrites Art. 37, GS 

Ch. 14 regarding gambling offenses. Defines following terms: contest of chance; 
gambling (person who stakes something of value on outcome of game of chance on under- 
standing that he will receive something of value in event of certain outcome); 
player; advance gambling activity (engaging in conduct other than as player which 
materially aids gambling, including setting up game); profit from gambling activity 
(when person,.other than as player, accepts money pursuant to agreement whereby 
he participates in proceeds of gambling);something of value; gambling device; slot 
machine; bookmaking; lottery; and policy and the numbers game. Sets out following 
six criminal gambling violations: (1) Engaging in gambling is punishable by fine not 
exceeding $100 (now, general misdemeanor--2 years and/or fine). (2) Promoting 
gambling in lst degree is defined as knowingly advancing or profiting from unlawful 
activity (a) by engaging in bookmaking to extent of receiving in any one day more 
than five bets totaling more than $2,000 or (b) in connection with lottery or policy 
scheme, receiving more than $5,000 in any one day or receiving money or records from 
person other than player whose chances are represented by such money or records. 
This offense punishable by fine of not less than $5,000 and/or two to ten years 
imprisonment. (3) Promoting gambling in 2nd degree is defined as knowingly advancing 
or profiting from unlawful gambling activity and is punishable by fine of not more 
than $10,000 and/or one to five years imprisonment. (4) 1st degree possession of 
gambling records is defined as possessing, with knowledge of the contents, writing 
or instrument of kind commonly used (a) in operation of bookmaking scheme and reflect- 
ing more than five bets totalling more than $2,000, or (b) in operation of lottery or 
policy scheme and reflecting more than 500 plays or chances. Offense is punishable 
by fine not less than $5,000 and/or two to ten years imprisonment. (5) 2nd degree 
possession of gambling records is defined as possessing, with knowledge of the contents, 
writing or instrument of kind commonly used in bodkmaking scheme or in lottery and is 
punishable by fine not exceeding $10,000 and/or one to five years imprisonment (makes 
it defense to action under this violation that writing constituted bets of defendant 
himself in number not exceeding ten). (6) Possession of gambling device is commit- 
ted by person, who with knowledge of character of device, manufactures, sells, trans- 
ports, or possesses slot machine or possesses other gambling device believing that it 
is to be used in unlawful gambling activity; punishable by fine not to exceed $10,000 
and/or one to five years imprisonment. 

Provides that proof of possession of gambling device or gambling record is 
presumptive evidence of possession with knowledge of its character or content.

Declares State policy that person not to be committed un- 
less determined to be dangerous to himself or others or gravely disabled; any person 
who is committed is to be treated in least restrictive mode needed and discharged 
as soon as reasonable. Sets out two kinds of involuntary commitment: judicial 
hospitalization and emergency hospitalization. 
(1) Judicial hospitalization. -- Officer may take person into custody aire 
by reason of overt acts he is determined to be violent and of imminent danger to him- 
self or others or to be gravely disabled. Custody taken to obtain medical examina- 
tion and evaluation by physician; limit of 24 hours put on custody for this purpose. 
Custody may also be taken if physician has already examined person and has signed 
written statement of need for custody; statement must indicate overt acts upon which 
opinion based. Physician's statement justifies taking custody to take person before 
magistrate, who is to take testimony and decide whether reasonable cause exists to 
believe person by reason of overt acts is violent and of imminent danger to himself 
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or others or is gravely disabled. If magistrate so determines, he can order person 
to treatment facility until hearing held in district court (which must be within 10 
days). Head of facility may release person prior to hearing if determines not vio- 
lent and of imminent danger, etc. Same issue to be considered by district court 
judge, who may order involuntary commitment for up to 90 days or may order out- 
patient treatment or treatment at private facility. Provision made for notice of 
hearing, entitlement to counsel, appointment of counsel for indigents, etc. 

(2) Emergency hospitalization. -- Officer may take person into custody and 
bring before magistrate immediately on same grounds as above but must also determine 
that delay of obtaining medical examination would likely endanger life or property. 
Magistrate to order person detained for examination and then to hold hearing when re- 
ceives results of examination. If magistrate then finds reasonable grounds to be- 
lieve person by reason of overt acts is violent, etc., he can order person detained 
for district court hearing. Same district court procedure and possibility of com- 
mitment as outlined above. 

Similar court procedures and safeguards set out for recommitment of person 
who has been initially committed under procedures above. Recommitment periods limited 
to 120 days. Head of treatment facility authorized to discharge patient at any time 
before expiration of commitment period; certificate of discharge to be sent to district 
court.

form complainant and assist with filing of complaint, (5) inform complainant of decision 
and of complainant's right to have decision reviewed by district court judge where deter- 
mination made that no complaint should be filed, and (6) perform such other duties as re- 
quired by AOC, including making predispositional studies of children alleged by petition 
to be delinquent or adjudicated delinquent (but no such study to be made prior to adjudi- 
cation unless child consents in writing), supervising children placed on probation and 
conditional release from training schools. In exercising supervisory authority over 
probationers, counsellors directed to seek detention when juveniles violate conditions, and 
to bring child back before court when period ended.

Limits deduction to smaller of: (1) amount 
by which selling expenses incurred in exporting NC products exceed similar export 
selling expenses averaged over years 1968-72 or (2) amount of profits attributable 
to NC export sales exceeding amount of similar profits averaged over years 1968-72. 
Allows selling expenses exceeding deduction limitation to be carried forward for 
one year. Effective for taxable years beginning on and after Jan. 1, 1973.

"To provide for juvenile probation and counseling services under the 
direction of the Adninistrative Office of the Courts for the fiscal year 1973-74."
